Mose Hilton, a Kickapoo Indian,’ his wife 
and five children, three of them triplets, and 
the other two twins, are being cared for at 
the Harrison Street Police Station till ar- 
rangements can be made to send them to 
Pittsburg, Pa., for which city they had 
started on foot yesterday, when they were 
met by a member of the police department. 

Hilton and his family arrived in the city 
Friday night. They had walked the entire 
distance from Des Moines, la., where the 
head of the family had been at work in a 
coal mine. The husband carried the three 
triplets and his wife trudged by his side, 
carrying the twins. 

The family wandered half-famished about 
in the fog Friday night, till finally a pedes- 
trian took pity on them and found a place 
for them to sleep. Yesterday the head of the 
family went to the City Hall for aid, but not 
receiving it he and his wife decided to carry 
their children on to Pitttsburg, where the 
husband hoped to find worlgina mine. .They 
were picking their way out of the city when 
they were taken to the Harrison Street 
Station. 

The half-famished family started for the 
East on foot on March 2. Threeof his small 
children had died. When the family left 


Des Moines they possesed just 54 cents. 


The five children were wheeled for the first 
part of the distanae in an old perambulator. 
Two hundred miles from Des Moines the 
baby buggy. collapsed and the parents were 
compelled to carry their children.

DR. HAMILTON PRINTS  APPIDAYITS. 


Aims to Show That Sargeon-General 
Wyman Acted in Bad Faith After 
a “Personal” Agreement. 


Dr. John B. Hamilton, recently of the 
Marine Hospital here and appointed last 
week to the. superintendency of the Elgin 
Insane Hospital, has not forgiven his one- 
time chief, Dr. Walter Wyman, the Surgeon- 
General. Not long ago Wyman directed 
Hamilton to leave Chicago, where hg has 
been pleasantly situated for years, and to 
proceed to San Francisco. Dr. Hamilton 
protested to Secretary Carlisle without 
avail, although he told how advantageous 
to himself were his Chicago connections. 
These connectizns included a professorship 
in the Rush Medical College and the editor- 
ship of the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association. Hamilton pointed out 
that he must either surrender these personal 
positions or give up his government office, 
so he gave up the government job. 

Now ‘Dr. Hamilton has printed some in- 
teresting correspondence between himself 
and Dr. Wyman, aiming to show there was 
an agreement that Hamilton’s influence for 
Wyman’s appointment would serve to allow 
Hamilton to remain in Chicago as long as 
he pleased. One of the affidavits presented 
by Dr. Hamilton is that of his wife, and it 
contains this paragraph: 

** The affiant says she told the said Wyman 
that she did not think her husband, the said 


Hamilton, could establish himself in busi- 


ness in Chicago in so short a term, where- 
upon he, the said Wyman, then said in words 
as follows: “ The doctor is to have the Chi- 
cago station two terms—eight years,’ and 
that the affiant then asked him in words as 
follows: ‘How about three terms—twelve 
years?’ To which he, the said Wyman, then 
and there replied in words as follows: ‘ That 
would be all right; neither you nor the doc- 
tor could ever ask a favor of me I would 
not grant.’ ”’

Wyman changed his mind: It is not known 
that the Elgin position will interfere with

DARING JAIL-BREAKER 1S CAPTURED. 


Robert Meehan, After Enjoying Over 
Two Years’ Liberty, Will Return 
to Hilisdale, Mich. 


Robert Meehan, alias McKeon, wanted in 
Hillsdale, Mich., for assault, robbery, and 
jaii-breaking, Was arrested in this city yes- 
terday by Detective Sergeants Elliott and 
Flynn. Sheriff O’Melay of Hillsdale is in Chi- 
cago, and will take his prisoner back to 
Michigan tomorrow. 

The escape of Meehan from the Hillsdale 
jail was a daring one, and at the time at- 
tracted widespread attention in_ the 
Northwest. On the night of Sept. 2, 1804, 
Meehan and six other prisoners escaped from 
the jail through a hole - eighteen - inches 
square, which they had dugin the brick wall. 
The work was dohe with case knives, which 
the prisoners managed to coneal in their cells. 

For several nights they worked at the 
wall, hiding the débris in their bunks. Crim- 
nal Court was to open on the morning 
Sept. 3, and when the Sheriff went to the 
cell-room to get the prisoners for trial seven 
of them were missing. 

Among the number was Meehan and 
Cleveland and Frank Swiderski, all of who 
were under indictment for the attempt

The bill has already passed the Wisconsin 
Senate and will come up before the House 
next Thursday. It creates a commission 
consisting of Frank K. Bull of Racine, Edgar 
L. Fowle of Milwaukee, Edward C. Thiers 
of Kenosha, Jared Thompson of Milwaukee.

[SPECIAL CABLE.) : 3 Fight'Between Turks and Greeks 


Canea, Crete, March 20.—{Copyright, 1897.] on Thessalian Frontier. 
—The Turkish men-of-war at Suda, in the 
presence of the European fleet, today opened - 
fire on the insurgents who were engaged in 
fighting native Moslems. 

The barracks of the Turkish troops are 
being prepared for the reception of 1,600 
internatbonal troops, who will land here in 
a few days. There will be landed in. all 
the towns on the island 3,600 European 
troops. Five hundred English -troops..are 
to be stationed at Heraklion. This seems 
an utterly insufficient force to keep order 
among 45,000 Moslems crowded in that town. 
The whole management of the Europeans’ 
interference here shows a lamentable ig- 
neorance on the part of those directing af- 
fairs. 

The following proclamation was § issued 
this morning by the Turkish Government: 

‘‘We bring to notice of the people that ac- 
cording to a telegram from the Grand Vizier 
autonomy has been given to Crete under 
the suzerainty of his Imperial Majesty the 
Sultan.’’

JUDGE KOHESAAT GIVES TWO REASONS 


Says the Public Should Not Shift Re- 


sponsibility and Should Look to 
Fature Contract Results. 


Judge C. C. Kohisaat followed Mr. Swift 
in an address as follows: 

“The question that comes up tonight 
for consideration is a general one. 
I cannot £0 into the details of 
these two bills, the provisions of which have 
been recited to you; but there are just two 
thoughts that occur to me as absolute rea- 
sons why this legislation should not be 
enacted. 

“I do not see for a mioment what right we 
people of the City of Chicago have to cast 
upon the Legislature or the Governor the 
performance of those duties of deciding this 
question of franchises or entering into those 
contracts Which affect us all personally. 
{[Applause.] I do not understand how three 
men sitting in the City of Springfield can 
determine the question as to whether the 
Van Buren street cars—upon which J] am 
often compelled to ride—shall run every five 
minutes or every fifteen minutes, or, as it 
seems to-me, they sometimes run every thir- 
ty minutes. [Applause and laughter.] 

“ The other proposition that I make is that 
the bill as presented here undertakes to fix 
the term of a contract, to decide a case in 
which they have.not .heard the evidence, 
How do they know that 3 per cent of the 
gross earnings willl be just? May it not be 
that 3 per cent may some time become un- 


very widespread public sentiment against

But they have had pro- 
vided that they cannot candemn a right of 
way across one of their lines, so that it puts 
an end, an absolute end; to anybody else 
building street railroads in this city, and 
when we get a population of two, or three, or 
4,000,000, as we hope we will within the next 
fifty years, nobody can build a street railroad 
except thege very men that own these fran- 
chises. .[Applause.] And if there is any- 
thing.’that the people of this country are 
getting to be roused up about it is against 
these absolute monopolies.’”’ [Applause.]

Before the Execution. 


During the long delay before the execution 
Jackson and Walling continued their tac- 
ties of false confessions as long as possi- 
ble. Sheriff Plummer intended to hang the 
men at 7 a. m. On account of the prom- 
ises of a confession the execution was post- 
poned till 8 a. m. and then to 9.a. m., when 
Jackson declared that Walling was not 
guilty. Then telegraphic communication 
opened with Gov. Bradley. -Gov. Bradley 
decided if Jackson would fully exonerate 
Walling he would give the latter a respite 
of four days for further investigation. 

Judge Helm, at Gov. Bradley's request, 
told Jacksgn that he must hang and if he 
allowed Walling to hang with him he would 
have to answer to his maker for a double 
crime. He also impressed Jackson with the 
fact that if he went before his maker with 
a lie on his lips he would also be doing a 
double wrong. He then gave Jackson five 
minutes in which to make up his mind, leav- 
ing him unattended by the death watch. 
At the expiration of the time Jackson said 


that he could not say that Walling was in- J 


nocent. This settled the fate of both pris- 


oners. 
Jackson’s Body Cremated. 


The remains of Wallihg were taken to his 
mother at Hamilton, O., tonight. 

Theeremains of Scott Jackson were in- 
cinerated tonight at the Cincinnati crema- 
tory. His mother is opposed to cremation, 
but had the body incinerated so that she 
could take the ashes to her home at @reen- 
castle, Ind., and not suffer the mortification 
of being refused burial there. The widowed 
mother was unable to bear the expense of 
taking the remains to their old home in 
Maine, as at first contemplated. 


Satisfaction at Greencastle. 


Greencastle, Ind., March 20.—[Special.]— 
The news of the execution of Jackson and 
Walling at Newport reached this city at 
noon today. The greatest excitement had 
prevailed all morning and the town was alive 
with country people, who had come many 
miles to get the latest news. 

The ‘*‘ confession ’’ of the men had spread 
all over the cdéunty and there was ereat in- 
terest in the decision of Gov.

Bradley was re- 
ceived here with warm applause. 

The fall of the fatal drop was announced 
to the crowds, and the close of the great 
tragedy was received with no demonstration. 
The execution met the general approval of 
the public.

A. 8. Bryan, father of the murdered Pearl, 
and her brother Fred, expressed satisfaction 
with the outcome and felt that justice had 
been fully carried out. Both were of the 
opinion that. the men were guilty,<and com- 
mended the decision of Gov. Bradley not to 
interfere.* 


STORY OF PEARL BRYAN'S MURDER. 


Fatal Evidences of Guilt Left by Jack- 
son and Walling—Description 
of the Murderers. 


In the early morning of Feb. 1, 1896, a 
boy going to work discovered a dead body of 
a girl in an obscure part of John Lock’s 
farm, adjoining Fort Thomas, Ky. 

The murderers had cut off the eirl’s head 
to prevent identification and removed it to 
some place that has never yet been discov- 
ered, The only garments on the body were 
a union suit and a cheap checked ‘wrapper. 
A pair of shoes lay near; also, a kid glove 
Inside the shoes was the stamp of Lewis & 
Hayes of Greencastle, with a Portsmouth 
(O.) firm as the makers. 

Four days later the shoes, the gloves, the 
hairpins, and the wrapper were identified at 
Greencastle, Ind., by the parents as belong- 
ing to Pearl Bryan, the daughter of A. 8. 
Bryan, a well-to-do farmer living near Green- 
castle. 

This discovery identified Scott Jackson 
and Alonzo M. Walling as the perpetrators 
of the crime. These young men were room- 
mates and fellow-students in the dental 
college at Cincinnati. Scott Jackson spent 
several months of the summer and early au- 
tumn of 1895 at Greencastle, Ind. * 

‘He obtained an introduction to Pear) 
Bryan, and visited her frequently. 
Jackson, when absent, kept up a corre- 


spondence ‘with her, which was continued: 


until within a fortnight of the day of her 
murder. 

Dr. Gillespie, a dentist with whom Jack- 
s0n had worked, also a relative of Pearl 
Bryan, advised Jackson to marry her. .He 
said he would not do anything of the kind. 

Jackson and Walling were arrested in Cin- 
cinnati;: in their possession were found let- 
ters, chiefly from Will Wood to Jackson, in 
regard to Pearl Bryan. Walling’s panta- 
loons were taken from his locker at the den- 
tal college, and they were muddy, and spot- 
ted with blood. Jackson’s coat, flecked .a!! 
over with blood, was fished out of a sewer, 


| AWEUL HAVOC OF FLOODS 


RAGING TORRENTS OF WATER 
SWEEP OVER WISCONSIN. 


Damage to Property Will Aggregate 
Hundreds of Thousands of Dollars— 
Many Families Driven from Their 
Homes in Sioux City—Levees Con- 
tinue to Break on the Miasissippi, 
Inundating Whole Sections in 

- Arkansas. : 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 20.—[Special.]— 
The floods which have devasted Wisconsin 
yesterday and today were more general in 
character than any which have occurred 
in the State for a number of. years. Nearly 
every point in the State reports that rivers 
and creeks have risen and overflowed their 
banks and have destroyed a large amount 
of property. So far as learned there have 
been no fatalities, although in many parts 
of the State people have had to flee from 
the rising waters in order to save them- 
selves. 

No estimate can be given of the amount of 
property destroyed, but there is no doubt 
it will figure up to several hundred thousand 
dollars. In Milwaukee and vicinity alone it 
is estimated that the losses will amount to 
$75,000, and with the exception of a small 
portion of the West and North Sides there 
was no damage done. At Sheboygan, Fond 
du Lac, Port Washington, La Crosse, Green 
Bay, and a number of other places the loss 
is comparatively heavier. From all points 
in the State the story of the wreck which has

HUGE CONSPIRACY SAID TO EXIST IN 
. NEW JERSEY. 


Scheme te Control the Supply of Phil- 
adelphia and New York Unearthed— 
Bill Is Now Pending in the Legia- 
latures of Two States and Is Said to 
Have Quay and Vice-President Ho- 
bart Back of It—Other News from 
New York. | 


New York, March 20.—[Special.J—A con- 
spiracy to’ get possession of the waterways 
of. New Jersey is said to be under way. It 


affects the people of three States. Should 


it be successful it will give a private cergor- 
ation an absolute monopoly of the walter 
supply of New Jersey. ; 

It -will"give this corporation, made up of 
public officials, the ownership of water sup- 
plies which are considered the most availa- 
ble for the greatest cities of New York and 
Pennsylvania. It is a conspiracy to wrest 
from the people of New Jersey franchises 
worth $20,000,000 without giving a penny in 
return. 

This alleged conspiracy had its origin with 
the East Jersey Water company, of which 
the Vice-President of the United States is at 
the head. This company has great influence 
with the New Jersey Legislature, but its 
control is not sufficient. In order to get 
possession of the Delaware River, and to 
bind Philadelphia hand and foot, it is neces- 
sary to have the Legislature of Pennsylvania 
pass a bill similar to that which has been

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been wrought is pouring in. It is the old 
story of bridges and culverts washed out, 
shops and factories inundated, and men 
thrown out of employment temporarily, 


trains wrecked, families driven from their 
homes, vessels torn from their moorings 
and cast adrift im the lake, farms completely 
submerged, and everywhere the evidence of 
the destructiveness of the water. 

Large Ice Gorges Formed. 

In the city the flood in the Menominee Val- 
ley has subsided so that there is no longer 
any apprehension for the bridges or other 
property in that section. The water began 
to go down in the Menominee early this 
morning, and tonight it was not more than 
three feet above its normal height. Several 
ice gorges formed near the railroad bridges 
in the valley early in the morning and a 
large gang of men was kept at work pro- 
tecting these structures from being washed 
away by the water which lodged back of the 
gorges. 

On both sides of the river above Blatz’s 
Park there are a number of beautiful sum- 
mer residences owned by wealthy Milwau- 
keeans, and surrounding these were a num- 
ber of private natatoriums. Some of the 
natatoriums, boat houses, and other small 
buildings along the river were swept away. 

At Port Washington a railroad bridge went 
down last night with fourteen freight cars. 
The cars are still piledintheriver. The giv- 
ing away of this bridge has crippled the 
Lake Shore Division of the Northwestern 
road and no trains can get through. The 
company hopes to have the division opened 
tomorrow, but it will probably be Monday 
before traffic can he resumed. 

Schooners Torn from Moorings. 

Five schooners were torn from their moor- 
ings and were carried out into the lake at 
Sheboygan. All of them were damaged to 
some extent. An ice gorge formed in the 
Sheboygan River last night. It broke early 
this morning and came down the river with 
a terrific force. It swept into two bridges 
and damaged one severely and the other 
slightly. The river narrows near its mouth. 
The schooner H. R. Moore was caught by 
the ice and torn from the chains which held 


it fast to the dock. The bridge-tenders were 
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in which it was found by Walling’s direction. 
In Jackson’s pocket were a half-dozen hand- 
kerchiefs which were afterwards identified 
as the property of Pear! Bryan. 

The prisoners admitted that both of them 
had been with Pearl Bryan on Wednesday 
afternoon, after which each charged the 
other with having her in his care, gnd each 
declared that he had seen nothing of the 
girl afterwards.

Two weeks after the murder George H. 
Jackson, colored, admitted to the police that 
he had driven Walling and a companion by a 
circuitous route to Fort Thomas, where the 
murder was committed. : 

With this evidence both were tried and 
found guilty and sentenced to be hanged. 

Scott Jackson was 28 years old, 5 feet 6 
inches high, of blond complexion, and wiry 
figure. Mis eyes were cold, steel gray. They 
glittered, but lacked depth. His-head ts said 
to have resembled that of Holmes, the mur- 
derer. : : 
Walling was 5 fect 9 inches high, had dark 
hair and hazel eyes, with heavy eyebrows 
that almost meet. His age is 21 years. In 
temperament he is stolid and morose. Tie 
was evidently deficient in. sensibility and 
force of character, which made him all th» 
mere pliant as Jackson's tool and. assistant.

LEYEES BREAK ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Great Torrents of Water Pouring Into 
the Lowlands in Eastern 
Arkansas, 


Memphis, Tenn., March 20.—Alarming re- 
ports are being received in this city tonight 
of breaks in the levees, both north and south 
of Memphis. Government officials state that 
the lev@e broke at San Souci, Ark., late last 
night, and a great torrent is pouring into 
the lowlands of Arkansas, adding tothe mis- 
ery and suffering already prevalent. The 
other reports are to the effect that the levee 
has broken between Memphis and Helena, 
but nothing definite can be learned as yet. 
It is known, however, that the river is pour- 
ing over the levee at Modoc, near Helena, 
Ark., anda break is momentarily expected. 

Cairo, Ill, March 20.—[Special.|—Con- 
trary to expectations, the river has risen 
only a little over one-tenth of a foot since 
last night, the gauge now marking 50.07 
feet above low water mark, and experienced 
river men now predict that it will not ex- 
ceed the stage reached in 1883, even if it 
reaches it. The news from below continues 
to be of the most discouraging character, 
and tales of devastation and distress are 
brought by every steamer. Capt. Halilday 
and other prominent citizens wired Senator 
Cullom and Congressman Smith today ask- 
ing that the government fleet idle at this 
place be put in commission and be empioyed 
in affording relief to the suffering-on ac- 
count of the floods between this city and 
Memphis. 

Secretary Aiger replied promptly, inslruct- 
ing the men in charge to use the fleet in aid- 
ing the sufferers. 

Helena, Ark., March 20.—[Special.]—North 
Helena is completely submerged and by 
morning will be buried in six feet of water. 
The residents have had ample warning of 
the impending danger and have sought ref- 
uge in the city proper, but their homes and 
whatever preperty that could not be moved 
is consigned to destruction. With a rise 
of six inches more the levees will all be 
under water. In quite a number of places 
the water is flowing over the levees: 

St. Louis, Mo., March 20.—[{Special.]—The 
situation at Gayoso, six miles above here, 
is grave, as there are but two houses in 
town into which the water has not gone.

To 
this end it was necessary to draw men of 
high political standing into the scheme. It 
is said Dave Martin, Philadelphia's political 
boss, said it would cost $150,000 to put the bill 
through at Harrisburg, and demanded 
$10,000 immediately, which, it is said, he re- 
ceived. 


Look for a Monopoly. 

Ostensibly the bill provides for the dam- 
ning of the Delaware River for water power 
purposes. It affects all the waterways in 
New Jersey. The water combine has been 
scheming to furnish water to New York 
and Brooklyn from the Passaic water-shed. 
Brooklyn must have a new supply within 
five years. Engineers are looking forward 
to the time whersthe Croton water-shed can 
no longer supply New York. 

There are two available sources open, the 
Adirondack and the Delaware River. The 
Delaware supply is the nearer and the 
cheaper. It nas a water-shed of 3,800 square 
miles, about ten times that of the Croton 
water-shed. 

If the conspiracy is successful the combine 
will claim that it controls the water of the 
Delaware, and that reither New York nor 
Brooklyn can tap the river at Port Jervis. 

Philadelphia is in a worsé predicament 
than New York or Brooklyn. That city 
draws its water from the foul Schuylkill 
River. The city must either filter this water 
or secure'a new supply. It has been about 
decided to take the latter course and tap the 
Delaware River above Trenton. The water 
is pure and the quantity is almost unlimited. 
But if the conspiracy is successful Philadel- 
phia will have to buy water from the com- 
bine. There is no escape from it. The com- 
bine would own everything. 

Quay Is Back of It. 

It might be supposed that the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania would not permit such an 
outrageous grab to go threugh. But there 
are stronger men than Dave Martin behind 
it in that State. No less a person than Sen- 
ator M. S. Quay is said to be interested, and 
he is to see that the Pennsylvania legis- 
lators witl do what is asked of them, accord- 
ing to popular report. 

It was in 1893 that. the plan for the capture 
of the Delaware was formulated. The bill 
has been introduced into the Pennsylvania 
Legislature on several occasions, but it was 
never voted upon. It was deemed advisable 
to have the New Jersey Legislature pass it 


first. 

The bill could not possibly be more 
sweeping. It confers the most extraor- 
dinary powers and privileges. The most 
dangerous and outrageous of allis the power 
of eminent domain. The bill actually gives 
the combine sovereign powers. It may take* 
possession of any “ waters, streams, lands, 


property materials, or franchises” useful 
for its schemes. 

There is one other provision of the bill 
which is little less dangerous. This pro- 
vides for the merging of water companies 
of. New Jersey and any other State. In 
other words, it is a provision for a trust,;a 
giant water trust, which taken in connec- 
tion with the powers of eminent domain con- 
ferred upon the combine, would make it the 
most menacing monopoly that could be con- 
ceived. The bill passed the New Jersey

The wrecked train, which left St. Louis 
yesterday merning and Cincinnati -last 
night, was running at the rate of 
forty-five miles an hour when at 
7:50 a. m., and just as the engine 
reached the bridge across the Youghiogheny 
River, two miles from Oakiand, the baggage 
car, express car, one passenger coach, and 
the Pullman sleéper Ukrine jumped the 
track and rolled down the embankment and 
into the river. The Pullman car broke in 
two, but it is thought that all the passengers 
save Gen. Fullerton were rescued. <A thor- 
ough search was made for his body, but 
nothing was found except his clothing, which 
remained in the wrecked car, and it is almost 
certain that his corpse is in the shallow 
water, under the débris, and cannot be re- 
covered until the car is removed. 

The wounded were brought to this city at 
noon today, and all are resting comfortabiy 
in the Western Maryland Hospital and at the 
Queen City Hotel. 

Gen. Fullerton occupied Sec. 6 of the 
wrecked sleeper and was in the end of the 
car which went into the deepest water. It 
is supposed that he was rendered uncon- 
scious and drowned and his body fell 
through a window and was washed away. 
His identity was established by papers 
found in his clothing which was left in the 
sleeper. Late tonight the body had not 
been found, although fifty men were grap- 
pling for it in the water near the scene of 
the accident, and the railroad company has 
offered a reward for its recovery. 

Gen. Fullerton left Washington a weck 
ago in connection with the work of the 
Chickamauga National Military Park Com- 
mission and joined Gen. Henry V, Boynton 
at Chicamauga Sunday. ‘He left there Tues- 
day for St. Louis, where he remained until 
yesterday, when he took the ill-fated train. 

Gen. Joseph 8S. Fullerton was born sixty 
years ago at Chillicothe, O. He had dis- 
tinguished family connections, and Mrs. 
Benjamin Harrison and Mrs. Rutherford L.. 
Hayes were first cousins of his. He was ed- 
ucated at Oxford, O., and practiced law at 
St. Louis. Shortly after the war broke out 
he entered the volunteer service as a Cap- 
tain on the staff of Gen. Gordon Granger, and 
served several years with conspicuous gal- 
lantry, participating at Chickamauga and 
other notable engagements. ° 

During the régime of: President Andrew 
Johnson he was Postmaster of St. Louis. 
President Harrison appointed him President 
of the Chickamauga Park Commission, and 
since then he had spent practically all of his 
time in Washington in that work. He was 
prominent in the social ‘and club life of 
both St. Louis and Washington, and was 


- Secretary of the Society of the Army of the 


Cumberland, and for years prominently 
identified with the Loyal Legion. He leaves 
a sister, Miss Madge Fullerton, and a daughe- 
ter, aged 9, both of Washington.

He Objects to the Usual Resolution as 
to Mileage for Members as Uncon- 

- @titutional and Grows Angry When 
Accused of Having Accepted This 
Money Himself for Three Sessions, 
Even Introducing the Resolution

Washington, D. C., March 20.—{Special.]— 
Members of the House on both sides got 
after W. 8. Holman of Indiana, the watch 
dog of the Treasury, in a hard-hearted and 
unfeeling manner this afternoon. Under 
the provisions o fthe legislative appropria- 
‘tion the money set aside for the mileage of 
members does not become available until the 
beginning of the new fiscal year, July 1. 
Uncle Joe Cannon therefore offered the 
usual resolutions making the money for 
mileage, stationery, and similar extras im- 
mediately available. 

Mr. Holman, following out his traditions, 


-tbjected.. He took the ground that members 


could not claim mileage for an extra session 
and went off into one of his customary long- 


winded harangues, with petty economy at 


the base. Mr. Powers of Vermont called 
attention to the fact that in the Fifty-third 
Congress Mr. Holman himself had intro- 
duced a similar resolution, and then went on 
to taunt the Indiana n with having ac- 
cepted every dollar of mileage voted by the 
House for the three sessions. He demanded 
an answer of Mr. Holman so as to convict 
him out of his own mouth of having taken 
the very fees which he was now opposing. 
Every one knows that while Holman poses 
as an economist so far as the public records 
are concerned, he never lets a dollar get 


‘away from him and never thinks of sucha 


thing as covering money back into the 
Treasury. He declined to answer the direct 
question put to him by saying: “The 
gentleman from Indiana refuses to answer 
the impertinent question put to him by the 
gentleman from Vermont.”

WILL FIGHT THE NEW TARIFF BILL. . 


Members of Both Houses Will Object 
to the High Duties on Lumber 


and Copper. 
> 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—{[New York 
Sun.]—Some of the Republican members of 
the Senate Finance committee are not 
pleased with all the features of the Dingley 
tariff bill. They express the same opinion 
about it that Mayor Strong did yesterday, 
and criticise it as. having fixed the rates of 
certain schedules altogether too high. The 
rates on certain products are much higher 
than the producers themselves desired. This 
is particularly true of the rates on copper 
and lumber, which were especially referred 
to by the Senators above quoted as showing 
that the bill is not altogether a revenue 
measure, as its authors have claimed. 

About the time of the inauguration the 
Northwestern lumbermen were very much 
surprised to learn that the bill provided for 
a duty of $2 per 1,000 feet on white pine lum- 
ber. This is double the rate of the McKin- 
ley law ef 1890, and a committee represent- 
ing the most extensive dealers in the North- 
west came to Washington to see the commit- 
tee. They explained that they had not pre- 
sented themselves at the hearing granted on 
Dec. 81 to those interested in Schedule D, 
covering wood and manufactures of wood, 
because they had no idea that the rates con- 
tained in the proposed Dingley bill of last 
year would be ignored and the McKinley rate 
of 1890 doubled. 


Lumbermen Themselwes Protest. 


This committee made an earnest protest 
against the proposed rate of $2 per 1,000 feet 
on white pine lumber. and in the name of 
business firms representing an annual prod- 
uct. of 750,000,000 feet, or more than the an- 
nual tmportation from Canada, protested 
against the proposed duty as prohibitive, as 
unwarranted by our forestry conditions, 
and as not justifiable before the people, who 
must see a good plain reason for the at- 
tacks upon the'roof tree. Among the mem- 
bers of-this committee who came to Wash- 
ington was ex-Gov. Rich of Michigan, anc 
among the signers of. the protest were the 
names of Alger, Smith & Co., the senior part- 
ner being the present Secretary of War. 

There are many Republicans in the House 
who are not only bittcrly opposed to many 
features of the tariff bill, such as the ium- 
ber schedule, but who are inclined to support 
the complaint of Democratic members, that 
ten days of debate would be crowding the 
thing altogether too close, and they are now 
considering the advisability of making a 
fight in the House when the proposed rule 
governing the time of debate shall be 
brought up. Many of the Representatives 
who are in this frame of mind are included 
in the list of those who on the opening day 
of the House attempted to defeat the plan 
for the adoption of the Reed rules. They 
are not especially numerous, but they can 
make themselves very troublesome if they 
adhere to their present intention. 


May Be Rocks in the Path. 


At present, however, it is the purpose of the 
Speaker and his Meutefants of the House 
to close debate on the last of the month 
whether or not their plan is agreeable tothe 
minority, then to pass the appropriation 
bills that failed, and do nothing further un- 
til the Senate shall have acted upon the 
tariff bill. There seem to be many big rocks 
in the pathway of the leaders of the House. 
But duririg his reign as ‘‘ Czar" Speaker 
Reed has managed to guide or force his 
followers over many rough places, and he 
may, by the exhibition of his customary 
firmness, steer them safely into port tn this 
instance. 

Members of the House continue to express 
the opinion that the Senate will act prompt- 
ly on the tariff bill and that it will become a 
law as early as in May. They do not be- 
lieve this themselves, however. A’ Repub- 
lican Senator who has had as much to do 
with the framing and passage of tariff bills 
as any man in Congress said to the Sun cor- 
réspondent today: | 

** We will do all in our power to hasten the 
consideration of the tariff bill in tlie Senate, 
but I am free to confess that I see no reason 
to hope that we will not have a regular sea- 
son of long debates, such as has character- 
ized the discussion of all tafiff bills in the 
Benate, and although I dislike to say so, I 
sadly fear that the hot weather of summer 
will find us here putting the finishing touches 
on the, bill that will be reported from the 
House tomorrow from the Committee on 
Ways and Means.”’ 


France Retaliates in Advance. 


In anticipation of an effort by the United 
States to negotiate a reciprocity treaty in 
favor of our flour and provisions the French 
Government has increased the rates of duty 
upon nearly all the articles imported from 
this country. Those on rk are particu- 
larly injurious to the e, and the sale of 


| provisions in France ts practically prohibit- 


ed. The duty on live hogs has been increased 
from 8 to 12 francs per 100 kilograms (220 
pounds), fresh pork from 12 to 18 france 
per 100 kilograms, hams and bacon from 14 
to 25 francs, other pork products from 25 
to 70 francs, lard from 14 to 25 francs, and 
other items have been increased in a corre-, 
sponding manner. Last year we exported 
2,600,019 kilograms of ham and bacon to 
France, 6,771,351 kilos of salted pork, 1,043,- 
000 kilos of sausage and other manufactures 
of pork, and 14,916, kilos of lard. The 
weight of live hogs was 4,974,500 kilos.

UPSETS THE SCHEME OF A 
SENATORIAL COTERIE. 


HOUSE 
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Provision in the Indian Bill Opening 
Up te Eutry Under the Mining Laws 
the Immensely Rich Gilsonite Lands 
in the Umcompaghree Reservation 
Stricken Out by Urfanimeous Con- 
sent—T wo Remaining Appropria- 
tion Bills Disposed Of. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—The House 
today pushed through the two remaining 
“left over” appropriation bills according 
to westerday’s schedule, the agricultural 
biil carrying $3,182,902 and the Indian carry- 
ing $7,670,220., : 

The sentiment of the House against the 
provision in the Indian bill opening to entry 
under, the mining laws the lands in the 
Uncompaghree Reservation in Utah, con- 
taining gilsonite or asphaltum deposits, 
which was inserted in the bill by the Senate, 
was so intense that it was stricken out by 
unanimous consent. 

Mr. Cooper (Rep., Wis.) criticised this 
paragraph, which, he said, would open up 
to those who could get there first the rich- 
est asphaltum and gilsonite deposits in the 
world 


Scheme to Seize the Lands. 

Mr. Sayers (Dem., Tex.) asked if the House 
conferees had not been informed that a 
combination existed to seize these lands and 
that unless this amendment was agreed to 
there would be no bill. 

Mr. Sherman said the statement had been 
made that there was.A combination. He ad- 
mitted that the House conferees had re- 
ceived an ultimatum as to this item. 

“ Then I beg the House to reject this bill,” 
said Mr. Sayers. ' 

Mr. Grosvenor said the asphaltum on the 
Island of Trinidad was owned, by a single 
combination, which paid $1.25 a ton to the 
Crown of England. The asphaltum cost 
delivered in New York $7.40' a ton, yet it 
was sold by the combination for from 828 
to $40 per ton. He said the deposits on this 
reservation, if as rich as they were repre- 
sented to be, were of the most vital im- 
portance to the people_of the United States 
because this asphaltum would come into 
competition with a product which was sell- 


, ing at from four to seven times its cost. 


Mr. Sayers said he believed Mr. Cleveland 
was right when he refused to sign the bill 
with this provision in it. He declared that 
it was a bare-faced robbery and.that every 
member who voted for it would be to that 
extent. responsible.

Stricken Out. 


Mr. Maddox [Dem., Ga.].asked unanimous 
consent that this paragraph be stricken 
from the bill, the only method by which 
the bill could be amended under the spe- 
clal order. 

Mr. Bartholdt [Rep., Mo.] first objected 
to Mr. Maddox’s request, but later made 
a Statement. He said he fully approved of 
the item and predicted that the opening of 
the reservation to entry would result in a 
vast production of gilsonite, which in a few 
months would reduce the price of asphaltum 
It was true, he 
said, that a number of St. Louis men were 
engaged in the production of gilsonite near 
the reservation, but all they desired was 
the right to build a railroad through this 
territory. After this setat@4ément Mr: Bar- 
tholdt withdrew his objection. The bill, 
with this provision eliminated, was then 
passed without. division.

Champ Clark on Deck. 


Champ Clark [Dem., Mo.] signalized his 
return to Congress with a characteristic 
speech on the agricultural bill, and kept the 
House in an uproar of laughter and appla:se 
for fifteen minutes. 

The longer a man livés the more he learns, 
was the first proposition he laid douwm He 
declared: he had changed his mind about 
the United States Senate. First to last he 
had said. many unkind things about the 
Senate. During the “dog days” of 1894, 
wher the Senate was holding up the tariff 
bill, he had even favored the abolition of 
that body. But today, he said, he wanted to 
retract everything he had ever said in dero- 
gation of the upper branch of Congress. 
‘“*T thank God,” said he, ‘** that the Senate 
of the United States etill remains a deliber- 
ative boc'y. [Democratic applause.] I un- 
dertake to say,”” he continued, ‘‘ that yester- 
day and today have witnessed the most as- 
tounding and exasperating performance 
which ever took place in the American Con- 
gress.’”’ 

He proceeded to argue that the rules of 
the Fifty-fourth Congress had not proved 
drastic enough, so that the whole govern- 
ment of the House had now been turned over 
to the triumvirate composing the Comanit- 
tee on Rules.

Mr. Clark was cut off by Speaker Reed's 
gavel just as he was in the midst of a glow- 
tng eulogy of Mr. Reed’s quorum counting 
rule, which he said would prove the corner- 
stone of his fame.

Glaw won the women’s six-day race at 
Tattersall’s. last night. She finished a full 
lap ahead of Farnsworth, who gets second 
prize. Allen has third and Tillie Anderson, 
despite her threats, got no better than fourth. 
Gable and Berry both received portiofs of 
the prize money, as they covered the required 
225 miles. 

Anderson fulfilled her promise of making 
up the lap on Farnsworth, and to her is prob- 
ably due the fact Giaw finished first. From 
the beginning of the evening’s racing Glaw 
and Anderson set a hot pace, alternately 
pacing each other. By this means they man- 
aged to draw away from Farnsworth, and 
succeeded® by the fastest sprinting of the 
race in gaining one lap on Farnsworth and 
two laps on Allen. 

It was in this sprint that Glaw made the 
fastest mile on record in such a race, 2:24 
flat. Glaw broke the twelve-hour six-day 
race record by three-quarters of a mile, the 
former record being held by Mate Christo- 
pher of Minneapolis. 


Tries for Second Place. 
_ Anderson maintained her equal distance 
with Farnsworth until the very last iap and 
seemed to be hopeful of making second place, 
but on rounding the south end of the track 
she rode too high on the bank and fell, in- 
juring herself and almost causing the fall 
of Allen. She at once remounted, however, 
but did not finish, thereby losing a lap. 
Farnsworth says she is satisfied, since she 
can see Tillie beaten.

LAYTON IS THE WINNER. 


KNOCKS JOHNNY VAN HEEST OUT IN 
EIGHT HOUNDS. 


Result Comes Unexpectedly When the 
Featherweight Seems Strong—Lay-

COMES BACK AT HARLAN. 


CHESTER M. DAWES ACCUSES HIM OF 
DODGING ISSUES. 


Queries im First Open Letter Invited 
‘Diseussion of Public Questions, 
Not Private Character, and Remain 
Unanswered—Writer Denies He at 

_ Any Time Was a Lobbyist in the 
Council or Elsewhere—Public Left 
to Judge of the Alderman’s Attitude 


Chester M. Dawes, replying to Ald, Har- 
lan’s answer to Mr. Dawes’ first open /etter, 
has written a second, in which he says: 

Chicago, March’ 20.—John Maynard Har- 
lan, Esq.—Sir: I have read with some in- 
terest the letter which you addressed to me 
and which appears in the morning papers; 
not having been favored with a copy of it 
written under any “ letter-head ” whatever 
before its publication. I earnestly searched 


that letter for some answer to the questions 


which I embodied in the public letter which I 
addressed to you, and to which yours pur- 
ports to be a reply. In this I was Gisap- 
pointed, but I cannot say I was surprised. 
As you have defaulted in the answer, my 
letter must be taken pro confesso, and the 
public is entitled to enter up judgment there- 
on against you. 

When, a very few years ago, you were pre- 
paring yourself for that profession which 
you have now abandoned for the more am- 
bitious field of politics, you doubtless heard 
the shrewd, but scarcely professional, ad- 
vice given by the old lawyer to the young 
one: “ When you have no case, abuse the 
plaintiff's attorney.””’ The memory of this 
injunction seems to have remained with you 
and to be your guide in what I am justified 
in calling your present dilemma. 

If I may be permitted to paraphrase an 
expression of Emery A. Storrs, I will say 
that ‘‘ No man can answer ascream, wheth- 
er it be of rage or of agony.”” Theretore Il 
now find myself in some perplexity as to how 
I shall treat your production. 

Denies Harlan’s Accusations, 

As my first letter disposed of your pre- 
tensions, I shall content myself by making 
a few suggestions to you which must force 
you to admit that you have been led away 
by your zeal and perhaps by your anger 
from the careful and self-contained statc- 
ments which ought to characterize political 
controversy. Of course, it is a matter of 
no consequence to the public in this juncture 
who I am or whatI am. I am not a candi- 
date for public office. I imagine that in the 
hurry and fret of a political campaign many 
things and many duties are apt to be 
neglected, but I had hoped that Truth had not 
been overlooked by you in the rush, and that 
she presided as the tutelary goddess over 
your headquarters. 

Accordingly, I will submit for your 
perusal and reflection a few definite facts 
ana statements which you are at liberty, if 
you choose, to verify. 

I never was a lobbyist. 

I never, at any time or anywhere, favored 
or opposed a measure pending before the 
City CouncH, or any other legislative body, 
nor asked any man to vote for or against 
one, directly or indirectly. 


As to the “ Bacen Ordinance.” 


I never had the slightest interest to favor 
or oppose any such measure. 

I never promoted by lobbying or in any 
other way sought to influence the Council 
or any member of it to pass the so-called 
** Bacon Ordinance,” nor had I ever any con- 
nection with it, or knowledge of it, until 
after it had passed the City Council, when I 
was made secretary and attorney for the 
company, and employed to prepare certain 
legal documents; for which service I re- 
ceived an adequate and reluctant fee. I 
never had any interest in it, pecuniary or 
ctherwise. No.man can truthfully accuse 
me of the use of influence, corrupt!y or le- 
gitimately even, to obtain or to obstruct 
legisiation anywhere on earth. Can you 
say as much as this? 

As to the personal character of the indi- 
viduals who promoted the Bacon ordinanc=, 
you yourself are probably a better witness 
than I, for I desire to call your attention to 
the peculiar coincidence that long after the 
passage of that ordinance some of the same 
individuals were able to secure your cham- 
pionship as AJderman in seeking to secure 
a change in the boundaries of an option 
district. so as to permit the sale of liquor 
at the Ferris Wheel—a measure bitterly op- 
posed by a vast majority of the law-abiding 
citizens in that section of our city. 

I perhaps ought to say further that the 
corporation which I represent has not had 
for the ten years during which I have been 
connected with it any measure before the 
City Council which it sought to promote or 
prevent, except, I believe, an ordinance for 
a switch track asked for by a private in- 
dustry, one for the vacation of an alley 
through its own property, and one changing 
the line of Twenty-second street, which was 
approved by everybody. It was also, as one 
of the owners of the St. Charles Air Line, a 
party to some negotiations with the city 
which have resulted in what is considered 
an ordinance beneficial to the public. In 
none of these instances, as you well know, 
did I- have anything, whatever to do with 
the subject. 


Condemns Corrupt Practices, 


I never entered*the City Council but once 
in my life, when I dropped in about ten years 
ago out of curiosity, which was abundantly 
satisfied. 

Will not the mere rehearsal of these facts 
(and they are facts) lead all thoughtful men 
to inquire as to the value which can be 
placed upon your public utterances? 

As to whether corporations or individual8 
have r Of public corrup- 
tion, except what 
is publicly stated. I desire to say, 
however, that no man  g0es farther 
than I in the condemnation of corrupt 
practices, whether by corporations or in- 
dividuals. I notice, however, on your part 
a lamentable tendency to publicly condemn 
corporate corruption and to overlook or fail 
to recognize it in individuals. 

I do not know whether or not the steam 
railroad interests of Chicago favor or op- 
pose Judge Sears. I know nothing about any 
other corporate interests. I have never 
spoken to any railroad man on this subject, 
whether connected with this corporation or 
not. Did you take the trouble to do so before 
you made your assertion? 

I can say, however, that as to there being 
a consensus of opinion among railroad men 
in behalf of the candidacy of Judge Sears, I 
know of no such consensus and regret that 
I am compelled to believe that many railroad 
men are supporting other candidates, among 
them yourself. ' 


Harlan’s Record and Motives. 


But, while the temptation to prolong this 
letter is very great, I must again reiterate 
the statement that the public has no interest 
whatever inme. You have invited the public 
to investigate and inquire about your record 
and your motives. As one of the public, I 
have sought only to do this, and I cordially 
invite you to answer, if you can, my first 
letter to you. That letter suggests only a 
discussion of public questions and not of 
private character. 

Permit me also to remark that a decent re- 
gard to truth and justice would induce you 
to tell the public that when you attacked me 
personally you either did not know, or did 
not care, to learn the facts which you so con- 
fidently asserted. 

In closing this letter it may not be out of 
place for me to call your attenrion to the 
fact that I never claimed a friendship with 
you. I stated only that I had been “* honored 
by your personal acquaintance.”’ I have seer 
no reason to change this statement except 
possibly by qualifying the word which I em- 
ployed to measure the value which I place 
upon that acquaintance.

JUDGE WINDES THROWS OUT A JURY. 


Assertion That County Commissioners 
Have Drawn Improperly Again 
Sustained by a Court. . 

Judge Windes sustained a challenge of the 
jurors serving in his court, and ordered a 
special venire to try the case in which the 
chalienge*was made yesterday. This is the 
third time within two years that an attack 
on the methods employed by the County 
Commissioners in selecting jurors has been 

sustained. 

Attorney Hardy filed an affidavit showing 
that the law required the County Commis- 
sioners to make a list containing not less 
than 10 per cent of the legal voters of the 
county. This is called the “ grand list.’’ 
From this the Commissioners are also di- 
rected to make other lists of 200 men for 
each term of the Circuit Oourt, the same 
number.for the Superior, and 100 for the 
Criminal Courts. 

The affidavit declares that the County 
Commissioners last September made the 
“ grand list,”’ but left the other specific list 
to the County Clerk. | 

Judge Windes, in sustaining the challenge, 
said the facts clearly showed that no juries 
had been drawn in the county in accordance 
with the law during the present year. A 
special venire was called for next Tuesday 
to try the Van Vlissingen case. 


PLAN FOR PUBLIC TOILET BOOTHS. 


Ald. O'Neill to Introduce an Ordinance 
for the Use of Areaways at 
a Nominal Fee. 


Ald. O'Neill has a plan fot establishing 
toilet booths under the sidewalks in the 
down-town district for the use of the public 
at a nominal fee. He declares his plan can 
be put in operation without expense to the 
city. He proposes to have the Council grent 
permission to a real estate dealer to erect 
and maintain the booths. He asks the city 
in return for the expense incurred in estab- 
lishing and maintaining the booths to allow 
him to charge the public the nominal fee of 
one cent. Ald..O’Neill will introduce in the 
Council tomorr6éw night an ordinance coyv- 
ering the matter and ask that body to pass it.

OPPOSITION. APPEARS TO THE 


SPRINGFIELD EXCURSION. 


Presidént of the ‘Cook County Busi- 
ness-Men’s Association Gets a Rate 
from the WaW&ash Road for Tomor- 
row’s Trip in Behalf of the Anti- 
Department Store Bills, but Efforts 
Are Threatened to Call the Ar- 
rangements Of. 


The delegation from the Cook County Busi- 

ness-Men’s Association, which it has been 
decided to send to Springfield to fight for 
the passage of the anti-department store 
bill, will leave for the. capital tomorrow at 
midnight. President Gillmann announced 
last night that he had secured a rate of one 
fare for the round-trip, or $4.75, and that 
ten sleeping cars would be provided, in which 
‘the berth rate would be $1. Ten chair cars 
will be run on another train for those who do 
not care to take the Pullmans. The trip 
will be made over the Wabash. 
'. The Western Passenger Association, com- 
prising twenty-three roads, had voted twice 
on the application for a rate, but each time 
refused it. The action of the Wabash is in- 
dependent. : 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon F. A. 
Palmer, assistant general passenger agent 
of the road here, said he had not been author- 
ized to grant the reduction, and that the 
matter was in the hands of his superior in 
St. Louis. Mr. Gillmann sdys that at 6 
o'clock he was visited by Mr. Robinson, 
solicitor for the passenger department, who 
told him the line would make the $4.75 rate 
on a guarantee of 500 tickets. Mr. Gillmann, 
who is confident that a delegation of 1,000 
will go, put up his check for the guarantee, 
and will have charge of disposal of the tick- 
ets today and tomorrow. 


Excarsion May Cause Trouble. 


Just what trouble the concession made 
by the Wabash will bring about between that 
line and the others comprising the Western 
Passenger Association is another matter, 
although there will certainly be a row of 
some sort, it is predicted. 

There may be trouble in the Cook County 
Business-Men’s Association over it, too, as 
considerable opposition has developed to 
the excursion to Springfield, some members 
of the county association declaring that it 
is unwise to send a big delegation there, 
at least at the present time, as they think 
the bill will go through the Senate without 
any trouble. 

Some members say that the whole matter 
has been referred to the Committee on Leg- 
islation, but that the President and certain 
of his followers have been running things 
to suit themselves, and have practicaily put 
the association to a useless expense: 

Yesterday an effort was under way to get 
the Committee on Legislation together and 
| declare the visit to Springfield cff indefinite- 
ly. The men who opposed it said they did 
not believe a corporal’s guard could be got 
together, as. they thought the arrange- 
ments for the trip tmperfect. 

The recalcitrants said that if there was 
any necessity for sending a great delegation 
to help the bill on its passage the necessity 
would arise when it came before the Lower 
House and not at the present time. 


To Call the Trip Of. 


If the opposition succeeds in getting the 
committee to meet today they will make a 
hard fight to have the trip declared off. 

The delegation expects to spend three or 
four days in Springfield. The Salomon bill, 
on which the merchants have agreed, has 
had its second reading in the Senate and 
will come up for final action on Tuesday 
morning, when, it is asserted by those urg- 
ing it, it will go through witharush. The 
Schwab bill, which is practically the same 
in most particulars as the Salomon bill, has 
already had a reading in the House. It will 
be amended to conform with the bill in the. 
Senate, and an effort will be made to secure 
a second reading of it on Tuesday or Wednes- 
day, and then the delegation will use every 
influence to secure ité passage before re- 
turning home.

He subsequently 
was employed on THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
and was once near losing his life in Missis- 
sippi while investigating a political feud for 
this newspaper. 

Mr. Glenn was unmarried. 

The pet ambition of Mr. Glenn’s life was 
to explore Thibet—to gain a comprehensive 
knowledge and to writé a book on the cus- 
toms and the life of the comparatively un- 
known-people of the ‘‘ snowy region of the 
earth.” He worked to this end, but his am- 
bition he only spoke of to his more intimate 
frierids.

The annourcement of Lord Salisbury’s 
sudden {fllness tonight gives rise to a lot of 
rumors from which it is a hopeless task to 
extricate anything substantial.

Extensive Preparations Are Being 
Made in Berlin for the Celebration 
of the William Centenary—Crowds 
of Visitors Are Already Flocking 
Into the City—Event Will Bé Marked 
by a Succession of Brilliant Fetes— 
Crete Causes Little Comment. 


Berlin, March 20.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.J—The German press dis- 
plays special interest in’the new Ameri®an 
tariff, . The. Cologne Gazette publishes the 
full text of the bill, and all the leading newe- 
papers publish extracts from it and editorial 
articles on the subject. The latter breathe 
a sptrit of fierce ‘animosity and strong de- 
sire for reprisals. 

The Kleines Journal says: 

“If this bill becomes a law Europe, and 
especially Germany, must feel it to be an 
intentional blow in the face A large part of 
our exports:-is thereby prohibited and an- 
other part is rendered é¢xtremely 4ifficiilt. 
Many of our industries will be forced to 
completely reorganize their system of pro- 
duction, raise the quality of their goods, and 
specialize. This will require a period of ex- 
periment and delay. In the meantime.much 
of the commerce and industry will be lost.”’ 
Referring to the currency plans of the Unit- 
ed States Government, the Kleines Journal 
says: .

The main 
event will be the unveiling of the great na- 
tional monument erected to the memory of 
William I., on the Schlossfreiheit, directly 
opposite the royal castie at Berlin. The un- 
veilmg ceremonies will take place during 
the forenoon of the 22d, the program having 
been drawn up under the personal super- 
vision of the Emperor. 

Under a magnificent tent with embroidered 
hangings, which is to be erected in front of 
the main portal of the Schloss facing the 
monument, the royal personages attending 
the ceremonies will be advantageously 
placed. Among them will be the Empress, 
ex-Empress Frederick, the Kings of Saxony 
and Wurtemburg, and the Prince Regent of 
Bavaria, besides the Grand Dukes of Baden, 
Hesse, etc. 

The Emperer will leave the castle on horse- 
back, briefly review the troops and then lead 
a select body ef them bearing the colors and 
flags to the place in front of the monument. 
During the. ceremony the monument will 
show, on both sides, tle colors and flags 
taken in 1870-’71, and these will be surround- 
ed by a circle of cannon taken from the 
French, ornamented with oak leaves.

For Many Mysteries. 


In this Jersey Central incident are sug- 
gestions representative of conditions which 
are too abundant in the financial world. We 
have too many properties whose conditions 
are mysteries, whose managements for 
vanity’s sake,- or worse, refuse to be 
straightforward in their representations to 
the public. They hide away what is bad. 
giving Wall street only what has any sign 
of encouragement in it. In too many cases 
this is merely part of efforts to unload se- 
curities upon the public. A railroad company 
‘with a mystery in it, or indeed any corpora- 
tion with a mystery ‘in it, is to be suspected. 
Never yet have final results in any such 
properties been other than disastrous. The 
old cordage trust and its history are too 
much a lasting Wall street type. 

Outside of Wall street the general sftua- 
tion grows more encouraging. In banking 
circles, among the wholesale merchants and 
manufacturers, from every commercial and 
industrial .quarter, come assurances that 
better times show signs of being close at 
hand.

LIBERALS CONTINUE THEIR PROTESTS 


Slowness in Coercing Greece Is Said 
to Be Due to the Influence 
of England. 


London, March 20.—{Copyright, 1897, by 
the Associated Press.]—The.Cretan imbrog- 
| Tio remains the question of the hour, and the 
enforcing of the blockade of the Island of 
Crete, beginning tomorrow, is expected to 
give rise to exciting incidents in the en- 
deavors of the Greeks to run the blockade. 

The official London Gazette, organ of the 
government, publishes a special supplement 
today announcing that the blockade of the 
Island of Crete by the warships of the 
powers will begin tomorrow. 

The Liberal newspapers continue ‘their pro- 
tests against Great Britain taking any part 
in the blockade, and one paper heads its 
announcement of the blockade: 

“The Devil’s Work Begins on Sunday.” 

Another paper dubs tomorrow: 

“ Black Sunday.”’ 

It is understood that the Greek gunboats 
which have been hovering around Crete, and 
which are now coaling at Cerigo, will be or- 
dered to keep outside the ten-mile limit or 
be rammed by the foreign warships. 

The pamphlet of the Rt.-Hon. William E. 
Gladstone on the Cretan question is said by 
his opponents to have done little good, and 
his ideas are repudiated by some of the 
Liberal newspapers. 

The Daily News, for instance, says: 

‘When we turn to the pamphlet for guid- 
ance we are not so sure he will command 
universal agreement. If Mr. Gladstone ad- 
vocates the simple abstention of Great Brit- 
ain we fear that the only result will be im- 
potence. If he wants isolated action it 
means the imminent risk of a great, per- 
haps a universal, war.’ 

These remarks from the official organ of 
the Liberal party, and the Conservative 
néwspapers naturally denounce Mr. Glad 
stone’s so-calied *‘ interference ”’ in unmeas- 
ured terms. 

From various quarters comes the state- 
ment that the comparative clemency of the 
powers and slowness in applying coercion to 
Greece are due to British influence. It was 
the Marquis of Salisbury, it is understood, 
who prevailed upon the powers to agree not 
to apply coercion to Greece first, but to await 
the effect of the Cretan blockade. 

The Paris Figaro even asserts that this in- 
sistence of Lord Salisbury caused a slight 
ruffling with the other powers, and the paper 
mentioned also affirms that the British 
Premiér wishes to enter into negotiations 
with King George with the view of deter- 
mining upon the Turkish evacuation of Crete, 
when Greece could recall Col. Vassos with- 
out a great sacrifice of her amour propre.

Portions of the body with part of the con- 
tents of the stomach were then given to Dr. 
Drayer, the City Chemist, to test for poison 
of all sorts. 

These, in brief, were the facts, attending 
the discovery of the tragedy. From the 
first a number of theories as to the cause 
of death were to be found. The earliest, 
induced by the appearance of Miss Hall and 
of Colerick’s body, was poison. Following 
it came that of asphyxiation by gas from 
the stove. Murder was at first suspected, 
but the fact that all doors were locked 
with the keys on the inside makes it most 
unlikely. Suicide or asphyxiation are the 
two now receiving the most attention by the 
authorities. And it is in connection with 
them that the circumstances which bid fair 
to leave the case a mystery have sprung up. 


Stovepipe Was Stopped Up. 


Monday morning Charles McCulloch of 
the Fort Wayne Board of Public Safety and 
Superintendent of Police Homer A, Gors- 
line visited the rooms where Colerick’s 
death had taken place and instituted an 
examination of the stove and its connections. 
Their purpose was,.to learn whether there 
was likelihood of a sufficient amount of gas 
escaping to cause death. What they found 
waz in the opinion of Supt. Gorsline . most 
significant. They examined the stove, stove- 
pipe, and chimney fitue. The pipe, according 
to the Superintendent’s account, had been 
pushed through the wall until the end was 
set against the bricks of the outer wall, « 
distance of some seven inches from the plas- 
ter inside, 

“If the’ people living in the room,” said 
Supt. Gorsline, ‘‘ had been burning coal or 
wood they would have been smoked out. 
As it was they were not aware of the trouble. 
On top of the end of the pipe there had 
fallen a great amount of plaster, burned out 
from between the bricks by the heat of the 
gas, ard this, combined with some liquid, 
provably rainwater, had formed a sort of 
cement which plastered up the flue above 
the pipe and made it almost impossible for 
the fumes to escape. It is a peculiarity of 
the natural gas that, while any one enter- 
ing a room filled with it is at once aware of 
its presence, it is possible for one who has 
remained in the room while the gas was 
slowly vitiating the atmosphere to be over- 
come without being conscious that noxious 
fumes had taken the place of the good air.”’ 


What Coroner Kappel Says. 


Dr. J. H. Kappel is unwilling to make any 
statement of his opinion in .the case before 
the inquest takes place. He was not pres- 
ent at the time:the body was found, as he 
had not yet taken up the work of the office, 
and his predecessor, Dr. Harrod, made the 
examination at that time. Coroner Kappel 
has, however, now taken up the work on the 
case and has made an investigation of tho 
condition of: Miss Hall and of Colerick’s 
body when _they were found, the rooms, and 
other evidence touching the case. That 
there was a chance for trouble from gas 
he apparently has no doubt. Whether this 
was the cause of Colerick’s death he will 
not say, but it is plain that it seems to-him 
the most likely solution of the problem. 

“If you will look at the outside of the 
house,”” he said, “ along e line of the 
chimney and above the point where it is 
entered by the stovepipe, you’ll find the 
bricks ‘covered with streaks of a brown, 
olly-looking substance, as though the fumes 
from the stove had been prevented from 
following their course up the chimney and 
had worked their way out.through the 
bricks.’’ 

The acid bottle he seems to think of no 
great significance, since Dr. Drayer has 
failed to find evidence of that poison in 
Colerick’s stomach. 

*“*How many families,”’ he said, ‘‘ have 
carbdlic acid about the house. A large 
number, anyway. It is a most common 
thing, according to my experience.”’ 

From these statements it would seem 
that the theory of poisoning has but little 
backing. The opposite, however, is the case. 
The arguments and evidence in its favor 
are sufficiently strong to make the deter- 
mination of the cause of death not only 
far from easy, but to give promise of leaving 
a strong suspicion of doubt in the minds 
of many if the verdict is against it. The 
case is one; indeed, whéch corresponds 
neither to asphyxiation nor polsoning, but 
has elements of both, and in this the mys- 
tery lies. Opposed to the thééry of asphyx- 
iation are the following facts: The condi- 
tion of Miss Hall’s throat and mouth: the 
prolonged coma in her case; and the lesions 
of the stomach both in her case and that 
of Colerick. In cases of asphyxiation none 
of these things aré known, according to 
authorities. On top of these comes the un- 
qualified statement of Dr. Porter that: in 
Miss Hall’s case at least poison of some 
sort was at the bottom of the trouble. 

“IT was not present,”’ he said, ‘‘at the 
autopsy on the body of Colerick, and I can 
make no statement touching his case. From 
the appearance of the body at the time it 
was found I thought he had been poisoned. 
The. presence of the bottle of carbolic acid 
gave me the idea that that was the poison 
used. Dr. Drayer’s test, however. makes 
that extremely unlikely. Regarding Miss 
Hall, I can speak with certainty, for she has 
been under mv care from the first. She was 
poisoned. Whether with carbolic acid or 
not I cannot say. It was, however, some 
escharotic poison. I' have treatec her case 
in accordance with that belief and she 1s 
recovering.”’ 

Taken all together the volume of proof 


upon one side seems to many unprejudiced 
persons as strong as that on the other. What 
effect Miss Hall’s statement will have upon 
it remaine to be seen. It may throw the 
balance one way or the other, or it may sub- 
stantiate @he truth of some other theory, 
or bring wholly new factors into the count. 
Judge W. G. Colerick has obtained the 
promise that as soon as the young wom 

is able to talk connectedly and understand- 
ingly of the matter he shall have the op- 
portunity to question her. It is an opinion 
quite generally expressed, however, that 
what she says will ndét greatly. lighten the 
question. She may, indeed,. refuse to talk 
at all. What happened in her home during 
the two nights and a day, whenand how Will 
Colerick died, and what was the cause of 
his death and her suffering may remain al- 
ways unknown.

Moqua 
had resumed her mending. Deep in thought 
again she gave little heed to the kettle and 
its contents. Time sped on, the sap boiled 
low. Then a smell of burning pervaded'the 
tepee. Moqua, with an exclamation of fear 
and anger, rushed to the kettle. Then she 
smote her breast and gave vent to wild 


cries. The sap was a thick, unattractive 
dark brown substance, while the meat was 
shriveled and blackened. Quickly Moqua 
snatched the pot from the fire. 

Just then she heard Woksis approaching. 
He was a terrible man when aroused, and 
Moqua feared him greatly. -The shivering 
little Indian woman _ sto] silently out 
through the rear of the tepee and hid herself 
in.@ nearby thicket.

He 
thought that Klose-kur-beh, an Indian god, 
must have beén her instructor.: Moqua was 
tactful; she allowed Woksis to believe what 
he pleased. 


Old Way of Gathering Sap. 


** Embrace me; beloved,’ cried Woksis, 

As they embraced and their lips met Moqua 
got her firststaste of maple sugar. Ever 
after they had maple sugar in the wigwam., 
That is the story one hears in Vermont. 

There is -a vast difference between the 
present methods of extracting the sap and 
those employed long ago. A quarter of a 
century ago the Vermont farmer cut a V- 
shaped nick into the maple tree. An elder 
stick had been cut and the pith pushed aut. 
He pushed in the stick and under the end he 
placed a wooden trough made from an ash 
log. The winds that swept through the bush 
or maple tree orchard blew leaves, twigs, and 
dirt into the trough, thus spoiling a good deal 
of.sap.. The work of collecting the sap in 
those days was hard. Suspended from a 
wooden yoke slung across the shoulders of 
the carriers. were two buckets. These buck- 
ets were used to convey the sap to a kettle 
which usually held about fifty gallons. Much 
of the sap slopped out of the buckets as the 
carriers trudged through the woods. 
s00n as the kettle was full it was slung on a 
crude sort of cradle. The fire was then 
started. As soon as the impurities in the 
sap came to the surface they had to be 
skimmed off.’ One or two men stood con- 
stantly a@t the side of the huge kettle. To 
leave the sap standing would be as good as 
throwing it away. Maple sap always sours 


‘when left standing. Often the troughs over- 


ran, and much sap was lost in this way. 
The sugaring, process, or sugaring off, was 
left generally until later. 

But as the maple sugar industry grew 
many improvements itn gathering the sap 
were invented and introduced. Now the 
owner of a bush of 500 or 600 trees can clear 


| @ll the way from $300 to$500aseason. This 


is more than three times as much as the. 
owner of twenty-five years ago made during 
the same period. If maple sugar again 
comes within the classification of a tariff 
law, such as the McKinley law, the farmers 
will make a great deal more money than dur- 
ing any year since 1894, when the McKinley 
law was repealed. The law then gave a 
bounty of 1% and 2 cents per*pound on all 
maple sugar made. 

The maple sugarmaker of today is de- 
cidedly practical and modern. He has no 
use for the old ways. He drives a galvanized 
iron into the tree, after having bored a half- 
inch auger hole in the trunk. At the end of 
the fron tube he hangs a covered... metal 
bucket. This keeps the trickling sap free 
from dirt and other extraneous matter. 
The old way of lugging the sap in buckets 
to the kettle or hogshead is no longer in 
vogue. A great hogshead set on runners or 
wheels is hauled by horses through~ the 
wood or orchard. As each tree.is passed 
strong arms take up the buckets and empty 
the contents into the hogshead. In this way 
the sap is collected with very little waste. 
One séidom sees the old sap kettle in. the 
orchards supplied with modern improve- 


ments. A large evaporatin n sét in a 
brick fireplace, inclosed an Bite wi 


shed or rude house, has taken the place of |} 
about 


the kettle. These pans ate usu 
ten feet long, five feet wide, and only afew 
inches deep. The sap is pumped, into the 
pan, which is divided into partitions. These 
partitions are so arranged that to reach the 
far end of the pan the sap must take a zig- 
zag course. This is done to obviate the 
necessity of stirring the sap. The thin sap 
flows in at one end of the pan and out the 
other a clear, beautiful amber sirup. Toa 
novice this is astonishing, for the sap when 
it comes from the tree is about the con- 
sistency of water, and is slightly yellow. A 
barrel @f sap will generally make about a 
gallon of sirup, which in turn will make 
about eight or nine pounds of maple sugar. 
The law regarding the adulteration . of 
maple sugar is severe in Vermont. When 
you get the sugar in this State it is, as a rule, 
free from foreign matter. What ts generally 
sold in the stores of New York City 
as “genuine Vermont maple sugar” 
is too often a very inferior and much 
adulterated article. But the sweet and 
delicious maple sirup that you delight 
in pouring on hot cakes is pretty nearly 
pure, if a first-class grocer sells it to you, 
a acon you that it is no product of the 
outh.

AIDS MUNICIPAL BEAUTY. 


Commissioner Downey Embodies 
It in His Coming Report. 


NEEDS STATE LEGISLATION, 


Then City Authorities Will Do the Rest 
: on Petition. 


WILL PROTECT PROPERTY-OWNER 


HICAGO, the city of homes. _ 
This is the attractive vision which 
is just now filling the minds of some 
of the prominent people of this city, 
This ts the high Ideal which a new move- 
ment now put before the public is seeking 
to create. This is just what Chicago at 

present Is not. 

Since the beginning of this elty’s great 
growth, many, loud and continuous, have 
been the protests and lamentations at the 
ruination of residence districts by the en- 
croachments of business. Scarcely a part 
or neighborhood of the municipality exists 
that has not been invaded by business’ en- 
terprises or nuisances of some kind, to its 
detriment as a residence district.. Few in- 
deed today are the localities that do not fear 
the incursion of some bugaboo to mar the 
quiet attractiveness of their homes. 

There are hundreds and thousands of 
property-owners and former householders 
who know all about this. They have bought. 
places in a likely-looking residence district 
intending to make a permanent home. A 
livery stable has sprung up on one side, a. 
grocery store, or possibly a saloon, on an- 
other, a street railroad and a large amount 
of teaming have preémpted the street in. 
front, while the rear is occupied perhaps 
by a beer garden. These owners have then. 
sold out at a loss and have looked up an- 
other residence district a little farther away 
from the center of the city to repeat the per- 
formance—that is, if they have . money 
enough left to buy a new Place. 


Home Park District Scheme. 


But all this uncertainty and trouble will 
be changed when the new idea is carried to 
@ successful end. It provides for the setting 
aside of residence localities by the city so 
that no fear may be had for. evermore that the 
householder will wake up in the morning 
to find und broken nearby for a new luna- 
tic asylum or an egg hatchery. These sep- 
arate districts are to be made into garden 
spots only a little less cultivated than the 
great park systems; are to be in fact, * home 
parks.” The class of architecture in these 
spots will be kept high, the nature of al? 
buildings attended to. Trees will be plant- 
ed; pavements. sidewalks, and fences made 
; and streets kept in perfect order.

Commissioner of Public Works Joseph 
ee knows the wants of the residents 
through bitter experience, for a handsome 
home he once owned on the West Side wad 
nestled closely up to a cheap little house 
with a most unsavory character, causing 
him to move his family to another neighbor- 
hood ing on tho possibility of pre- 
venting such occurrences—and they are con- 
stantly happening all over the city—Mr. 
Downey evolved his home park district idea: 
It has been in his mind for some time, but | 
is now made public through the advance 
sheets of the annual report of His depart- 
ment-to the City Council. He gives his 
reasons and suggests his scheme as,follows: 

** Chicago, in comparison with t large 
cities of the East, is yet a young and un- 
finished metropolis, still laboring under the 
disadvantages of a defective city charter 
and unwise State laws, which are depriving 
the city of the ability to providean adequate 
revenue, and are perpetuating an trrational, 
cumbersome, and expensive city, county, 
and town érnment, complicating and re- 
tarding public business at the expense of the 
taxpayers and to the inconvenience of all 
citizens. These are and shotild be recognized 
as fatal evils to the prosperity of the city, 
which can never be remedied until a unani- 
mous public sentiment shall demand a gov- 
ernment worthy of the great City of Chicago. 
With all these disadvantages and adverse 
circumstances the wonderful growth of the 
city is the more marvelous, for even handi- 
ca thus, her rapid march during the last 

century has given her the proud position 
of second city in population in the United 
States, with a destiny which will place her 
at the head of the list of great cities of the 
continent at her century celebration. | 


Need for Better Legislation. | 


“ With such a grand and magnificent oute 
look there should be no delay in securi 
such legislation as would permit the city 
abolish the present system of government 
and in its stead establish under one chief 
executive and an administrative body of 
officers a municipal government which 
should be a perfect model of its kind and 
worthy of the present and future greatness 
and glory of the city.

Elaborated more in detail by D. 8. Mead, 
who helped Commissioner Downey in pre- 
paring. his annual report, this scheme takes* 
on ftional features of interest. First it 
contemplates securing legislation at Spring- 
field to authorize the City Council to act 
on th petitions of the property-owners of 
the various districts. There has been some 
talk of a bill prepared by the Commissioner 
himegelf. but he states the time is too short 
to get one ready for the present session of 
the lawmakers, so that he will leave the mat- 
ter to the representatives themselves to act. 
e's they see fit. When the measure ts finally 
secured, and the residents of such localWties 
xs are to be found east of Clark street on the 
North Side, in the neighborhood of Ashland 
boulevard and Garfield Park on the West 
Side, and at a score of places such as Ken- 
wood, South Park, and Woodlawn on the 
South Side, have petitioned the Council for 
action, these districts are to be set aside for 
residence neighborhoods for all time. Areas 

f one mile or one-half mile square would be 
Soanediately assessed and improved in the 
manner already given, and would be devel- 
oped thereby into model residence neighbor- 
heods, superior to anything ever attempted 
fn any other city. Special. policing and 
street cleaning would be furnished at mu- 
nicipal expense. 

Real Estate Men Approve. 


The real estate men realize the worth of 
the new idea, It ig what many of them have 
been working for in their own way. New 
euburbs are constantly being started: by 
‘them, in which all residents before they are 
allowed to buy. property must contract not 
to usé-théfr ground for stores, factories, 
saloons, or places of amusement. In this 
way, the real @state mén'say, they can 
guarantee people a good investment for their 
money—sonrething-ihat eannet be made cer- 
tain in ordinary districts. Such places, al- 
t heart jaid out ten or twenty miles 
from the héart of the city, seem to find a 
surprising number of ready buyers. 

The public, through the brief summary al- 
ready published in Tue Trisune of Com- 
missioner Downey's forthcoming report, is 
also getting intérested in the new idea. A 
number of communications on the subject 
have already been received by THE TRIBUNE. 
They greatly commend the new scheme. The 
following is a fair sample of the people’s 
appreciation: 

“ All praise to Commissioner Downey's 
home park district. scheme; for who, that 
has had any real estate Gealings in any new 
part of .the chy, or that has watched the 
course of events, has not seen great changes 
take place in any given neighborhood, some 
for the better and many more for thé worse? 
In myiown limited experience I have suf- 
fered twiée by the lack of restrictions on 
building ifmprovements. In 1883 I bought a‘ 
lot out on West Monroe street and built a 
story and a half brick cottage, and for sev- 
. eral years enjoyed the distinction of having 
‘"¥He Only brick House on a stone foundathhn 
in the néighborhood. The next year a real 
estate man.bought a large tract, covering 
several blocks, in the immediate neighbor- 
‘hood. He resubdivided it, cut the lots into 
half lengths, and put up a brick cottage on 
stilts on each half. He then sold these 
alleged brick cottages on easy payments and 
long time, and a few years, before they 
were nearly paid for, the-houses hegan to 
settle and get cut of condition, and what 
promised, when I went out there, to become 
a niee.,resident district developed into a 
cheap: nty neighborhood. 

» “T was glad to sell out at a sacrifice, and, 

cor:..ng over on the South Side, I b .ght 
property on Indiana avenue, and .hat has 
that street developed into? Institutions and 
reformatories all the way out to Garfield 
boulevard. \ 

** Now, if there had been some restrictions 
in these neighborhoods property values 
would not have been ruined. People are 
cerfainly entitled to protection in their 
homes and real estate investments as much 
as in any business, and no man, nor church, 
nor sociéty has ahy moral right to build a 
reformatory with a high, tight-board jail 
fence around it, and thus injure the value 
of property all around it, any more than a 
man has a right to start a saloon or other 
disreputable place wherever he chooses.

WHAT GOOD INTENTIONS COST HIM 


This Man Interposed in the Interest of 
Good Deportment and Received 
the Usual Reward.

A REMARKABLE LETTER FROM 
THE GRAND OLD MAN MILITANT. 


“ Concert ef Europe ” and the “ Integ- 


rity of the Ottoman Empire” De- 
clared to Be Empty Phrases—The 
Flouting of Diplomacy by the Sul- 
tan—‘ Extreme Wickedness Is Sac- 
rosanct” Under Turkish Rule—The 
People of All Europe Shut Out of 
the Discussion—A Former Concert 
of Europe and Turkey’s Backdown.

[Special Cable Dispatch to New York Sun] 

London, March 18.—At last a great defend- 
er has risen up to champion the cause of 
Greece against official Europe. Mr. Glad- 
stone has issued dn address upon the East- 
ern crisis which is almost a philippic in its 
denunciation of the concert of Europe and 
In its defense of the modern David among 
the nations which has dared to defy six 
Goliahs. The boldness of the language of 
the Grand Old Man Militant is almost start- 
ling. He does not hesitate to point out the 
weakness and eccentricities of the German 
Emperor, and to dwell scornfully upon the 
policy which allows Great Britain to be 
dragged meekly in the train of such a man. 

Both as an argument and as an appeal this 
latest, and perhaps last, public utterance of 
Mr. Gladstone cannot fail to have a tremen- 
dous influence in shaping the English policy 
in the great crisis which apparently is no 
nearer a solution than when the Greek army 
landed in Crete nearly a month ago. 

The Grand Old Man’s message to his coun- 
trymen is in the form of a letter written to 
the Duke of Westminster. It is to be pyb- 
lished as a pamphlet tomorrow by John wt. 
ray. 

Full Text of the Letter. 

The following is the full text: 

“My Dear Duke of Westminster—Had we 
at the present date been in our ordinary re- 
lation of near neighborhood, you would have 
run no risk of being addressed by me.in 
print without your previous knowledge or 
permission. But the present position of the 
Eastern question is peculiar. Transac- 
tions—such only for the moment I am con- 
tent to call them—have been occurring in 
the East at short intervals during the last 
two years of such a nature as to stir our 
common humanity from its innermost re- 
cesses and to lodge a trustworthy appeal 
from the official to the personal conscience. 
Until the most recent dates these transac- 
tions had seemed to awaken no echo save 
in England, but now a light has flashed at 
least upon Western Europe and an uneasy 
consciousness that nations as well as Cab- 
inets are concerned in what has been and 
is going on has taken strong hold upon the 
public mind, and the time seems to have 
come when men should speak or be forever 
silent. 

“My ambition is for, rest, and rest alone. 
Byt every grain of sand is part of the sea- 
shore, and, connected as I have been, for 
nearly half a century, with the Hastern 
question, often when in positions of re- 
sponsibility, I feel that inclination does not 
suffice to justify silence. In yielding to this 
belef I keep another conviction steadily in 
view—namely: that to infuse into this dis- 
cussion the spirit or language of party 
would be to give a cover and an apology to 
every sluggish and ,unmanly mind for re- 
‘fusing to offer its tribute to a common 
cause, and I have felt that, taking into view 
the attitude you have consistently held in 
our domestic politics during the last de- 
eade of years, I can offer to my countrymen 
of all opinions no more appropriate guar- 
antee of my cgreful fidelity to this convic- 
tion than, if only by the exercise of an un- 
usual freedom, to place the expression of my 
views under shelter of your name, 

The Discord of the Powers, 

“Tt is more easy thus to forego the liberty 
and license of partisanship, because it is my 
firm inward belief that the deplorable posi- 
tion which the concerted action or non-ac- 
tion of the powers of Europe has brought 
about an@ maintained has been mainly due 
not to a common accord but to a want of 
it; that thé unwise and mistaken views of 
some of the powers have brought dishonor 
upon the whole; and that when the time 


comes for the distribution, with full knowl-'’ 


edge of praise and blame, it will not be on 
the British Government or on those in sym- 
pathy with it that the heaviest sentence of 
condemnation will descend. Let us suc- 
cinctly review the situation. 

‘The Armenian massacres, judiciously in- 
terspersed with intervals of breathing time, 
have surpassed in their scale and in the in- 
tensity and diversity of their wickedness 
all modern, if not all historical, experience. 
All this was done under the eyes of six 
powers, who were represented by their Am- 
bassadors, and who thought their feeble 
verbiage a sufficient counterpoise to the in- 
struments of death, shame, and torture, 
provided if in framing it they all chimed in 
with one another. Growing in confidence 
with each successive triumph of deeds over 
words, and having exhausted in Armenia 
every expedient of deliberate and whole- 
sale wickedness, the Sultan, whom I have 
not scrupled to call the Great Assassin, rec- 
ollected that he had not yet reached his cli- 
max. It yet remained to show to the powers 
and their Ambassadors, under their own 
eyes and within the hearing of their own 
ears, in Constantinople itself, what their 
organs were too dull to see and hear. 

‘From amid the fastnesses of the Arme- 
nian hills to this height of daring he boldly 
ascended, and his triumph was not less 
complete than before. They did, indeed, 
make bold to interfere with his preroga- 
tives by protecting or exporting some Ar- 
menians who would otherwise have swelled 
the festering heaps of those murdered in 
the streets of Constantinople, but as to pun- 
ishment, reparation, or even prevention, the 
world has yet to learn that any one of them 
was effectually cared for. Every extreme 
of wickedness is sacrosaypct when it passes 
in Turkish garb. All comers may, as in a 
tournament of old, be challenged to point 
to any two years of diplomatic history 
which have been marked .by more glaring 
inequality of forces, by more uniform and 
complete success of weakness combined 
with wrong over strength associated with 
right, of which it had, unhappily, neither 
consciousness nor confidence, by so vast an 
aggregation of blood-red records of massa- 
cre or by so profound a@ disgrace inflicted 
upon and still clinging as a shirt of Nessus 
to collective Europe. 

Phrases Used to Sway the Public Mind. 

“All these terrible occurrences the six 
powers appear to treat as past and gone, as 
dead and buried. They forget thatevery one 
of them will revive in history, to say nothing 
of a higher record still, and in proceeding 
calmly to handle those further developments 
of the great drama which are now in progress 
they appear blissfully unconscious that at 
every step they take they are treading on 
the burning cinders of the Armenian mas- 
sacres. To inform and sway the public mind 
amid the disastrous confusions of the last 
two years there have been set up as supreme 
and guiding ideas those expressed firstly in 
the phrase ‘ The Concert of Europe,’ and sec- 
ondly ‘The Integrity of the Turkish Em- 
pire.’ Of these phrases the first denotes an 
instrument indescribably valuable where it 
can be made available for purpose of good, 
but it Is an instrument only, and as-such 
it must be tried by the question of adapta- 
tion to its ends. When it can be made sub- 
servient to the purposes of honor, duty, lib- 
erty, and humanity it has the immense and 
otherwise unattainable advantage of leav- 
ing the selfish aims of each power to 
neutralize and destroy one another, and of 
acting with resistless force for such objects 
as will bear the light. 


What Concert of Europe Meant in 1880. 


**In the years 1876-"80 it was the influence 
of Engiand ig European diplomacy which 
principally distract the concert of the 
powers. In determining the particulars of the 
treaty of Berlin she made herself conspic- 
uous by taking the side least favorable to 
liberty in the East. In that state of things 
I for one used my best exertions to set up a 
European concert. In public estimation it 
would at least have qualified our activity 
in the support of Turkey, which had then 
sufficiently displayed her iniquitous charac- 
ter and policy in Bulgaria, though she has 
since surpassed herself. 

“When the ministry of 1880 came into 
power we made it one of our first objects to 
organize a European concert fér the purpose 
of procuring the fulfilment of two important 
Natt na of the treaty of 1878, referring to 

ontenegro and to Greece respectively. Fair 
and smiling were the first results of our en- 
deavors. The forces of suasion had heen 
visibly exhausted and the emblems of force 
were accordingly displayed, a squadron con- 
sisting of ships of war carrying the flags of 
each of the powers being speedily gathered 
on the Montenegrin or Albanian coast. But

we attached to it, and that it included toy 
demonstrations which might hemade ander a 
condition that they should pot pass into 
reality. . 

“We did not waste our time in vain en- 


~deavors to gaivanize a corpse, but framed a 


plan for. the seizure of an important port of 
the Sultan’s dominions. To this we confi- 
dently beMeved that some of the powers 
would accede, and in concert with these we 
prepared to go forward. It hardly needs be 
said that we found our principal support 
in wise and brave Alexander II., who then 
reigned over Russia. Still less need it be 
— that there was no war in Europe, 
though, doubtless, this bugbear would have 
been used for intimidation had our procé@ed- 
ings passed beyond the stage of privacy; 
but the effect was perfect-—the effect pro- 
duced, be it observed, on Abdul Hamid, on 
him who has since proved himself to be the 
great. assassin. Our plan became known 


| to the Sultan, and without our encountering 


a single serious difficulty Montenegro ob- 
tained the considerable extension which she 
now enjoys and Thessaly was added to 
Greece. 

‘But as nothing can be better, nay, noth- 
ing so good, as the ‘concert of Europe,’ 
where {t can be made to work: so, as the 
best when {fn its corruption always changes 
to the worst, nothing can be more mischiev- 
ous than the pretense to be working with 
this tool when ft is not really in working 
order. The concert of Europe then comes 
to mean the concealment of dissents, the 
lapse into generalities, and the settling down 
upon negations at junctures when duty 
loudly calls for postftive action. Lord Gran- 
ville was the mildest of men. but mildness 
may keep company with resolution, a we 
have seen how he dealt with the ‘ concert of 
Europe.’ Very brief intercommunications 
enable a man of common sense to see in 
cases where the principles involved are clear 
whether there is a true concert. But the 
mischief: of setting up a false one is im- 
mense. Let us look at it in some of its 
aspects. 

‘* First the criminal at once becomes aware 
of it, and sets to work to flatter and seduce 
the power he may have reason to suppose 
best inclined. Secondly, what is the compo- 
sition of the bodv? A.CGabhinet can work 
together because it has a common general 


‘purpose, and this purpose has a unifying 


effect on particular auestions as they arise. 
But the powers of Evrope have no such 
common purpose to bring them together. 
Lastly. and what is worst of all, this pretend- 
ed and ineffectual cotperation of govern- 
ments shuts out the peoples. It is from this 
mischief that we are now suffering. It is 
difficult enough for a people to ase ad hoc 
a sufficient influence over its own govern- 
ment standing single, but what is our case 
when. we find ourselves standing-in the face 
of our government with five other govern- 
ments behind it; which we cannot call to 
account and over which.we cannot reason- 
ably expect to exercise the smallest in- 
fluence? It js time to speak with freedom. 


“Two Young Men,” Who Rule Empires. 


‘At this moment two great States, with 
a European population of perhaps 156,00),- 
000, are under the government of two young 
men, each bearing the high title of Emperor, 
but in one case wholly without knowledge 
or experience; in the other, having only such 
knowledge and experience, in truth iHmited 
enough, as to have excited much astonish- 
ment and some consternation when an ink- 
ling of them has been given to the world. 
In one case the government is a pure and 
perfect despotism, and {n the other equiva- 
lent to it in matters of foreign policy, so far 
as it can be understood in a land where ftee- 
dom is indigenous, familiar, and full grown. 
These powers, so far as their sentiments are 
known, have been using their power in the 
concert to fight steadily against freedom. 
But why are we to have our government 
pinned to their aprons? The-sense of this 
nation is for them non-existent, and the 
German Emperor would Hie well within his 
limits should he deign tosaytous: ‘ Turkey 
I know, and the concert I know, but who 


are ye?’ 


“At the heels of this concert we have, 


plodded patiently for two years, and what 
has it done for us—done for us, not in pro- 
moting justice and humanity, for that ques- 
tion has long ago been answered, but in 
securing peace? I affirm that with all its 
pretension and its power it has worsened and 
not bettered the situetion. When we point- 
ed to the treaty obligations and treaty rights 
which solemnly and separately bound us to 
stop the Armenian massacres, we were 
threatened, by the credulity of some and 
the hypocrisy of others, with a European 
war as a certain consequence of any co- 
ercive measure, however disinterested, 
which we might adopt fer checking crimes 
sufficient to make the stonescry out... 

“Well, intimidation of. this kind carried 
the day, and to the six powers, in their ma- 
jesty and might, with armies numbered by 
millions of men and resources measured by 
hundreds of millions of pounds a year, was 
intrusted the care of the public peace, It 
was not a very difficult task. There was not 
a real breath of war in the airtwo years and 
one year ago. Now Turkey has a casus bell! 
against Greece. Greece has a casus belli 
against the powers. Turkey may have one 
against them, too, were it to its interest to 
raise it. So far as Turkey and Greece are 
concerned, this is no mere abstraction, and 
Europe flutters from day to day with anx- 
lety to know whether there is or is not war 
on the Thessalian frontier. It is surely time 
that we should have done, at least for the 
present occasion, with the gross and palpa- 
ble delusion, under which alone can we-hope 
for any effectual dealing by a European con. 
cert with the present crisis in the East. It 
Is time to shake off the incubus and to re- 
member, as in days of old, that we have 
an existence, a character, and a duty of our 
Own. 


Turkey’s Piace in Civilized Powers. 


“But then we are told by the German 
Emperor and others that we can only have 
reforms in Turkey on the condition of main- 
taining the integrity of the Ottoman em- 
pire. At one time this phrase had a mean- 
ing, and was based upon a theory—a theory 
propounded by men of such high authority 
as Lord Palmerston and Lord Stratford de 
Redcliffe. It was that Turkey, if only she 
were sheltered by European power from the 
hostility of her neighbor, was alike disposed 
and competent to enter into the circle of 
the civilized powers. The shelter prayed 
for was agsured by the Crimean war. After 
the peace of Paris in 1856 she enjoyed twen- 
ty years of absolute immunity from foreign 
alarms. In no point or partioular save one 
did she fulfill the anticipation proclaimed 
on her behalf. She showed herself the 
match for any European state in wanton 
expenditure and in rapid accumulation of 
debt, to which she added the natura! sequel 
in shameless robbery of her creditors. It 
was at the cost of 800,000 lives and 800,000,000 
of money that the question of Turkey’s 
capacity to take rank among the civilized 
nations was brought to a conclusive test, 
negatively, through the total failure of the 
scheme of internal reform, and, alas! posi- 
tively through the horrible outrages which 
desolated Bulgaria and brought about fresh 
mutilation of the territory. 


“Integrity of the Ottoman Empire.” 


“It shows an amazing courage or an amaz- 
ing infatuation that after a mass of experi- 
ence, alike deplorable and conclusive, the 
rent and ragged catchword of ‘integrity of 
the Ottoman Empire’ should still be flaunt- 
ed in oyreyes. Hasitthena meaning? Yes, 
and it had a different meaning in almost 
every decade of the century now expiring. 
In the first quarter of that century it meant 


that Turkey, though her System was pol- 


soned and effete, still occupied in right of 
actual sovereignty the whole southeastern 
corner of Europe, appointed by the almighty 
to be one of its choicest portions. In 183v it 
meant that this baleful sovereignty had been 
abridged by the excision of Greece from 
Turkish territory. In 1860 it meant that the 
Danubian principalities, now forming the 
Kingdom of Roumania, had obtained an 
emancipation. virtually, as it is now for- 
mally, complete. In 1878 it meant that Bos- 
nia, with Herzegovina, had bid farewell to 
all active concern with Turkey: that Servia 
was enlarged, and that Northern Bulgaria 
was free. In 1880 it meant that Montenegro 
had crowned its glorious battle of 400 years 
by achieving acknowledgment of its inde- 
dence and obtaining great accession of 
erritory, and that Thessaly was added to 
free Greece. In 1886 it meant that Southern 
Bulgaria had been permitted to assoelate 
er arenes sisters. 

e at is the upshot of all this? That 
18,000,000 of human beings who a century 
ago, peopling a large part of the Turkish Em- 
pire, were eubject to its at once paralyzing 
and degrading yoke are now us free from it 
as if they were inhabitants of these islands, 
and that Greece, Roumania, Servia, Monte- 
negro, and Bulgaria stand before us as five 
living witnesses that, even in this world, 
reign of wrong is not eternal. But stfil-it is 
dinned in our ears from the presses, and in-

It was 
here, I,think, that in one of that series of 
rebellions which have lately been placed be- 
fore the public eye through a letter by M. 
Gennadios, either two or three hundred 
Cretans, together with their Bishop, driver. 
by the last extremities of war to inclose 
themselves in a tower, chose to meet com- 
mon ard universal death by causing it to 
explode rather than to encounter horrors 
by which, according to Turkish usage, con- 
quered enemies too commonly have been 
treated. Into one more of these struggles 
the gallant islanders have now entered. We 
have tea advanced in this discussion 
beyond the stage which it would have been 
necessary to enter largely upon—particulars 
of the Cretan case been stated with great 
force in the letter addressed by M. Gennadios 
to the Times, published in that newspaper 
on the 15th of February, and still remaining, 
so far as I know, without reply—but it may 
be well to point out that the hopelessness of 
the Cretan chse is manifested by a long 
series of rebellions, in which the islanders. 
though single-handed, engaged themselves 
against the whole strength of the Ottoman 
Empire in a struggle of life and death for 
deliverance. 

‘*M. Gennadios enumerates the revolts of 
1831, 1841, 1858, 1866-68, 1877-78, 1889, and 
finally 1806. Thesg figures carry with them 
their own demonstrative efficiency. It isnot 
in human nature, except under circum- 
stances of grinding and destructive oppres- 
sion, to renew a struggle so unequal. The 
details of that oppression and of the perfidy 
with which the pretended concessions to 
Cretans were neutralized and undermined, 
and of a truly Turkish maneuver, by which 
a Mohammedan minority was sent on from 
Constantinople to carry on armed resist- 
ance to measures of concession, must be 
sought in their proper place, the histories 
of the time. 

“This simple aggregate of the facts, pre- 
sented in outline, oncé for all convicts the 
central power and shews that it has no title 
to retain its sanguinary and ineffectual do- 
minion. .It is needless to go further. We 
‘are really dealing with a res judicata, for 
though not of their own free will, the six 
powers have taken into their own hands the 
pacification of the island and the determina- 
tion of its future. But we must not sup- 
pose that we owe this intervention to a 
recrudescence of spirit and courage in coun- 
sels that had hitherto resulted in a concert 
of miserable poltroonery. 


Greece’s Splendid Courage. 


“A new actor, governed by a new temper, 
has appeared upon the stage; not one 
equipped with powerful fleets, large armies, 
and boundless treasuries; supplied by un- 
counted millions, but a petty power, hardly 
counted in the list of European States, sud- 
denly takes its place midway in the conflict 
between Turkey and its Cretan insurgents. 
But it is a power representing the race that 
had fought the battles of Thermopyle and 
Salamis, and had hurled back the herdes 
of Asia from European shores. In the héroio 
age of Greece, as Homer tells us, there 
was a champion who was small of stature 
but full of fight. He had tn his little bedy a 
great soul, and he seems to have been re- 
produced in the recent and marvelously 
gallant action of Greece. 

‘Tt is sad to reflect that we have also be- 
fore us the reverse of the picture in the 
six powers, who offer to the world the most 
conspicuous example of the reverse and 
present to us a huge body animated, or 
rather tenanted, by a feeble heart. We 
have them before us, it is literally true, a 
David facing six Goliathe. 

“Nor is Greece so easily disposed of as 
might have been anticipated, and what the 
world seems tod understand is this: that 
there is life in the Cretan matter, that this 
life has been infused into it exclusively by 
Grecian action, and that if, under the merci- 
ful providence of God and by paths which 
it is hard as yet to trace, the island Is to 
find its liberation, that inestimable boon will 
be owing not to any of the great govern- 
ments of Burope, for they are paralyzed by 
dis sion, nor even to any of the great 
pedples of Europe, for the door is shut in 
their faces by the ‘concert of Europe,’ but 
to the’small and physically insignificant race 
known as the Greeks. Whatever good shall 
be permitted to emerge from the existing 
chaos will lie to their credit and to theirs 
alone. OS. 

‘* Is it to be wondered at that Greece should 
have endeavored to give aid to the Cretans? 
As often as they rise in rebellion and their 
efforts, due to Turkish blindness and bad 
faith, are encountered by lawless cruelty, 
they fiy in crowds to Greece, which is their 
only refuge; and that poor country has to 
stand and stand alone between them and 
starvation. A&s to their Turkish masters, it 
is net to be expected that they should find 
any c&use for unéasiness in such a state of 
things, for ever since that evil day, the dark- 
est perhaps in the whole known history of 
humanity, when their star reeking with gore 
rose above the horizon, has it not been their 
policy and constant aim to depopulate the 
regions which they ruled? The title of Turkey 
de jure is, in truth, given up on all hands. 
In the meager catalogue of things which the 
six united powers have done, there is this, at 
least, included, that they have taken out of 
the hands of the Sultan the care and admin- 
istration of the island. 


Intervention Thus Far. 


“If Turkey has the proper rights of a gov- 
erning power every act they have done and 
are doing and their presence in Canea itself 
is a gross breach of international law. It is 
the violence, cruelty, and perfidy of Ottoman 
rule which alone gives them any title to in- 
terfere. The intention which has been an- 
nounced on their behalf, an announcement 
incredible but true, is that when the Greek 
forces should have left the island the Turk- 
ish soldiery, the proved butchers of Armenia, 
the same body and very probably the same 
corps and persons were to remain as guard- 
ians of order in the island. But thesix pow- 
ers have no more right than I have either to 
confer or to limit this commission unless the 
Sultan by his misconduct has forfeited his 
right to rule. Autonomy, too, being an- 
nounced for Crete, and not by his authority, 
but by theirs, Crete being thus derelict in 
point of lawful sovereignty, does all re- 
versionary care for it fall to the six powers? 
Are We really to commence our twentieth 
century under the shadow of a belief that 
conventions set up by the policy of the mo- 
ment are everything, and that community 
of blood, religion, history, sympathy, and 
interest are nothing? 

The Cretans Are Greeks. 


“ How stands the case of Crete in relation 
to Greece? Do what you will by the might 
of brute power, ‘a man’s a man for a’ that,’ 
and in respect of everything that makes a 
man to be a man, every Cretan is a Greek. 
Ottoman rule in Crete is a thing of yester- 
day, but Crete was part of Greece, the Cre- 
tan people of the Greek people, at least 3,000 
years ago; nor have the moral and human 
ties between them ever been either broken or 
relaxed, and in the long years and centuries 
to come, when this bad dream of Ottoman 
dominion shall have passed away from Eu- 
rope, that union will still subsist and cannot 
but prevail, as long as a human heart beats 
in a human bosom. 

“In the midst of high and self-sacrificing 
enthusiasm the Greek Government and a 
ple have shown their good sense in pleading 
that the sense of the people of Crete, not 
the momentary and partial sense, but that 
which is deliberate and general, shall be con- 
sidered. The Greeks have placed themselves 
upon a ground of indestructible strength. 
They are quite right in declining to stand 
upon an abstract objection to the suzerainty 
of Turkey if it so pleases the powers. Why 
should not Crete be autonomously united 
with Greece and yet not detached in theory 
from the body of the Ottoman Emptre? Such 
an arrangement would not be without ex- 
ample. Bosnia and Herzegovina are admin- 

{stered by Austria, but I apprehend that they 

have never been formally severed from the 
overlordship of the Sultan. Hy ~ is sim- 
jlarly administered by Great Britain, and 
European history is full of cases in which 
paramount or full sovereignty in one terri- 
tory has been united with getondary or 
subordinate lordship in an .

B. Floyd, a Virginian and an ardent South- 


ing of the mysterious expedition of old John 
Brown, and the three visitors, who were B. 
F. Gue, David J. Gue, and their cousin, A. L. 
Smith of Buffalo, heard much that aroused 
their curiosity. Their host, however, seemed 
concerned and uneasy when any mention of 
the expedition was made. He probably 
_knew more about it than any ofher person 
in the town. Finally, on the day when the 
young men were to return, he called young 
Smith aside and went for a walk with him. 
During the two hours that they were gone 
the old’ Quaker revealed all that he knew 
of the proposed raid to the young man. 

“TI tell thee this in confidence,”’ he said. 
“ Yet thee can use it as seems best to thee. 
Something must be done to save the lives 
of those men. I can do nothing. I cannot 
betray their confidence, nor can I see them 
g0 to death, and take a course that will cause 
other bloodshed.”

* All that is In my power I have done,” re- 
plied the oid Quaker. ‘“* He believes that he 
is ordained to overthrow slavery in this 
country. If I thought he could do that I 
would bid him go in God’s name: but what 
good can come of this shedding blood? His 
whole band are martyrs in spifit. They 
know to what fate they go. How can I bee 
tray such men? I pray God I have not done 
irremediable wrong in telling this to thee; 
but something must be done, and I am 
bound and helpless. Thee must devise some 
plan of saving the lives of those men, thee 
and thy friends. Consult with them, and 
do as the Lord gives thee light to do.”’ 

Late into the night the three young men 
discussed the problem of stopping the raid 
without harming old John Brown, Moses 
Varney having insisted that no harm must 
come to his friend. They were all young, 
David Gue, the youngest, being but 23 years 
old, and inexperienced in public life, and in 
their hands was an event of tremendous im- 
port. How far the national destiny depend- 
ed upon their decision, they, of course, did 
not even faintly suspect. Had they been 
endowed with the spirit of prophecy their 
course might have been more emphatic, but 
they were striving only to save the lives of 
a handful of men embarked on a qu1xotic- 
ally deadly enterprise, and they could not 
see the shadow of the coming war cloud. 
Few there were, and those the wisest of 
public men, who saw it then. Confronted

MODEL OF BATTLESHIP NEW YORK 
IS A WONDERFUL CREATION, 


Was Built by a West Side Man and 
Has Many Novel Features—Works 
by Electricity Through a Special 
Centroller, Which Gives Fifty- 
seven Different Maneuvers, Lasting 
Over an Hour—Will Be Exhibited 
Next Summer in the Parks. 


UT oh the West Side Chicago has a 

miniature artist of an unusual kind. 

His works do not consist of fair 

women’s heads drawn on pieces of 
ivory, nor of Grecian goddesses and nymphs 
burned into plaques of porcelain, but they 
are none the less achievements of art. They 
are models of battleships, perfect in every 
detail, capable of naval maneuvers and ev- 
olutions, and able to fight in. miniature 
against the fleets of enemies. The latest 
and crowning glory of this man’s efforts 
is now just completed and ready for exhibi- 
tion in the parks, and it far surpasses any- 
thing of its kind in the city. 

Egbert R. Dull of No. 1380 West Madison 
street is the new addition to the ranks of 
miniature artists. He is an electrician and 
modelmaker by profession and an artist by 
choice. During the long evenings of last 
winter he set about killing time by making 
a miniature edition of the battleship New 
York, which should be without a rival inthe 
realm of models. After spending the equiv- 
alent of ten hours a day for four months 
upon’ the work completion was at last 
reached, and the little vessel was launched 
last week. 


The small craft is 5 feet 4 inches long, 12 


inches wide, 30 in height, and weighs 80 
pounds. It is propelled by a _ four-inch 
screw, and the motive power for this as 
well as all other machinery necessary is 
electricity, furnished by a five-cell bat- 
tery weighing thirty pounds. Everything 
throughout the vessel except the motive 
power arrangements is copied exactly from 
the United States cruiser.

Furthermore it was 
agreed that no names or clews should be 
given in the letter through which witnesses 
against John Brown and his men could be 
secured. Smith’s letter was dated Phila- 
delphia, Aug. 18, 1859, and inclosed in a 
stamped envelope, which was addressed to 
the Secretary of War at Washington.

Girected to the Postmaster at Philadelphia. 
It was mailed at Wheatland, five miles from 
Gue’s cabin. Whatever become of it is not 
known or whether it ever reached its desti- 
nation. In his testimony Secretary Floyd | 
says that he frequently received anonymous 
letters, to wh'‘ch he paid no attention, men- 
tioning one from Philadelphia, which may 
or may not have been A. L. Smith’s letter. 
No mention was made by Mr. Floyd of a 
letter corroborative of the famous letter. 

This was David J. Gue’s production. The 
inclosing envelope was addressed to John B. 
Floyd, Secretary of War, Washington, D. 
C., marked private, stamped, put into an- 
other envelope addressed to the Postmaster 
at Cincinnati, O., and marked at Big Rock. 
As stated in Secretary Floyd’s testimony, 
the letter reached him in Virginia, having 
been forwarded. Had he heeded it emanci- 
pation would have had a different slogan, 
and John Brown’s soul would hardly have 
gone marching on to the musie of what be- 
came the greatest of the Northern ar 
songs. There is no occasion for rehearsing 
here the events that led up to the hanging 
of the leader of the despérate and heroic 
cause. 


PIONEERS SCHEMED TO GET WIYES. 


How Early Settlers in Oregon Induced 
Women to Come to Their State by 
Offering Them Good Positions. 


“There are plenty of women in Oregon 
now,” observed a prominent Oregon poli- 
ticlan, who is in Washington to see that the 
State is not forgotten in the matter of pat- 
ronage, “ but it is within the memory of 
many of us when women were scarce there. 
We gave it out that we wanted them for 
schoolteachers and the like, and encouraged 
them to come out there, but the truth was 
the men wanted them for wives. I remem- 
ber once we sent a young man to Massa- 
chusetts, where he was well acquainted, 
with orders to collect 100 young women and 
to escort them back to Oregon. We guar- 
anteed every one of them one year’s em- 
ployment. The active man in the matter 
was a fine-looking young man, who after- 
wards served two terms in Congress from 
our State. He spent two months in selecting 
the party and started West with them. On 
the trip out he courted one of the school- 
teachers on his own hook and actually got 
her consent to a marriage on the arrival of 
the train at Portland. The boys howled con- 
siderably about it; claiming that he had 
treated them unfairly in having first choice, 
but there was a lot of fine, marriageable 
material left. Some of those women are 
today the leading ladies of. the society of 
the State. More than three-fourths of the 
hundred were married inside of three years, 
and many in less than one year. A few of 
the lot, however, are teaching school there 
today, not that they did not have any offers, 
but because they would not accept any of 
the fellows who offered themselves.

As soon as the weather, becomes warm 
Mr. Dull proposes to give exhibitions with 
his craft in the lakes at Garfield Park. As 
the show will be free, it is safe to say it will 
find an interested crowd of spectators, since 
the elaborate program of events lasts over 
an hour in operation and embodies all the 
evolutions a well-regulated warship can 
possibly be expected to go through. This 
is the program of the performance and the 
way it is accomplished, as outlined by the 
artist himself: 


Program of the Maneuvers. 


‘Before starting out the boat is moored 
to two floating buoys, fore and aft, which 
hold it in position. At the time for starting, 
which must be promptly on the second, for 
reasons which will be shown later, the at- 
tendant goes out in a rowboat, and, watch in 
hand, at the right time draws a small lever 
on the starboard side, then rows out of the 
way. One minute and twelve seconds later 
the boat gives one short blast of the steam 
whistle, the two little boats floating peace- 
fully alongside are drawn up and fastened 
to the davits, the moorings are dropped and 
left hanging to the buoys, and the boat is 
free. Immediately after the engine gong 
sounds one tap the screw moves slowly, 
and the craft is away, straightahead. After 
traveling ahead for about twenty feet the 
engine gets the signal whistle ‘ hard,’ the 
screw churns the water behind, and the 
craft is going full speed straight ahead, with 
music playing and colors flying. After trav- 
eling a total distance of about 100 feet the : 
helm is thrown hard to starboard, the craft 
swings around and heads out for deeper 
water, firing one of the 8-inch rifles on the 
deck as a parting salute. The first ten of 
the fifty-seven numbers are as follows: 


. Hoist boats and release moorings. 
Easy ahead straight. 

Hard ead straight. 

Swing to starboard. 

Slow down and fire forward deck rifle. 
Stop and throw dynamite shell. 

Ahead easy straight. 

. Reverse hard to port. 

Full speed ahead to starboard. 

. Slow down. 

‘The remainder of the program is similar 
to that already stated, although a number 
of additional movements appear, including 
turning on the searchlights,and firing twenty- 
seven rifles, three dynamite shells, and one 
torpedo. There are four searchlights of 
miniature incandescent lamps located on 
the forward and after military masts and 
port and starboard bridge amidship. The 
guns are located ten each on the port and 
siarboard sides below decks, two forward 
and two aft, one on each side of the deck 
turrets, and one in the forward mast. The 
location of the last one is remarkable from 
the fact that, although heavily loaded and 
‘kicking ’ back harder than an ordinary 32- 
caliber revolver, it does not injure the deli- 
cate upperworks and rigging in the least. 

How It Is Done. 

“The guns, mortars, and torpedo are 
fired by means of a heated platinum wire. 
The shells are fired from the mortars, and ex- 
plode in the air with about the same noise 
as an eight-inch cannon cracker. The rud- 
der is controlled by “two pairs of electro- 
magnets placed on efther side, and charged 
by the controller when desired. The whistle 
is in the forward hold, and ts nothing more 
nor less than a large buzzer with a steel 
sounding attachment, which gives a perfect 
imitation of a deep whistle. All changes in 
the motion of the s¢rew are preceded by the 
regular marine signals sounded by an 
eight-inch electro-mechanical gong, and a 
small shrill whistle for ‘ hard.’ 

“The controller, which is the cause of the 
impression that the boat is manipulated by 
strings under the water, ie the simplest and 
yet the most wonderful of all, being nothing 
but & combination of 216 levers operating on 
a keyboard, and driven by an independent 
motor, giving the electric current to the 
various parts of the boat at the times de- 
sired. The motor weighs but four pounds, 
takes six amperes at ten volts, and sends 
a four-inch screw at the rate of 900 revolu- 
tions a minute. The battery ie called upon 
at times to furnish as high as sixteen am- 


peres 

“ While it ts a fact that the attendant has 
no control from shore, nevertheless he does

NAPOLEON'S ‘WAR HORSE MARENGO. 


He Was Undoubtedly the Most Famous 
Battle Steed of the Century—Re- 
mains Still Preserved in Paris. 


The most celebrated war horse of the pres- 
ent century is unquestionably Napoleéon’s 
Marengo, 
Friends. In view of the many hundred 
biographies of’the great Captain, it is cer- 
tainly surprising that so little should be 
known with any degree of certainty con- 
cerning this world-famous charger. To an 
American visitor to the dethroned ‘Bona- 
parte at Chiselhurst, in June, 1872, Louis 
Napoleon, in a conversation about his own 
horses and the war steeds of the most illus- 
trious of modern soldiers, said: 

‘The Emperor’s favorite charger was 
Marengo, an Arab of good &izé and style, 
and almost white. He rode him:in his last 
battle of Mount St. Jean, where Marengo re- 
ceived his seventh wound. I once mounted 
him when a youth, and but® short time be- 


fore the steed died at the age of 36. Another 


favorite war horse was named Maria, and 
was used by the Emperor in many of his 
hundred battles. Her skeleton is now to be 


seeh in the ancient castle of Ivenach, on the 


Rhine, the property of the Von Pilessen fam- 
ily. Of the other sixty or seventy horses 
owned by Napoleon and used in battle, per- 
haps the most famous were Ali, Austerlitz, 
Styrie, and Jaffa. He had ninetesn killed 
under him.’’ 

The American visitor might have added, 
but he did not, that Marshal Blucher had 
twenty shot in battle, while Gens. Custer and 
Forrest are believed to have each lost al- 
most as many in the brief period of four 
years. Maria, or Marie, is thus déscribed 
by Victor Hugo in the Words of a French 
veteran: “On the day when he (Napoleon) 
gave me the cross I noticed his beast. It 
had its ears very wide apart, a deep saddle, 
a fine head, marked with a black star, a very 
long neck; prominent knees, projecting 
flanks, oblique shoulders, and a strong 
crupper. She was a little above fifteen 
hands high.’’

Good Story—Battle of Chemung. 


LITTLE-KNOWN story teller of the 
revolution was Thomas Grant, who 


marched with Ger. Sullivan’s army 

from Wyoming, Pa., to Chemung, in 
August and Septembe?, 1779, took in ever¥- 
thing that he saw, and kept a journal of 
what he tookin. Grant seems to have been 
an ohgineer officer, though he never says in 
80 many words that he was an officer; but 
he certainly was an engineer. He ¢ouldn't 
spell, but that is not to say he was unedu- 
cated. At all events, he did nét try t6 spell, 
but let the words form themselves as his pen 
chose; as a result, he telis his story well, 
with more freedom than if the diétionary 
had been hampering him with suggestions, 
and with a boldnesss of executiof in the 
way of putting letters together that would 
have sifécked Josh Billings into correctness. 

This is Mr. Grant's indorsement upon his 
journal: 

“A Jurnal of Janaral Sullivan’s Army, 
after they left Wyoming.” Sullivan had led 
his arny to Wyomifig to protect that valley; 
and. thenee hé marched into the Genesee 
couhtry to give the Indians a lessoh. Now 
for Mr. Grant again: 

“ July 31 (1779). The whole army under 
the command of Major Jandral Sullivan 
marched from Wyoming about 1 o'clock p. 
m. The fleet under the command of Col. 
Procter saluted the fort, which was fe- 
turned to the mutual satisfaction of all 
present. We marched this afternoon to 
Lackawaha, heer 10 mila from Wyoming, 
where the army Encamped in Regular Or+ 


a ae Genl Hand’s Light Troops in front, 


MaxwWell’s Brigade on the Right, Gen. 
Poor’s oh the left, Col. Ogden’s Regt. the 
Rear Gard. A chain of Centinels a Round 
the.camp; the Boats soti mils in our Rear 
ewing to thelr loading being Eregular.” 
The fleet sailed up the Susquehanna. It is 


“tather strange to find that the fleet was 


commanded by a Colonel; but we didn’t haved

On: Aug. 8 “ the Genl Beat at & The in- 
fintry marched at 6, the Main Body at7... . 
The Geni Courve this day N. N. W. saw No 
Enemy But plenty of Beef, Deer, Turkis but 
it was against orders to fire.”” The “ Geni ”’ 
that was beat in the morning is the drum 
signal sounded preparatory to a march, and 
is the sign to pack up, strike tents, etc. 

On Aug. 4 “ the Genl Beat at day lite. The 
inffntry marched at 6, tite Main Body at 
six.’’ That day they saw no enemy, or even 
“ Turkis"’; but they “ crossed som Bade 
Swamps*and Defils”; and when they 


‘Gamped they found ‘‘ The fleet 3 Mils in the 


rere this Eavening.’’ On the fifth of August 
they reached Wyalusing, ‘‘ a Noated Indian 
Town formally eltkkad by Moravan Indians 
who professed Christianity.’’ There had 
been eighty or ninety nice houses there, but 
the place had been laid waste the year before 
“ partly by our own people and the Indiens; 
be seem, but 
the soyl exceeding fine.’’ The rain kept the 
army encamped on Aug. 6 and 7, but on the 
Sth the “ indintry ’’ marched 18% miles, and 
on the 0th 11 miles, Guring ail of which time 
they ‘‘ Saw no Enemy, but Tracks.”’ 

*“‘ Aug. 10th, 1779. Reany Weather ya 
morning and Great part of last night. tthe 
Army Lay by this day in order to draw pro- 
visions.

Battle of Chemung. 


That same night ‘‘ a small scout ’’ was sent 
out. Mr. Grant does not mean that the per- 
son chosen for the duty was small, but that 
the party was smallin number. On Aug. 12 
the scout returned, “ with Infirmation that 
the Enemy ware In Possession” of Che- 
mung. ‘‘ In consequence of which Genl 5ul- 
livan ordered the trupes surved with a gill 
of Liquor pr man, at about Fight o’clock 
this Evening The Trupers Moved off in a 
very Silent manner, ... We marchd all 
this Night part through very Difficult Nar- 
row Defiels.’”’ At about 6 o’clock on Aug. 
13 they entered Chemung, just evacuated 
by the enemy, and had a skirmish with the 
Indians, and having set fire to the town 
atid destroyed some corn flelds they marched , 
on to Tioga. That day they lost four “ pri- 
vets kild”’ and two “‘ offasers and six men 
wounded.” The Americans rested from Aug. 
14 to Aug. 26, ‘“ Gitting in Readiness for 
rharching as soon as possable.’’ But there 
were skirmishes with the Indians almost 

aily. On Aug. 15 Mr, Grant writes: ‘* This 
day about 4 o’clock P. M. a fue men who 
ware looking Horses on the opposid side of 
the Cayuga River, was fired on by the In- 
diens who kild ohe and wounded one oather 
who maid his escape; the slain they sculped 
and Gave the war whoop; they likewise shott 
a Bullock which our people applyd to there 
own use, as the Beef was Good.” 


Some Technical Military Maneuvers. 


On Aug. 16 S00 mén “ with a sufficiency of 
offasirs’’ were sent up the Susquehanna to 
meet Gen. Clinton. Word came oh the 20th 
by “an express boat’ that the two forces 
had met: and. on some unnamed date they 
joined Sullivan’s main body. Then the ex- 
pedition went up the Cayuga a little way 
ahd swung around, until on the 28th it went 
through Chemung again, “which we De- 
stfoyed the 18th Instant,” On the 29th the 
Atmetican forces marched to Lower Newton, 
now called Elmira. ‘‘ Three Miles from 
Chemung, our Advanced party Discovered 
the HBnemy, who Had Brected é Brest. work 
om a steep Bank on the West side of a Large 
Run or Delile Which we ware obliged to 
pass. The Genl Offisers ware Emedtately 
infortned of the Disposition. Geni Sullavin 
Gave Gehl Poor orders to march Round a 
very High hill in order to gain the Pnemy’s 
Reaf, at which time Major Pave to keep 
up a slow fire ott there front, in order tu 
amuse them With his Coré of Rifilmén, Who 
dia Considarable Exécution. Geni Hand Was 
ordefed to be in Readiness With his Brigade 
of Light Troopes to force there Lines as soot 
‘as Janaral poor should begin the fire, sec- 
onded by Genl Maxwill & Clinton; the Way 
Gen!

IS HARLAN SINCERE? 

Tus Trisune printed on Friday an open 
letter to Ald. Harlan urging him to with- 
Graw from the Mayoralty contest and ask- 
ing certain questions pertinent thereto. 
Yesterday Tux Trisune printed what Ald. 
Harlan calls “ an answer.” 

It is nothing of the kind, It is simply 
further evidence of the writer’s immaturity 
and unfitness to fill a responsible office. Or 
it shows that Mr. Harlan is one of those 
lawyers who when he is trying a case abuses 
the counsel on the other side instead of mak- 
ing an argument in behalf of his own client. 

The questions put by Mr. Dawes remain 
unanewered. The reasons given by him 
why Harlan should withdraw from a pre- 
posterous canvass are not controverted. 
No notice is taken of them. The “ reply” 
is made up of bitter invective against Mr. 
Dawes. It is written in the same vein in 
which Mr. Harlan is in the habit of talking. 

This was an unprovoked attack. Mr. 
Dawes’ letter was courteous and should 
have been replied to in a similar fashion. 
It asked questions which the voters would 
like to have answered. Mr. Dawes is not a. 
candidate, so diatribes against him are out 
of place. They do not interest the voters, 
but such violent language does raise doubts 
as to the sincerity of the man who resorts 
to it. : | 

There are other reasons for doubting Ald. 
Harlan’s alleged single-minded devotion to 
the “ cause of reform.” ' Soon after his elec- 
tion to the Council last April he delivered a 
speech before the Commercial club, in which 
he declared that— 

I am not a reformer spelled with a big “ ag 
You can call me a politician. I believe in machine 
organization, As to the reform movement, I don't 
believe much in that. 

I don’t believe’ in independent movements. I 
em a firm believer in party organization. Impress 
the best standards upon the party organization 
and make them nominate good men. 

In less than a year he/has become 8 re- 
former with a big “ R.” He has become a 
violent assailant of “‘ the machine organiza- 
tion.” He has lost faith in party organiza- 
tion and has become a warm advocate of 
“independent movements "—when he is at 
the head of oneof them: What converted him 
from the faith he professed in April, 1896? 
What great light did he which caused 
him to become a “ Reformer’’? Was it zeal 
for the welfare of the public, or was it a 
hope that a “holier than thou” attitude 
and much abuse of all who did not follow 
him would land him in the Mayor’s chair? 

The apostle says: “The tongue can no 
man tame.’ Possibly Ald. Harlan is con- 
stitutionally unable to bridle his. But he 
ought to make an efforttodoso, Heshould 
not rail like a fishwife when a civil question 
is put to him. 

He has been asked how the cause of re- 
form, which he professes to have so much at 
heart, will be advanced if he remains in the 
field, draws votes from Judge Sears, the 
only representative of reform principles 
who can be.elected, and thus gives aid and 
comfort to the anti-reform Democratic can- 
didate. Why does not he answer that in- 
stead of blackguarding the querist? 

Who can help questioning either the sin- 
cerity or the sanity of Ald. Harlan when he 
is found talking at a public meeting after 
this fashion: 

What we need is a revolution. A revolution 
means things turned upside down. We want 
them turned upside down. We have a certain 
knowledge that the reverse side can be no worse 
than the side-we now see, and we have some 
hope the reverse side will be a little better, I tell 


you, friends and gentiemen, if we act jn time we 
can fight this battle with ballots. We are bound 


to have a change. ... 
Shall we win this fight with ballots? If we let 


the hour go by when ballots can be successful 
weapons the time may come when we will need 
not ballots but powder and shot. The change 
must come. 

Is this a demagogic appeal for the votes 
of Anarchists and an attempt to take them 
away from Altgeld’s candidate by being 
more violent than Altgekd? Or does Har- 
lan really believe that a bloody revolution 
can be averted only by making him Mayor? 

Ald. Harlan should take a few lessons 
in the school of good manners and common 
sense before he aspires for the Mayoralty. 
Distempered ambition, immature judgment, 
scanty experience, questionable sincerity, 
and a “ vitriolic ” tongue are not the quali- 


fications for that position. 


16 NEW YORK GOING TO SEED! 

The opera season is over after four weeks 
of varying success. A few evenings, when 
Mme Calvé and the De Reszkes were cast 
together, there was a large and paying at- 
tendance. For the remaining evenings re- 
ceipts will be mainly found on the wrong 
side of the ledger. The cause of the failure 
is apparent enough to one familiar with the 
habits of opera-goers, but various ingenious 
theories have been propounded by officials 
of the Operatic Association to account for 
the average small business. Among these 
officials Mr. Schoeffel, a partner, after a 
flying visit here, returned to New York 
and breezily announced that the reason for 
the light attendance was owing to hard 
times in this city. ** Chicago is dead broke,”’ 
said Mr. Schoeffel, and speedily the changes 
were rung upon this declaration by the New 
York papers, always ready to do anything 
which might work to the disparagement of 
Chicago. : 

So far as Mr. Schoeffel’s statement re- 
lates to the opera season it amounts to 
nothing, because it is untrue. So far as it 
relates to the material interests of the city 
it must not be allowed to pass unnoticed. 
If the New-Yorkers are to be believed Chi- 
cago has financially collapsed, while New 
York is wallowing in money. Is this true 
of New York? An article from the col- 
umns of the New York Evening Post, 
printed elsewhere in this issue, furnishes a 
partial answer at least. 4 

The Post sets forth that the evidences of 
a decline in the demand for products of 
building industry are seen in the increased 
number of foreclosure suits, in vacant 
buildings and parts of buildings, “ which 
are now greater than ever before in the 
history of the city,” in the steady decline of 
rental incomes from all sorts of property. 
and in recent failures and heavy losses 
among builders. It declares that this crit- 
icism applies to all sorts of property, but 
particularly to high office buildings, tene- 
ments, and flats, and that this tendency 
has been observable over a year. “ There 
is not a building which has not suffered 
seriously in the loss of tenants and rents,” 
while new buildings shared the same ex- 
perience of inability to secure tenants and 
rents. Even gilt-edged buildings have not 
been exceptions in the decline in rents, the 
rates obtained being only half those of three 
years ago. 

Mournfally says the Post: “ Never be- 

re were rents 80 low, never before were 


| 


its tale of woe the Post adds: “ A complete 
suspension of building in every branch for. 
two full seasons would leave no real want 
either of residence or business unsupplied. 
If it were said that the city is overbuilt be- 
yond the actual requirements of two years 


no one is in position to dispute the asser- 


tion.” - . | 

Such is the condition of poor old New York 
as related by one of its most reliable and 
conservative newspapers. Mr. Schoeffel’s 
superficial and flippant announcement may 
well be dismissed without further comment 
as utterly unfounded and ignoring the true 
cause of the operatic failure, but this state- 
ment from a leading New York paper as to 
the condition of things in the alleged me- 
tropolis is serious matter. Is it possible that 
a withering blight has struck New, York 
and that it is going to seed? Chicago has 
een hard times during the last two or three 
years like other American cities, but not 
hard enough to prevent it from having its 
cakes and ale, provided the cakes and ale 
wtre of the standard brand and worth the 
money. Chicago has no other feelings than 
those of sympathy with its seaport. It 
would like to helpit. If it will send out here 
a first-class, completely equipped opera 
troupe with the average number of prime 
donne Chicago will give a four weeks’ sea- 
son of opera right away for the benefit of 
New York’s building fund, the returns of 
which will astonish Manager Grau and Mr. 
Schoeffel also. 


TUESDAY REGISTRATION DAY. 

Day after tomorrow will be the only 
registration day for the city election. The 
Democrats are preparing for it in the usual) 
fashion. The lodging-houses in the First, 
Second, and Highteenth Wards are being 
filed with thoroughly instructed tramps, 
who will be at the registration places on 
Tuesday demanding that their names be put 
on the books. But the Republicans are on 


sthe lookout. They have learned thoroughly 


the tricks of their opponents. Then the elec- 
tion judges and clerks have been selected 
with more care this year than usual. A 
thorough canvase will be made of every 
precinct and the names of all the men who 
have registered fraudulently will be stri¢ken 
from the books, 

As Tuesday will be the only day of regis- 
tration, all those men who voted last fall 
and who have moved since then out of the 
precincts in which they were hiving must 
register day after tomorrow, or they will 
lose their votes. There has not been as 
much shifting around ae there is after a 
Mey moving, but thousands of voters-may 
have changed their residences since Novew- . 
ber. | If they forget to register they will dis- 
franchise themselves. Then when election 
day comes they will be plagued with useless 
regret. Every man who wishes the city to 
be well governed for the next two years, 
as it has béen for the last two, should be 
sure to register if not already registered, 
and then to vote for Judge Sears. 


TRYING TO DECEIVE THE PEOPLE. 

The South Side Street railroad company is 
as anxious as are the North and West Side 
roads to obtain from the Legislature an ex- 
tension of its franchises for fifty years and 
@ guaraptee that it may collect five cents 
for each ride during that period. The com- 
pany would like to have its customers be- 
lieve that it ought to be granted these things 
—that it hae been so generous and self-sac- 


' rificing in the past as to be fairly entitled to 


these little legislative titbits. 

In the hope of converting the people and 
inducing them to abandon ‘their opposition 
to “ Farmer” Humphrey’s bills the South 
Side company has inserted a page advertise- 
ment in today’s Trisune. That page bris- 
tlese with statistics, maps, and diagrams, so 
constructed as to make South-Siders who 
cannot see beyond the ends of their noses 
believe that the company has done so much 
for them it would be a crying shame to re- 
fuse it anything. , 

The point on which the most stress is laid 
js that a nickel will buy more miles of travel 
now than ever before. In 1859 the South 
Side care did not run beyond Twelfth street, 
so # nickel would buy only a mile of travel. 
But in 1890 a person who felt inclined to 
do so could ride eight miles for the same 
-amount of money. He can ride fifteen miles 
now if he has the time to spare. 

All this is true, and it is also true that a 
passenger is carried much more rapidly than 
in the horee-car days. He travels more 
comfortably in winter, because, thanks to 
the demands of the people and the Council, 
the cars are heated. The company brags 
of its warm cars. It forgets how it fought 
what it called the “impracticable, un- 
healthy” notion of heating the cars. 

But there is another way of stating the 
case. In 1859 it cost 5 cents to ride from 
Lake to Twelfth street. It costs 5 cents 
now, though ten thousand travel only that 
distance where one did then. From 1862 
to 1879, when specie resumption began, it 
cost less than 5 cents to travel that dis- 
tance. In 1864, for insténce, the 5-cent 
note was worth between 2 and 3 cents in 
gold. In 1864 a person could travel. a 
little over three miles for about 2% cents. 
Now he has to pay 5 cents if he travels 
only half a mile. 

If every person using the South Side 
rogd had to ride to the end of the line there 
would be much more farce in the contention 
that the passehger.got much more for his 
nickel than of old. But such is not the 
case. The company cannot deny that 
where one man goes to the end of the line 
a hundred travel only one or two miles for 
their 5 cents. If the company cared to give 
all the facts it would state how many 
passengers it carries one mile or under, 
two miles or under, etc. 

The length of the average trip ig greater 
than it was in 1879, but it costs the com- 
pany less to carry the passenger the longer 
distance than it did the shorter distance. 
That is due to the reduced cost of motive 
power and to the greater number of people 
carried. So it is not because of the gen- 
erosity of the company that it gives more 
for a nickel than it used to, but because it 
ean afford to give more, and the people, 
knowing it, demand more and getit. Has 
the South Side company forgotten how, 
after the annexation of Hyde Park, the 
residents of that section demanded a single 
fare and got it, though the company swore 


| it meant ruin? 


The quedtion is not, however, how much 
the company gives its customers, but how 
much more it ean afford to give and yet 
make a fair profit. For it is not a private 
concern, owing nothing to the people. Its 
capital consists chiefly of the grant of the 
use of streets made to it by the people. , 

The company will not deny that it is mak- 
ing heavy profits now, though a man can 
ride farther for a nickel than he could for- 
merly. That fact cannot be denied when 
the'stock is 130 per cent above par. What 
steam railroad can make as good a show-. 
ing? Yet, although the volume of travel— 
over short as well as long distances—will 

» than double in the next half century, 


| If it were not the shares of that company 


wauid not sell for.230, Twenty or thirty. 
yeirs hence a five-cent fare will be still more 
excessive. The company will be able at that 


tiine to make money 6n the basis of a three-. 


éent fare anf the payment of half a cent per 
passenger to the city. That will leave it 
two and one-half cents per passenger. 

This is what the eompany will be forced 
to unless it can get the Legislature to pro- 
tect it against the just demands of the peo- 
ple. Foreseeing this, the South Side com- 


| pany is working with the other companies 


to secure from the General Assembly this 
continuation of its franchises and of an ex- 
cessive rate of fare. 

The people should not be fooled by maps 
and diagrams and statements that street 


car rides have cheapened more than steel - 


or silver or corn. The fact they must not 
lose sight of is that what they pay five cents 
for now they ought to get for four cents, 
Twenty years hence they ought to pay for 
the average ride only three cents. ‘But it 
will cost them five cents if the Humphrey 
bills pass. 


HARLAN’S BASELESS CHARGES. 
Instead of answering the legitimate ques- 
tions put to him by Mr. Dawes Ald. Harlan 
calls the former ‘‘a salaried solicitor of a 
great corporation” and asks: 


Does not this cordial approval of Judge Sears by 
the officers and attorneys of corporations, that to 


| @ large extent have thrived at the cost of honest 


government, and at the expense of people’s rights, 
suggest a doubt whether Judge Sears is likely to 
prove as satisfactory to the people as he is to the 
corporations? 


Does Ald. Harlan really think that Judge 
Sears will be a “ corporation” Mayor be- 
cause one Republican, an attorney of a cor- 
poration, urges -his election? Of course he 
does not? Then why this insinuation? 
Judge Sears has been on the bench for some 
years. If he has done anything during that 
time which shows friendship for corpora- 
tions why does not Ald. Harlan give the 
facts and thren let the people decide what 
they amount to, He has no facts. So he 
resorts to innuende—the coward’s weapon. 

The “ corporations” are not taking any 
part in the Mayoralty contest. They are 
not working for Sears or for Harrison. 
They are minding their own business and 
setting Ald. Harlan a good example. It is 
unfortunate he does not follow it. 

Nor did the “ corporations” have any- 
thing to do with the nomination of Judge 
Sears. They were not represented in the 
convention which selected him. That con- 
vention, the largest and in many respects 
the best which has been held in this city 
for twenty years, did its work without 
being bossed by anybody. 

The “ machine” did not run the conven- 
tion. Some of its members were absent. 
Others, including the alleged leader of the 
“machine,” were against Judge Sears. 
Some “machine” men were for him, but 
the nomination was made by the delegates 
after they had considered the qualifications 
of all the candidates. 

So Ald. Harian’s attacks on Judge Sears 
as the nominee of the “ machine” are silly. 
The record confutes them. They seem to be 
prompted by a desire for revenge. The con- 
vention did not see fit to consider Ald. Har- 
lan’s qualifications. The“ machine” men 
and the anti-machine men ignored him ut- 
terly. This displeases him. He thinks he 
should have been chosen. 
would have accepted and become once more 
a believer in the “ machine.” , 

Harlan is trying another tack now and Ys 
insinuating that the corporations want 
Judge Sears. What his next flight of fancy 
may be no man can tell. He may keep 6n 
till election day, piling falsehood on false- 
hood, and find himself two weeks hence 
without votes and without reputation. 

The people expected better things from 
Ald.

TO SAVE THE BIRDS. 
Prominent ladies of this city have met for 


the purpose of reviving and reorganizing the 
Audubon club, whose object is the protec- 
tion of the birds, not merely from the crue!- 
ties of boys and pot hunters, but from the 
more refined cruelty of fashion, which util- 
izes their plumage for-the gratification of 
female vanity and love of display. This is

It almost seems unnecessary:to cite the 
reasons why the object of this club should 
be carried out.

The finely ._plumaged and even the sober 
plumaged birds are slaughtered every year 
by millions to satisfy the demands of wom- 
en who want to decorate their bonnets and 
sometimes their wraps and dresses with 
their feathers. The result is that every 
year flowers and trees are left more and 
more exposed to the ravages of worms and 
insects upon which these birds feed. The 
slaughter has become so monstrous that 
many species have almost entirely disap- 
peared, while others are becoming rare 
which once were common. Again, the proc- 
esses by which these birds are deprived of 
their wings, when they are not used entire, 
are horribly cruel. Probably few women 
who make these displays of corpses on their 
hats are aware that most of these birds are 
snared and then skinned alive and pre- 
pared, in order that the feathers may not be 
injured as they would be by shooting. 

The arguments against this practice are 
numerous enough and not a good word can 
be said in its favor. It is based purély upon 
vanity. One would think that vanity might 
be satisfied with ribbons, furbelows, jets, 
baubles, flowers, vegetation, fruits. and 
pretty nearly everything else in the ologies 
of science without sacrificing millions of 
little and large birds every year to gratify it. 
Probably not every woman who wears birds 
is cruel. She is either indifferent or thought- 
less, as she is in her many cruelities to the 
horsé, or she wears them because other 
women do. The good women who are about 
to enter upon this crusade. therefore, have 
ho easy task before them. They have to 
fight fashion and persona! vanity, the two 

mngest forces. in human nature. To ac- 


cotiplish attything they must first strike at. 


those highest in éociety, as they are the 
arbiters of apparel and decoration. If the

DOUBLE EXECUTION AT NEWPORT, KY, 

The execution of Scott Jackson and 
Alonzo Walling at Newport, Ky., for the 
murder of Pearl Bryan was the last scene 
in one of, the most.tragic crimes of the 
year. Both men have made desperacc ef- 
forts to escape the death penalty. Confes- 
sions and counter-confessions and denials 
of previous confessions have figured prom- 
inently in the series of ingenious devices 
by whicb they have sought to inspire a feel- 
ing of doubt as to their guilt. On the last 
day Jackson tried a new confession, in 
which he exonerated Walling and took all 
the blame on himself, obviously hoping that 
the execution of both would be delayed 
until his latest story could be investigated. 
But when be found that only Wailing 
would be granted a respite ard that he must 
die at the appointed time he withdrew that 
confession also and branded it false like 
the rest. This episode, however, was ex- 
traordinary at such a time. Gov Bradley 
had telegraphed ‘instructions that the cxe- 
cution of Walling should be deferred if 
Jackson made a statement on the gallows 
that Walling was innocent. It is difficult 
for the imagination to picture a situation 
more dramatie. It was in Jackson's power 
to stop the process of law in the case of his 
confederate in crime, and for five minutes 
just before he passed into eternity he was 
allowed to consider what his decision would 
bes But in this crucial test he refused to 
declare Walling innocent, and both men 
were executed together. There has never 
been any reason to doubt the correctness 
of the jury’s verdict, and little public sym- 
pathy has ever been felt for the murderers. 
Both were dental students, with more than 
average intelligence and apparent refine- 
ment, yet when they murdered Pearl Bryan 
to save themselves from possible embar- 
rassment they. mutilated her as if they were 
possessed only of the lowest brute instiucts. 
There were no extenuating circumstances 
in their crime on which to hang a suggestion 
of mercy. They were not actuated by hate, 
or revenge, or sudden anger. 
with cold-blooded design to remove the girl 
whose wrong against them consisted in 
having been their victim. There have been 
few cases where the death penalty has 
fallen on more deserving heads than those 
of Jackson and Walling. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM’S NEW FUNCTIONS, 
One of the prerogatives generally conced- 
ed to royalty and court circles is to impress 
their customs on the forma! social life of the 
capitals of the world: The process of imita- 
tion carried on through the various social 
strata finally extends the sway of these con- 
ventionalities until, with certain necessary 
modifications and limitations, they become 
all-engrossing. The court of the German 
Emperor probably has been less potential 
in this respect than that of Victoria, yet the 
influence of its example is occasionally great 
enough to warrant some apprehension lest 
the latest tagary credited to it should gain 
a recognized standing among the social lead- 
ers of the rest of the world. The Daily Mail 
of London records the incident referred to 
| an article on the personal manners of the 
mperor when he indulges in a plunge in 
the sociulswim. It says: ) 
Pinching guests and trying to trip them with 
his sword are among the antics attributed to the 
sovereign. 

It will be apparent at once that the intro- 
duction of these two forms of social diver- 
sion would be attended with much awkward- 
ness in the United States. An American 
host of course would not be able to trip up 
his guests with a sword, because Americans 
do not wear swords, but even if a cane or 
umbrella were substituted it would require 
long practice on the part of the tripper and 
the trippee to go through the performance 
with the grace and serenity essentia! to all 
important social functions. It does not 
seem probable that proficiency could ever 
be attained in this difficult feat by enough 
persons to insure the popularity of the cus 
tom. As to “ pinching guests,” excellence 
might be more easily reached, but the tem- 
per of the average American of either sex 
would make the practice, even as a social 
function, extremely hazardous. It would 
be necessary to adjust pinches with nice ob- 
servance of the endurance of the’ pinchee, 
otherwise involuntary ejaculations of pain 
would inevitably ensue to the detriment of 
the social event. Occasions would surely 
arise, moreover, when the persons pinched 
would retaliate with chairs or any other 
weapon convenient, which would seriously 
mar the amenities of the occasion. It is to 
be hoped that the German Emperor will not 
press this social innovation and will resort 
to lees dangerous novelties in the treatment 
of his guests. 


BANISHMENT OF QUEEN RANAVALONA. 

The banishment of Queen Ranavalona 
completes the subjugation by France of the 
Hova Kingdom in Madagascar. It is the 
outcome of a ruthless and brutal invasion. 
In that European concert of territorial plun- 
der, under which a continent was being 
parceled out into “spheres of influence ” 
and all that, France had set her envious eye 
on the Island of Madagascar. The first step 
toward its acquisition was to declare a 
** protectorate ” over it—the protectorate of 
the wolf over the lamb. 

In 1890 Lord Salisbury, being then, ase 
now, at the head of the British Government, 
compounding felonies and trading off coun- 
tries that did not belong to eitheriof them, 
entered into agreement with the French 
Government, giving the latter permission 
to go ahead and do whatever it had a mind 
to do with Madagascar under cover of its 
protectorate. This claim to sovereignty 
over the Kingdom of Ranavalona, however, 
the United States never admitted. During 
the administration of President Arthpr the 
Queen sent a noble and impassioned appeal 
to him to use his powerful influerice to pre- 
vent the consummation of tle French out- 
rage upon the independence of her nation. 
It was an appeal worthy of the utmost con- 
sideration, Chief among the grievances 
used by the French Government as pretéxt 
for assuming to dictate the foreign policy 
of the Queen’s government was its action 
in prohibiting the importation of rum. Wit- 


They acted: 


ern history of the sure and rapid emergence 
of a people from barbarism into an enlight- 
ened and happy civilization. In connection 
with the efforts of missionaries and other 
teachers—some of them from’ France, but 
most of them from England—echools had 
been established in nearly all parts of the 
kingdom, with hundreds of local churches, 
a free press, and other kindred agencies, the 
Queen herself earnestly favoring everything 
tending to the elevation of her race and 
country so far and as fast as the people 
seemed to be capable of it. Whether now 
all this unique evolution, so signally begun, 
from barbariem into civilization is about to 
be frustrated and lost remains to be seen. 
The French colonial administration may 
have learned wisdom from the past. It 
would be an infinite pity to convert Mada- 
gascar into another Cuba. 


Fioops have revealed the approaches to 
another ‘‘ wonderful cave,” this time in Clay 
County, Ind. It is remarkable that these 
cave revelations are made in groups by what 
may perhaps be termed the action of a cave 
wave. This Indiana cave seems to be an 
unpretentious affair, divided into a half doz- 
en rooms and plentifully endowed with the 
customary equipment of bones. Then there 
was one unearthed somewhere in Wisconsin 
which seemed to contain nothing but ham- 
mers, large affairs adapted apparently to 
the requirements of some prehistoric car- 
penters. The most spectacular cave of them 
all Was the one found a few days ago which 
seemed to harbor one of these prehistoric 
personages brought back to life again, for 
the discoverers of this hole in the earth dis- 
tinctly saw the alleged cliff dweller just be- 
fore he plunged into his ancient abode and 
disappeared from view. It seems to be rea- 
sonable to expect a few more caves to be 
born before the epidemic dies out, and their 
contents will depend of course largely on the 
imagination of the finders. 


THE soul of Mme. Blavatsky appears to be 
a provokingly restless affair, given to.wan- 
dering about the human temples of india in 
a disconcerting way. Now it has been lo- 
cated positively, according to one authority, 
in a young Brahman, while two or three 
experts are equally sure that they have de- 
tected it in other pereons. The unfortunate 
part of the Brahman’s condition, however, 
is that he is “ too young yet to know whose 
spirit is in him,” so that the soul seems to 
be leading a sort of anonymous existence for 
the time. It is not probable,, however, that 
the young Brahman will be called upon to 
make use of this spirit, for it will doubtless 
flit away soon and take up a new residence 
in accordance with its previous nomadic 
career. In the meantime the public will con- 
tinue to feel a lively interest in the move- 
ments of the celebrated soul, which could 
only be increased if the directors of its itin- 
erary would announce some kind of a pro- 
gram of stopping places.

CHANGE FROM STEAM TO ELECTRIC- 
ITY IN CHICAGO’S BRIDGES. 


Dearborn Street Structure Goes Into 
Permanent Operation Tomorrow, 
Clark Street Is Already Under Con- 

- straction, and Many Others Are 
Having Plans Made fer Them—Sub- 
stitutior of Motive Powers Is Sim- 
ple—How the Current Works. 


66 E the great red peppers!’ mut- 
tered the big Irish policeman 
who stands on duty just off South 
Water street at the approach of 
the Dearborn street bridge. ‘f Who in 
Ballymoreland would iver think that little 
wire cud swing that e-normous sthructure.”’ 
He scratched his perplexed head so vigorous- 
ly that his helmet came near falling into the 
greasy water of the river below, and gazed 
in wonder first at the moving bridge and then 
at an insulated wire about the size of his 
little finger which stretched from the Dear- 
born street trolley line down to the foot of 
the great turntable. “‘ Well, the power of 
‘the electric fluid do beat the divil.”’ 

It was the preliminary trial last week of 
the new motor which will begin tomorrow 
to run the Dearborn street drawbridge in 
the place of the old steam plant which has 
done duty evér since the structure was built. 
The tests were astonishingly successful, and 
furnish one more argument for the contem- 
plated change from steam to electricity at 
all the drawbridges in the city. It was this 

eat success in moving the bridge on its 

t trial that called forth the unstudied 
tribute to the wonders of science on the 
part of the big bridgy policeman.

from the rapidly revolving motor to the slow 
moving turntable and bridge is what neces- 
sitates all the gearing.

The first bridge to be operated in the city 
by electricity was the Van Buren stree* 
jackknife bridge. A huge 200-horse power 
motor has always done the work there, and 
has caused the greatest amount of trouble 
until fixed over a short time ago. Rush 
street bridge was the first of the swing 
bridges to be equipped, and it has given sa‘~- 
isfaction ever since it started. Wells street 
bridge, recently constructed by the North 
Side Elevated road to bear: its trains, 
and Lake street bridge, fixed over for the 
same reason by the Lake street: elevated 
road, have both electric power. Clark street 
is next in line, and work has already begun 
on the necessary changes. Plans are now 
being prepared by City Bridge Engineer 
J. E.. Roemheld for many more electric 
equipments in the most important parts of 
the city. The list includes Randolph, Wash- 
ington, Madison, Twelfth, Eighteenth, Canal, 


and Halsted street bridges. They will ail- 


be fitted up as fast as the work can be done. 
This is one of the few kinds of construction 
work that the city prefers to do itself, since 
no contractors can meet the special require- 
ments of the work as well as the specially 
trained engineers in the municipal employ. 
The saving to the city by the use of elec- 


tricity in place of steam on the bridges is | 


expected to amount to $10,000 or more each 
year. On the Halsted street lift bridge 
alone Engineer Roemheld estimates at least 
sixty tons of coala monthw be saved, and 
the gain in repairs and maintenance will be 
besides considerable. When new bridges 
are made necessary from time to time the

this change from steam to electricity, and 
the wonder to the observer is that it was 
not made long ago. By it the time of each 
swing is reduced at least one-half, and the 
annual expense is cut down a like propor- 
tion, saving probably $1,000 for the city an- 
nually on this one plant. It is no wonder 
that the city has just decided to fit out all 
“the big bridges with electricity, and is now 
Making plans for twelve other equipments 
similar to that just installed in the crossing 
of Dearborn street over the Chicago River. 
In bridges of the old type, such as that at 
Dearborn street, a house is built over the 
center of the structure to hold the ma-, 
chinery for swinging the bridge. In this 
littie shelter on stilts is crowded a coal bin, 
boiler, water tanks, feed pumps, steam and 
water piping, and an engine with its gear 
and shafting. Now, instead of all this elab- 
orate apparatus, a little electric motor, oc- 
pring perhaps twenty-five cubic feet of 
space, does all the work of the old equipment. 
Great is electricity. 1 


How Change Is Made. 


To change from steam to electric power in 
the Chicago bridges, all that ‘s required me- 
chanically is to mount an ordinary street 
car motor on the main shaft of the bridge 
machinery. The wiring problems area little 
, harder, since a rolling contact must be pro- 
viced when the bridge swings, and the con- 
nection with the shore must at all times be 
maintained. This means a pair of rings of 
trolley wire fixed in the abutment under the 
bridge, and two small trolley arms with their 
wheels to bear on them. Moreover, a sub- 
‘™arine cable has to be run from.the center 
pier to the shore end, from which power is 
received. 

—All this has been done on the Dearborn 
street bridge except laying the cable. This 
last will be finished before navigation opens. 
In the preliminary tests last week it was 
found that the bridge could be swung to mid- 
stream by the motor in ten seconds if neces- 
sary, while the best previous record of steam 
is about twenty-five seconds. As a matter 
of regular operation, about half the usual 
amount of time will be needed now. Some 
small wiring matters being put right occu- 
ee the rest of last week, and now the bridge 

ready for regular operation by electricity.

The greatest feature of the intercollegiate 
contests will be the relay race and records 
will without doubt be broken. The size of 
the Coliseum makes it especially adaptable 
for an indoor meet and the conditions are 
the best for fast performances. In this 
contest will be entered all the fastest sprint- 
ers of the West and also the Yale and Har- 
vard teams, according to present plans. 

In inviting the different institutions to en- 
ter Mr. Stone has been particular to find out 
their preference in regard to the teams they 
would prefer to contest with in order to avoid 
pitting an inferior team against one with 
which it had no chance. 


Events for Preparatory Schools. 


A full representation of all the preparatory 
schools in the vicinity of Chicago is expected 
with a number of those in neighboring 
States. Relay races and other standard 
events will be arranged for these teams. 
Plans are already before the Cook County 
Interpreparatory League. 

Among the high schools a similar plan i® 
being discussed. In the high school relays 
it is a question whether to enter relay teams 
of four or six members, and Mr. Stone is 
strongly advising that teams of six runners 
be entered. ‘ 

For the ordinary high school athlete a 
quarter of a mile is too hard a race to be 
attempted. A vote is w being taken 
among the schools in regafd to the question. 

It is likely a sport which has never been 
seen in the West will be introduced at the 
Coliseum—discus throwing. Richard Shel- 
don, who holds the world’s record for this 
eport, will compete, and has written Col. 
Hamburger promising to be present at the 
time. 

During the week special athletic events wil! 
be arranged, open to all colleges, in order 
to bring together some of the most noted 
runners in the country. Such sprinters as 
Bernard J. Wefers, the Georgetown Uni- 
versity champion; Burke of Boston Univer- 
sity, who won several races at the Olympic 
games at Athens, and who is now inter- 
collegiate champion Jarvis of Pennsylvania, 
the mile champion, and a number of other 
fast college men have sent letters to the 
C. A. A. promising to compete. 


Special Military Championships. 


Military champions will also be brought 
together in a similar arrangement. Hjert- 
berg, the one and two-mile champion from 
the Twenty-second Regiment of New York: 
Hollander, the half-mile champion of the 
same regiment, and Buck, also from the 
Twenty-second, and the fastest 220 and 440 
yard runner in the militia, have all promised 
to compete, : 

A brief review of the enterprise is interest- 
ing, for it has groWn in a short space of 
time and has received heartier support than 
any similar enterprise for an athletic event, 
for even the great intercollegtate contests 
do not receive the support they often merit.

He was given a dinner at the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club by C. C.

The 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association, the In- 
terscholastic Athletic Association, the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, the Y. M. C. A., andthe 
Turn Verein were all represented by their 
chief executives. The army was represented 
by Gen. H. C. Corbin; Col. Humphries, and 
Col. F. C. Muhlenberg. Lieut. George Bar- 
nett was présent as the representative of the 
navy. 

At the dinner the plans as suggested by 
Col. Hamburger and the Chicago Athletic 
club were discussed and were given the un- 
qualified indorsement of all the guests, and 
the officers of the organizations went fur- 


ther and wrote letters to Col. Hamburger,’ 


assuring him of their support, and so it is 
that the coming carnival has greater sup- 
port and includes more departments of 
athletics than any tournament ever pro- 
posed before. . 

Returning to Chicago, Col. Hamburger at 
once began active work, and one of his first 
efforts was to enlist the aid of the soldiers 
at Fort Sheridan. They were enthusiastic 
in support of the plan, and are now practic- 
ing daily for the coming events. The pro- 
ceeds of the carnival will go to the United 
Charities of Chicago.

Whether you like | 
a play or not ts entirely «@ matter of taste. 


There can be no doubt, however, as to the 
workmanship. In construction, dalogue, 
and the treatment of the central character 
* The Rogte’s Comedy ” is not only infinitely 
better than “ The Middleman " or “ Judah, 
but it surpasses also the more mature ef- 
forts of the same pen. Technically we have 
Mr. Henry Arthur Jones at his best in “ The 
Rogue’s Comedy,”’ and since Mr. Jones, on 
account of the many successful plays that 
he has written in the last twenty years, may 
ustly claim to be the foremost English 
Se aist of the day, it follows that Mr. 
Willard is now presenting to us a fair exam- 
ple of the best wares to be found in the En- 
glish theatrical market. 

If this is really the case a little considera- 
tion will bring us to the conclusion that 

‘there is something radically wrong with our 
ists—for at present American and 
English playwrights may be regarded, for 
ali practical purposes, as laboring under the 
game disadvantages. “‘ The Rogue’s Come- 
dy” is a well constructed play for the most 
part. There is nothing at all impossible or 
even improbable in the story. Any one who 
is inclined to think soought to remember the 
crowds of presumably sane and well-edu- 
cated people who tumbled over one another 
in their anxiety to learn the future from a 
almist. called Cheiro about a year ago. 
he only difference between Cheiro and 
Bailey Prothero is that the palmist charged 
86 for a séance while the rogue in Mr. Jones’ 
piay had more nerve and asked $50. 

Possibly it would be better to vary the 

‘business in the first act to avoid the risk of 
tediousness, but that is a minor point. For 
the rest the action is wonderfully quick, 
when the subject is considered, and the 
climax is reserved for the end of the play. 

The dialogue is strong and at times bril- 
liant. Mr. Jones has never attempted to 

cope with such men as Oscar Wilde, Sydney 
Grundy,. or Arthur Pinero in this respect. 
His conversations have neither the pre 
meditated splendor of paradox and epigram 
that was mainly responsible for the success 
of “Lady Windermere’s Fan’”’ nor the 
unexpected keenness of Pinero’s wit. Mr. 
Jones is often obvious and trite, yet incisive 
withal. His sentences come quick and 
straight, like the blows of a skillful boxer, 
and this directness of aifh is in the long run 
more effective than the more showy antics 
of the literary acrobat. Finally the charac- 
ter of Bailey Prothero is a work of art, to 
find whose equal it Is necessary, as has been 
gaid before, to go back to Baizac and his 
* Pére Goriot.” 

And yet Mr. Jones has not written a play, 

a@t all, in the real sense of the ward. In the 
first place, he cannot give up the tendency 
to satire which has haunted him through- 
out his career. A satire may live t! ough 
the ages and be read with delight long after 
the state of society which called it fo: .h has 
ceased to exist. Juvenal has [ost very little 
of his spicy favor in all these centuries and 
the comedies of Aristophanes are still the 
@elight of every schoolboy. But satire is orie 
thing and the drama is another. Moreover, 
the kind of satire in which Mr. Jones in- 
duiges is of a different nature from that 
phich illumined the dialogue of the “ Frogs.”’ 
Aristophanes wrote his plays with the sole 
' dntention of raising laughter at the expense 
of his political enemies, and he leaves no 
Goubt in the mind of his audience as to who 
his victims may be, for he calls them boldly 
by. name and he ridicules their personal pro- 
pensities. Mr. Jones, on the other han, 
sets himself to write a real play and inci- 
dentally takes the opportunity to let fly a 

Dolt at the frauds of society. But he has 
n er the cleverness nor the license of 

Aristophanes. The men that he holds up to 

. gidicule are not real men at alk, but puppets 

of straw, without resemblance to anything 
in the life around him. They are conventio1.- 

id ge of men and women as they are sup- 

‘to. exist in the pagés ofcheap novelists 
and the minds of the people that read them. 

Take, for instance, the elderly rake called 

Lord John—because members of the 
@ristoeracy are always debauched in the 

stories of the Family Herald and other pe- 
riodicals which are eagerly devouréd by 

- gervant girls; is it ible that Mr. Joncs 

regards this faint itation of the Baron 

Chevriel as a genuine portrait or even a 

passable c&éricature? Again, listen to the 
stammering Lord Bister, with his pathetic 
anxiety to-know whether the company is 

“really all right,’ because he wouldn't like 
to be connected with anything that wasn't 
“all right.” Do we not instantly recognize 
the picture of the hereditary peer and leg- 
isiator such as we find him depicted by tg- 
norant agitators and demagogues who have 
never seen, far less spoken to, a member of 
the House of Lords? It is true that the 
names of peers have been found often 
enough upon the prospectus of a bogus com- 

ny, but for every such title we can finda 
ozen names of respected commoners on the 

Bame page. And so it is with nearly all the 
subsidiary character in the play. They dre 
not genuine, they are not even remotely rer- 
qniscent of men and women im real life. It 
may be urged, of course, that a satire is al- 
ways overdrawn, it is meant to raise a laugh, 
&nd must not be taken too seriously. But 
it must be remembered that “‘ The Rogue's 
Comedy” is not primarily intended for a 
gatire, and even if it were, there is nothing 
to be gained by satirizing imaginary typcs 
which have no real existence. To laugh in- 
telligently at the foibles of any section of so- 
ciety it is necessary first to know something 

of the manners of the people who live in it. 

To judge from “‘ The Rogue’s Comedy,"’ Mr 

Jones must have gathered his knowledge of 

London society from novels of Ouida and 

the columns of an alien newspaper.

When you come to examine a man’s heart 
he has passions and principles of his own 
whether he be a Prime Minister or a butcher, 
and his station in'life, even his education and 
surroundings, have little to do with his real 
personality. For a drama of genuine human 
interest a knowledge of this real personality 
is necessary, and there is not a single En- 
gelish or American dramatist who is fit to 
act aS amanuensis to Ibsen when that 
knowledge is taken into consideration.

There is another point to be considered 
still with regard to this tendency to intro- 
duce wholly imaginary characters into what 
is,intended to be a society play. Granted 
that neither Mr. Jones nor any other English 
dramatist has the ability to create genuine 
subsidiary characters, his knowledge of the 
world ought at least to prevent him from 
fillmg his picture of society with such an 
odd assortment of caricatures. 

We have only to look around us to see 
that the constant tendency of civilization 
is to do away as far as possible with any 
outward signs of rank. When you pass a 
man on the street or meet him casually in 
a reeeption room it is impossible to tell 
from his appearance or the manner of his 
conversation whether he is President of the 
United States or the cashier of a~ bank. 
Women, too, change their garments ac- 
cording to the fashion and the season of the 
year, and do not exhibit their hearts tn the 
cut of a sieeve or the pattern of an em- 
broidered skirt. Any picture of modern 
society in which it ts possible to single out 
‘the professions and rank of the different 
characters portrayed must therefore be a 
bad one. It may be urged, of course, that 
there is no other way of distinguishing them 
from one another. There is no other way 
for second-rate dramatists. The great men 
of dramatic literature find a way, because 
they know human eharacter, in the first 
place, and they instinctively know the so- 
clety which they attempt to depict. There 
is one of the great advantages of José Eche- 
garay, as Mr. Bernard Shaw rightly points 
out in his criticism of “‘ Mariana.” TEche- 
garay has been, in his time, a great savant 
and a great statesman, and when he under- 
takes to put the favored ones of the earth 
upon the stage he makes them behave as 
they doin real life. Mr. Henry Arthur Jones 
evidently does not know how they behave in 
real life, so he draws upon cheap periodicals 
and a scanty imagination for his effects.

HYPNOSIS BY A DRUG. 


QUEER EXPERIMENTS MADE ON THE 
EFFECT OF HASHEESH.

Tests Made Upon Five Persons Give 
Marked Evidence That the Indian 
Narcotic Produces Effects Similar 
te Those of Hypnotism—How It 
Might Be Used Effectively in Crim- 
imal Onses—Expert Opinion on the 
Subject.

thing suggested to Dr. Parkyn a_ story 
he had heard a long time before about the 
young man who was under the influence of 
the drug. He . mentioned the fact to the 
crowd as a joke, but witholding all names. 
In a second the man on the bed began to 
talk. He told the whole story, with addition- 
al details previously unknown to al the 
party, gave the names in full, and made 
generally a clean breast of the matter. He 
afterwards said that if there was any one 
thing in the world he was determined not to 
do, it was to give those nameés. He stated 
later that he tried as hard as he could to 
keep them hid away down in some corner of 
his mind, but that in spite of himself they 
came out before he was aware what he was 
saying. The dramatic revelation was fairly 
uricanny to listen to; told with a thick voice, 
with silly merriment, and evidently with the 
greatest desire to conceal the facts, yet 
under an overpowering impulse to confess. 

This action has frequently been noticed 
by Dr. Gatchell in his experiments with the 
drug, as wil) be seen by his deductions from 
the evening’s experiments, as follows: 

‘*In my study of the action of hasheesh, the 
marvelous drug, I have observed one feature 
which, I think, throws some light upon the 
kindred subject, hypnotism. 

‘* Hypnotism is an induced somf#ambulism. 
The hasheesh state is a drug-induced hyp- 
notism. 

“This view of the action of hasheesh is 
supported both by reason and by experiment. 
Some subjects are not affected by the ordin- 
ary dose of hasheesh; some subjects cannot 
be hypnotized. Hasheesh will 
states resembling somnambulism, catalep- 
sy, lethargy. The same is true of hypnotism. 
In all these respects the two conditions, 
hypnotism and hasheeshism, are strikingly 
analogous. 


Hasheesh Like Hyprotism. 


“In the field of experiment this analogy 
is carried still further. In both conditions 
the special senses become hyperacute. In 
both the subject is highly susceptible to 
suggestion. It is in the latter respect that 
resemblance between the two conditions is 
most striking. The hasheesh subject be- 
comes the abject creature of suggestion. 
On suggestion water will taste like rinegar; 
on suggestion he will shiver with cold or 
perspire with heat; and so he may be in- 
duced to believe he possesses all the prowess 
and skill of a great pugilist, and the next 
moment be made to whinein the decrepitude 
of old age. Again, suggestions of pain, of 
grief, of joy, or any of a thousand and one 
emotions are accepted and acted upon as 
if they were realities. 

‘In the experiments performed at Dr. 
Parkyn’s School of Psychology, at which 
I was present, many of these features of the 
action of hasheesh were verified. 

“To me the chief interest in the drug 
lies in the suggestion of using it in erder to 
extract a confession from one suspected of 
acrime. I have several times demonstrated 
experimentally the possibélity of such ac- 
tion. If it were not for the legal obstacles 
in the way of putting this into practice I 
am confident that in some cases confessions 
could be extracted from suspected crim- 
inals which would lead to a revelation of 
facts that it would then be possible to cor- 
roborate by extrinsic evidence, and thus 
establish the guilt or innocence of the sus- 
pected parties. 

‘The conclusion that I would derive from 
these experiments is that the condition 
produced by the action of hasheesh on the 
brain-cell is really a drug-induced hypnot- 
ism. If this is true it throws much light 
on the latter state, and helps to free it 
from’ the mysticism with which it has too 
often been surrounded.

The recent death of Mme. Falcon, in her youth 
orie of the greatest of French singers, recalls some 
sad experiences. Until 1837, says the London Era, 
Madam Falcon had no rival amongst French 
operatic vocalists in Paris, when suddenly she 
lost her voice. In the hope that change of climate 
might benefit her she went to Italy, but when she 
returned to Paris and reappeared in opera it was 
evident that her vocal powers had gone. She burst 
into a passion of tears in sight of the audience, 
and was seen no more as an operatic star. Her 
retirement was so absolute that she refused the 
visits of old friends until 1884. when she told a 
companion of her youth she only wished to be re- 
garded as one dead. **‘My death,’’ she said, 
*“dates from the night when, leaning on the 
shoulder of Duprez, I conducted my own funeral 
in the midst of the sighs and tears of my sym- 
pathetic admirers.’’*' The unfortunate artiste 
changed her name and livéd ‘half a century in 
complete retirement, dying at last at the age of 
84. The fame of Mme. Falcon was won in a 
great measure by her draniatic intensity. her rich 
and powerful voice jending its charm to her fine 
conception of operatic characters. Shortly be- 
fore her death Mme. Falcon sald to a visitor: 
‘‘ As regards music, it affects my nerves and ex- 
asperates me, but at my time of life one must ren- 
der oneself useful, and that is why I give lessons 
to my dear little grandson; it is for him and not 
for myself that I touch the piano. In respect to 
my former triumphs, I think of them without 
either bitterness or regret.”

HE WRITES OF HORRORS 


CAPT. SIDNEY LANGFORD HINDE'S 
BOOK OF NATIVE AFRICA. ~ 


. 


According to His Statements in “ The 
Fall of the Congo Arabs” Canni- 
balism Is on the Increase and Is 
Attended by Customs of Inhuman 
Barbarity—Much -Interesting In- 
formation of ‘Other Sorts Is to Be 
Found in the Volume, 


” 


T seems to me that books are going in for 
the horrible nowadays as well as news- 
papers. There is scarcely a book of 
travels published that does not make our 

bloed run cold in our veins while we are read- 
ing it. Even Miss Kingsley in her African 
travels told of things that the Times would 
say were unfit to print. And sq they would 
be in a newspaper, but in a scientific book 
of travels it was different. Dr. Donaldson 
Smith was less horrible, but he, it seems, 
has called down the wrath of the London 
Daily Chronicle for wantom murder. The 
Chronicle is a very tender-hearted paper, it 
would appear. I remember that last sum- 
mer when I was in London I used to read 
its daily crusade against the wearers of 
osprey feathers. Well, I suppose that itis 
better to be too tender-hearted than not 
tender-hearted enough. . 

The latest book of horrors is “ The Fall of 
the Congo Arabs,” by Sidney Langford 
Hinde, a most flerce-looking gentleman if 
one may judge by his portrait given as a 
frontispiece to the book. The book, by the 
way, is not published here; a friend has 
loaned me an English copy. Aside from the 
nightmare between its covers, this book Is 
most interesting: Capt. Hinde declares that 
cannibalism is on the tncreasé among tribes 
that were guiltless of the crimié a short time 
ago. He writes: 


Atrocious Actions of Cannibals. 

“The people on the upper river—the 
Basongo—themselves cannibals, being in the 
habit of selling slaves and children lower 
down the river to Basongo Meno for food, 
he therefore ordered thé sentries on the river 
to take, or fire on, any canoes descending 
the river with children on board, and, after 
catching a few, succeeded in stopping the 
traffic. Some of the people belonging to 
Pania Mutumba (the chief of the tribe in 
question up the river) accompanied the com- 
mandant in an attack on Gongo’ Lutete, 
One of these men was on ‘sentry go’ for 4 
night, and, having shot a4 man, came in to 
report what he had done, and dispatched 
some one else to bring in the body. When it 
was brought in he found, to his astonish- 
ment, that he had shot his own father. He 
immediately went to Dhanis and complained 
that the spy he had shot was his father, and 
that it was very hard lines, since he was un- 
able to eat him. The commandant ordered 
him to bury the body properly, but discov- 
ered afterwards that, though the man would 
not eat the body himself, he had given it to 
his friends to eat. That same week a young 
Basongo chief came to -the commandant 
while at his dinner in his tent, and asked for 
the loan of his knife, which, without think- 
ing, the commandant let him. He imme- 
diately disappeared behind the tent, and cut 
the throat of a little girl slave belonging to 
him, and was in the act of cooking her when 
one of our soldiers saw him and reported 
what he was doing. 

“ This cannibal was put in irons, but some 
two months later I found him in such a 
wretched condition that, fearing he would 
die, I took him out of the chains, and gave 
him his liberty wih a warning. Scarcely a 
fortnight had passed, when he was brought 
in by some of our Hausa soldiers, who said 
he was eating the children in and about our 
cantonments. He had a bag slung around 
his neck, which, on examining, we found 
contained an arm and a leg of a young child. 
As three or four children had disappeared 
within the fortnight, and there had been no 
deaths amongst them in camp, this was at 
the trial considered sufficient evidences 
against him, and he was taken out and shot, 
as the only cure for such an incorrigible.”’ 

The cannibals made no setret of their 
atrocious customs and.Capt. Hinde illus- 
trates his statement with anecdotes that 
are unprintable. 

He, as well as Miss Kingsley, paid special 
attention to the medicine men, one of whom 
he found engaged in the pleasant pastime of 
poisoning people. For this disregard of hu- 
man life he was arrested. 


Trial of the Medicine Man. 


*‘He was brought in for trial much to the 
surprise of the native population, who ar- 
rived by hundreds to see what would happen 
to us for having interfered with him. Upon 
being found guilty he was sentenced by the 
tribunal to receive a flogging. Before his 
sentence was carried out, however, the Com- 
mandant told him publicly that he was going 
to be flogged, but that he would be allowed 
to make medicine first, in order that he 
should not feel it. He replied that he had 
nothing to make medicine with, his materi- 
als being all in his hut. Some men were ac- 
cordingly sent to his village, and returned to 
the compound with the hut itself and every- 
thing it contained. He was thereupon put. 
inside it, and given half an hour to make 
medicine, after which he was taken out and 
publicly flogged, His squeals soon con- 
vinced the assembled multitude that the 
white man’s “* medicine" was stronger than 
his, and when liberated afterwards we were 
obliged to give him a guard as protection 
against the natives over whom he had so 
long tyrannized, and who would otherwise 
have torn him to pieces, The following day 
there was a tornado accompanied by a hail- 
storm, some of the hallstones being as large 
as hens’ eggs. Hail is a most unusual oc- 
currence in this district—in fact, numbers 
of natives said they had never seen it before; 
and it was immediately supposed by the 
native population to be a vengeance brought 
on us by the ‘ medicine man’ for having in- 
terfered with him. As we, however, all 
rushed out and collected the hailstones. 
with which we made ited drinks, this feeling 
soon wore off, the natives tersely remarking 
that it was no good making medicine against 
the white man, who only ate it.” 

Capt. Hinde describes the Batwa, or “‘ lit- 
tle people of the forest,’’ whom he says are 
under four feet high. They are, however, 
sturdy and independent and great fighters. 
They possess an intimate owledge of 
poisons, and their bows antl arrows, though 
small, are deadly,weapons.. They can*shoot 
three arrows 80 Papidly that the last Is dis- 


charged before the first reaches its mark. | 


They are also able to throw a lance so that 
it goes In at one side of a man and out at 
the other. 

** Many of us,” says Capt. Hinde, “‘ were, 
however, scared by the seemingly magical 
appearance of those gnome-like beings with- 
in three or four yards of us, with their mur- 
derous little spears pointed for our destruc- 
tion. And, indeed, their success was often 
extraordinary enough to make one almost 
doubt their being human.” 

There seems to be no good reason for 
doubting Capt. Hinde’s word, but he does

INCREASE IN REALTY TRANSFERS. 


Totals in Excess of the Corresponding 
Week of 1896. 
Real estate transfers last week were 
slightly in excess of the aggregate for the 
corresponding week of 1896. Deeds placed 
on record in Cook County amounted to 
$2,092,439 last week, as compared with 
$1,839,915 for the corresponding week of last 
year. The transfers were largely of prop- 
erty in the outlying district, and the deals 
involved the trading of realty for the larger 
part of the consideration. Dealers report 
a large number of important negotiations, 
but this condition exists in the market at 
all times, and until some of the projects are 
closed count for little in the estimate of the 
general market. : 
The agencies are devoting themselves 
largely to the leasing business, and complain 
of the demands for lower rentals on the part 
of tenants, or, in case these are not granted, 
costly improvements are demanded as a rec- 
ompense.

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BELIEVE IN OLD TESTAMEN?-MIRMCLES. 


» Prominent Chicago Theologians Cling to the Supernatural 
Incidents Just as Related in the Bible. 


Eastern Churchmen Are Classed as Sensation Seekers with Congre- 
gations of Microscopic Size and Faith. 


LITERAL TRUTH OF THE MIRACULOUS IS INSISTED UPON. 


HICAGO clergymen will not tamely 
submit to the efforts of the Rev. Ly- 
man J. Abbott and the Rev. J. Minot 
Savage to tear from the Bible the 

stories of the supernatural, which have ever 
been entrancing features of the good book. 
The Revs. Abbott and Savage would have

ment to be mere symbolisms, and not actual 
occurrences. The story of Jonah and the 
whale, in the eyes of these men is a mere 
Washington and the cherry tree narration. 
Elijah’s ride in the flery chariot becomes a 
sort of Gessler and William Tell transac- 
tion. There was no casting of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abednego into the fiery fur- 
nace. The sun did not stand still at Josh- 
ua’s command so his adversaries might be 
slaughtéred. Moses did not divide the wa- 
.ters of the Red Sea so the children of Israel 
could escape from the hosts of Pharaoh and 
then roll them back to ingulf the wicked 
pursuers. Even the accounts of the Adamic 
creation, the temptation, and the expulsion 
from the Garden of Eden; the deluge, with 
its fascinating story of the building of the 
Ark and repeopling of the world—all of these 
would be ruthlessly tossed aside if the the- 
ory of the Revs. Abbott and Savage were 
to prevail. They do not particularize as to 
events, but each of them denies the truth 
of some important Biblical occurrence, and 
the general trend is toward a wholesale 
denial of the supernatural. 


Chicago Theologians Reject It. 
Chicago ministers, almost without ex- 
ception, reject the new teachings and stand 
by the Bible in its universally accepted form. 
They maintain the actuality of the miracles 
related in both the Old and New Testaments, 
and insist upon their acceptance as a vital 
part of the inspired word of God. Some 
of them are outspoken in their criticisms 
of the iconoclasts, and refer to them as 
“‘mere sensationalists.”” The editors of at 
least two prominent religious publications 
hold similar views of a more or less pro- 
nounced nature. , 
The Rev. Dr. Abbott's Position. 
The Rev. Dr. Abbott attracted attention 
some time ago by utterances which were 
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tention to build up a new theology based 
upon the theory of evolution. He denied 
the specia} revelations of the Old Testa- 
ment, the incarnation, and the general idea 
of the supernatural. It was radical ground 
for an orthodox minister to take, and has 
provoked a wide and lively discussion. 


Adamic Creation Is Denied. 

The Rev. J. Minot Savage now comes to the 
front with a broad denial of the Adamic, 
creation. He classes the Biblical account 
as a myth taken from the pagans. In doing 


so he said: 
“We cannot accept as true the ancient 
Mo- traditions of Adam and Eve. We cannot 


believe that on 


, 


the conduct of Adam and, 


~ 


Eve, two inexperienced and ignorant 
people, the destiny of you and meand count- 
less millions of people depended. It is ab- 
surd. It is grotesquely hideous to enter- 
tain such a belief. There does not exist on 
the face of the earth the slightest reason to 
belleve in the truth of the tradition which 
was a myth of pagan people and was from 
them ingrafted upon the Hebrews. 

‘“*‘ How many ministers are there in New 
York today who dare get up in their pulpit 
and candidly admit that they have no faith 
in the story of Adam, of Jonah and the whale, 
and of several other traditions in the Oid 
Testament? There are very few who would 
dare to do it, though there are many who 
discredit those stories. If the Rev. Dr. Ab- 
bott of Brooklyn were a smaller man in 
ministerial standing, he could not hold his 
position for a month, on account of his dis- 
belief in those traditions. The generality. 
of ministers, whether they believe in these 
mythical stories of the Bible or not, dare 
not express their disbelief. 


No Use for the Priests. 

* With the myth of Adam dissipated, there 
go with it other doctrines that grew out of 
it, such as the idea of total depravity. We 
do not need to be saved, in the sense 
preached by some, because we have never 
been lost through the so-called original sin. 
We do not need any conceited priesthood 
in elegant cathedrals and costly churches 
to stand as an intermediary between us 
and our creator. What we need is intellect- 
ual cultivation and brain, the power to un- 
derstand the kind of world we livein. Man 
needs to be educated intellectually and 
morally, to be taught the difference be- 
tween right and wrong, and to strive for 
righteousness.”’ 

What Chicago theologians think of the 
new theology is shown in the following 


statements: 


THE REV. W. T. MELOY. 
First United Presbyterian Charch. 


“The man who denies the inspiration of 
the Old Testament, or questions the truth- 
fulness of the supernatural or miraculous 
incidents therein related, must, to be logical, 
maintain a similar position toward the New 
Testament. You cannot separate the one 
from the other and say ‘this is true, but 
the other is untrue.” Yet this is the at- 
titude of Abbott and Savage and others 
of their class. As for myself I accept the 
Bible as an inspired work: a book written 
by men inbreathing the spirit of God. There 

be errors in translation or interpreta- 
tion from the originals, because those who 
performed this part of the work were but 
human, but there is no error or mistake in 
the word itself. The more I study the book 
the more deeply am I impressed with the 
wonderful accuracy and coherency of the 
great record.” 

** Do you accept the miraculous incidents 
as real occurrences?” ‘ 

“Most decidedly. There is nothing re- 
lated in the Bible that a believer in the

nt of Jonah and the whale has 
questioned by critics because of its alleged 
improbable nature, the throat of a whale. 
they. say, being too small to admit of a 
man being taken into the stomach of the 
fish. Now the Hebrew word for whale means 
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literally ‘big fish,’ and the scriptural ac- 
count says the Lord ‘ prepared a fish’ ex- 
pressly for the occasion. This being so it 
is but reasonable to suppose he prepared 
a fish with a throat large enough to admit of 
the passage of the body of a man. it is 
no uncommon thing, I am told, for fishermen 
in these modern days to find living fish and 
animals in the stomachs of large fish, and, 
this being so, there is nothing improbable 
in the statement that Jonah lived for three 
days in the whale’s belly. The miracle of 
Lot’s wife being turned into a pillar of salt 
is easy to accept after a visit to the Sait 
Lake region, where nature is today con- 
structing similar pillars. The saline vapor 
arises from the lake, the water is evapoPat:d, 
and the salt is blown about by the winds 
until trees, miles away from the lake, ure 
ee and become veritable pillars of 
salt.”’ A 

** And the delug=? What of that? ”’ 

“ Geology shows that at some remote time 
in the past there was a great convulsion of 
nature and that a great portion of the land 
must have been covered by water. Sea 
shells are found away up near the tone of 
what are now huge mountains. How did 
they get there unless carried by the action 
of the waves? There is nothing in the Bibie 
that cannot be accepted in its literal sense 
and with full confidence in its truth. The 
miracles of the Old Testament are no more 
wonderful than those of the New, but the 
latter are accepted, I believe, without ques- 
tion even by Mr. Abbott—that is, he is not 
on record as yet as questioning them.”

* The subject is too large and important to 
be handled in bulk. No mancan doit justice 
by giving a hasty, general opinion. Each of 
the miraculous incidents should be taken up 
and discussed separately, and the relation 
of each to the whole truth considered. Some 
of these incidents are undoubtedly literal: 
others gnay be merely figurative and intend- 
ed solely to illustrate some great truth. 
Take for instance the story of the Adamic 
creation, which is now referred to by Minot 
Savage as a mere paganmyth. Itis self-evi- 
dent that there must have been a first man 
or woman, call them Adam and Eve or what 
you will. These may even have been the pro- 
genitors of the prehistoric man to which sci- 
entists refer. At any rate there was a start, 
a beginning, and from this the creation of 
man dates.’’ 

* What do you think of the general prop- 
osition that the books of the Old Testament 
were not inspired, and that all the miracu- 
lous incidents related in them a** mere alle- 
gories or symbolisms?’’ 

*‘It is unfair to attempt to treat them as 
a whole. I can only reiterate my statement 


that some are literal while others may be 
symbolical.”’ ‘ . 


DR. W. C. GRAY, 
Editor of the Interior. 


*“*I do not think Dr. Abbott’s vagaries are 
worthy of the attention they are receiving. 
He started out some two months ago to 
build up a system of theology on the theory 
of evolution. In developing his new theology 
he said he absolutely denied the revelaticns 
to a special nation, meaning thereby the Old 
Testament scriptures; he also denied the in- 
carnation and the supernatural in general 
This was sufficiently sensational to be ut- 
tered by the successor of Henry Ward 
Beecher, but he has consistently and reg- 
ularly contradicted himself at every step of 
the progress of the development of his rew 
system of theology. He now says that he 
believes in the resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
and he admits the facts of miraculous inter- 
positions, and he speaks of unusual events, 
meaning by that expression miracles, and 
says they were signs of a superhuman power, 
substituting the word ‘superhuman’ for 
‘supernatural.’ This is throughout a flat 
contradiction of all that he said in his open- 
ing lecture. The man evidently has no fixed 
theological convictions, and has become a 
mere sensationalist. No man of intellectual 
self-respect would turn upon himseif inthe 
short limits of a course of lectures, and deny 
all the propositions which he had affirmed 
with great vigor of statement and absolute- 
ness. 

‘So far as Dr. Minot Savage is concerned, 
in denying the supernatural he is consistent 
throughout, and however much one may 
differ with him in his conclusions, he is en- 
titled to the respect which is due to a man 
who has comvictions and is not afraid to 
stand by them corsistently. 

“There is not the least danger that the be- 
lief in the supernatural, in the interventions 
of the Supreme’ Ruler in the affairs of his 
creatures, will ever be lost from the minds 
of men. This is nothing new. These sensa- 
tions arise from time to time and passaway, 
while the great mass of intelligent men go 
along quietly, with a firm, abiding faith in 
the goodness, love, and mercy of Almighty

“The Bible rests in part on the super- 
natural or miraculous. To deny everything 
in the Bible which is of a miraculous char- 
acter is of course to deny the Bible itself. 
There are some statements in the Bible in 
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physical setting which are not to be taken 
literally; that is, in a physical or material- 
istic sense. But in such cases the true mean- 
ing is always clear and plain. A passage in 
the Bible is not to be Nae oF describ- 
ing or affirming fhe th 0 ‘aculous, 
when a morg natural interpretation is posei- 
ble or probaBle. 

“The New Testament is full of miracle. 
Jesus came performing miracies. They 
were put forth as his credentials; they 
were urged as the ground of his claim to be 
heard as a teacher sent from God, If there 
is a place for the miracle in the New Testa- 
ment there {8 also a place for it In the Old 
Testament. The Bible is not a human 
The Bible is divine in its origin. It claims 
in the clearest terms to be a book of divine 
wisdom and power. It speaks in mary 
places of a Gisplay of divine power, of the 
manifestation of the miraculous. To deny 
these statements is to deny the book Itself.’’ 


THE REV. FRANK CRANE, 
Pastor Trinity M. E. Charch. 


‘‘Relieve in the lLiteralness of the Old 
Testament miracles? Why not? The Bible 
is a book of truth and well authenticated, 
Why should its narrations be questioned 
even by men of standing like Dr. Abbott? 
The situation to me is much like this: There 
is, say, an island in the Pacific which has 
been visited by only one man. As he leaves 
it the island is destroyed and disappears for- 
ever. He comes back and tells of wonder- 
ful things which occurred there. He is 
known as amanoftruth. Why should his 
narration be- doubted? Who Knows any- 
thing to the contrary of what he says? It is 
the same with the biblical stories. Here we 
have a number of occurrences, some of them, 
it is true, surprising in their nature, and yet 
why should we doubt them?

GIFT OF DEATH MASKS 70 PRINCETOR. 


Laurence Hutton’'s Noteworthy Collec- 
tion ef Relics Goes to the New 
Jersey Institution. 


Luck has come the way of Princeton Uni- 
versity. in the collection of death masks re- 
cently given it by Mr. Laurence Hutton. Mr. 
Hutton has been years in gathering the 
collection, and it is absolutely unique 
and of great value. No other approach- 
ing it in size exists anywhere, and 

it will make a most interesting ad- 

dition -to the rapidly growing colections 
of many sorts in the museums, galleries, 
and library of the New Jersey university. 

Mr. Hutton described this collection in 1892 
in a series of three papers published tn Har- 
per's Magazine. The illustrations published 
here are from its pages. 

“The value of a plaster cast as a portrait 
of the dead or living face,’’ he writes in the 
first of these papers, “ cannot for a moment 

. be questioned. It must of necessity be ab- 
eolutely true to nature. It cannot flatter; it 
cannot caricature. It shows the subject as 
he was, or is, not only as others saw him in 
the actual flesh, but as he saw himself. And 
in the case of the death mask particularly 
it shows the subject often as he permitted 
no one but himself to see himself. He does 
not pose; he does not ‘try to look pleasant.’ 
In his mask he is seen, as it were, with his 
mask off,’’ poe 

Mr. Hutton’s description, in the same pa- 

per, of the beginning of his collection and 
the prosecution of his search for these in- 
teresting relics is exceedingly interesting 
=< adds greatly to the value of the collec- 
tion, | 

“ The story of the beginning of my collec- 
tion,’ he writes, “‘is rather a curious one. 

“The half dozen masks upon which it is based 
were found early in the sixties in a dustbin 
in one of the old-fashioned streets which run 
toward the East River in the vicinity of 
‘Tompkins Square, New York. Their owner 
had lately died; his unsympathetic and un- 
appreciative heirs had thrown away what 
they considered ‘the horrible things’; a

THE HIGHER CRITICISM. 


AND THE SCIENTIFIC METHOD OF 
ARGUMENT. 


The Garden of Eden and “Fall of 
Man "—What the Liberal Clergy Be- 
lieve—Results of Modern Research 
as Summed Up by Prof. Andrew D. 
White in His Noted Book—Garden 
of Eden a Bit of Ancient Folklore— 
Scripture Ideas Borrowed from the 
Chaldeans, and Babylonians, and 
Buddhists—The Hebrew Bible a Re- 
sult of aibtue eter : 


ID the story of the Garden of Eden 
exist in Chaldean folklore a thousand 
years before the date when Moses is 
said to have composed it by inspira- 
tion? Was the story of Moses and the 
bulrushes told of the Accadian King Sargon 
a thousand years before Moses lived, 
and is the proof of this still in existence 
in the shape of cuneiform inscriptions? Is 
it true that the mystical tree of life and the 
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but when it appeared their exultation quickly 
changed to dismay. 

Prof. Sayce, while showing some severity 
toward certain minor assertions of the Rib- 
lical critics, confirmed all their more impor- 
tant conclusicns. A few of the statements 
of this champion of orthodoxy are noted in 
Dr. White’s book. 

The Oxford professor admitted that the 
week of seven days and the idea of Sabbath 
rest were of Babylonian origin; indeed, that 
the very word Sabbath is Babylonian; that 
there are two narratives of creation on the 
Babylonian tablets, wonderfully like the two 
leading Hebrew narratives in Genesis, and 
that the latter were undoubtedly drawn 
from the former: that the ‘‘ Garden of Eden ” 
and its mystical tree were known to the in- 
habitants of Chaldea in pre-Semitic days; 
that the beliefs that woman was created out 
of man, and that man. by sin fell from a 
state of innocence, are drawn from very an- 
cient Chaldean-Babylonian texts; that As- 
syriology confirms the belief that the Book 
of Genesis is a compilation; that portions of 
t are by no means so old as the time of 

oses; that the expression in our sacred 
book, “‘ The Lord smelled a sweet savor,” 
at the sacrifice made by Noah, is identical 
with that of the Babylonian poet, and that 
‘it is tmposeible to believe the language of 
the latter was not known to the Biblical 
writer’: and that the story of Joseph and 
Potiphar’s wife was drawn in part from the 
old Egyptian tale of ‘‘ The Two Brothers.” 

After a multitude of concessions like these 
Prof. Sayce further admitted that the Book 
of Jonah, so far from being the work of the 
prophet himself, could not have been writ- 
ten until the Assyrian Empire was a thing 
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PROF. ANDREW D. WHITE, 
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story of Eve and the apple were known to 
the inhabitants of ancient Chaldea long cen- 
turies before there was such a thing as a 
Jewish nation? 

All these things, and many more like them, 
are confidently affirmed by archeologists 
who have been delving in the records of 
ancient Assyria and in the lore of lately ce- 
ciphered Chaldean-Babylonian texts. 

It is these discoveries, an‘ the contirma- 
tory evidences thereof, found by the methods 
of higher criticism in the Bible itself, that 
the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, the Rev. Minot 
Savage, and other liberal preachers have of 


slate been putting into their sermons, much 


to the disquietude of the orthodox be- 
Hevers. ‘It is evident that these men have 
been drawing upon Prof. Andrew D. White's 
recent masterpiece, ‘‘ A History of the War- 
fare of Science with Theology,’’ a work taat 
sums up the whole mass of modern dis- 
covery on these subjects in a style calcu- 
lated to make it a mine of wealth for all who 
fee] free to think and investigate. 

There is one chapter toward the close of 
Prof. White’s second volume which 18 so 
apropos of the present discussion that it 
deserves here to be summarized. It is en- 
titled ** Victory of the Scientific and Litcrary 
Methods,” and it shows: how wonderfully 
the discoveries of the archseologists have 
appeared to substantiate the conclusions of 
the higher critics—how science and literary 
criticism have both led to,fhe same conclu- 
sions over entirely Independent routes. . 


Hebrew Myths Borrowed. 


Prof. White’s general proposition is this: 
odern investigation has proved beyond a 
bt that Genesis is a collection of religious 
or theological folklore now found to have 
been in existence centuries before the dates 
given them in the Hebrew scriptures. He 
says: 
“ The great discoveries of Botta and Lay- 


urd in Assyria were supplemented by the re- 


searches of Rawlinson, George Smith, Op- 
pert, Sayce, Sarzec, Pinches, and others, and 
thus it was revealed more clearly than ever 
before that as far back as the time assigned 
in Genesis to the creation a great civilization 
was flourishing in Mesopotamia; that long 
ages, probably 2,000 years, before the scrip- 
tural date assigned to the migration of Abra- 
ham from Ur of the Chaldees, this Chaldean 
civilization had bloomed forth in art, science, 
and literature; that the ancient inscriptions 
recovered from the sites of this and kindred 
civilizations presented the Hebrew sacred 
myths and legends in earlier forms—forms 
long antedating those given in' the Hebrew 
scriptures; and that the accounts of the 
creation, the tree,of life in Eden, the insti- 
tution and even the name of the Sabbath, 
the deluge, the Tower of Babel, and much 
else in the Pentateuch, were simply an evo- 
lution out of earlier Chaldean myths and 
legends. So perfect was the proof of this 
that eminent scholars in thé foremost seats 
of Christian learning were obliged to ac- 
knowledge it.” 

What made these conclusions the more im- 
pressive was the fact that they had been re- 
vealed by various groups of earnest Chris- 
tian scholars working on different lines, by 
——— methods, and in various parts of the 
world 

One of the first of these Christian investi- 
gators named by the author is the Rev. 
Francis Brown, a professor in a Presbyter- 
lan theological seminary in New York, who 
twelve years ago wrote a book on Assyriol- 
ogy which began with the declaration: ‘It 
is a great pity to be afraid of facts,’ and 
which bore full and frank testimony to the 
fact that Chaldean history was fatal to the 
sacred chronology of the Jews. He showéd 
that many of the early narratives in Genesis 
belong to the common stock of ancient tradi- 
tion and mentioned especially the example 
of the cuneiform inscriptions which record 
the story of Sargon, who lived a thousand 
years before Moses was born—how ® he was 
born in retirement, placed by his mother in 
a basket of rushes, launched on a river, res- 
cued and brought up by 4 stranger, after 
which he became King.” 


Testimony of Prof. Sayce. 


Early in the present decade it was noised 
abroad that the Rev. Prof. Sayce of Oxford, 
the most eminent Assyrioclogist and Eg yp- 
tologist of Great Britain, was about to pub- 
lish a work that would demolish the con- 
clusions of the “ higher criticism ” by a vig- 
orous use of the discoveries among the mon- 
uments cf Assyria a@d Egypt. The book was 
looked for eagerly -by the ok-line thinkers, 


of the past. He said the so-called historical 
chapters in the: Book of Daniel so conflict 
with the monuments that their author could 
not have been a contemporary of Nebuchad- 
nezZar and Cyrus. He found that Belshaz- 
zar referred to in the Book of Daniel as a 
King and son of Nebuchadnezzar was never 
a King, nor hgd Nebuchadnezgar ever such 
ason. In short, he found that the@ook as- 
sociated persons and events really many 
years apart, and that it must have been 
written at a period far later than the time as- 
signed in it for its own origin. 

Prof. Sayce found the Book of Ezra to be so 
full of inconsistencies that no amount of 
theological ingenuity could explain them 
away. He acknowledged that the Book of 
Esther was a piece of historical romance 
**founded upon one of those same tales of 
which the Persian chronicles seem to have 
been full.” 

In recounting all this Prof. White chuckles 
over the discomfiture of the traditionalists 
in the presence of their expected champion, 
and says they might well have repeated the 
words of Balak to Balaam: “I called thee 
to curs® mine enemies, and behold thou hast 
altogether blessed them.”’ 


Researches in Egypt. 

**No less fruitful,’’ Prof. White says, 
“have been modern researches in Egypt. 
While on one hand they have revealed a 
very considerable number of archzological 


and geographical facts proving the good 


faith of the narratives entering into the 
books attributed to Moses, and have thus 
made our early sacred literature all the more 
valuable, they have at the same time re- 
vealed the limitations of the sacred authors 
and compilers. | 

‘They have brought to light facts utter- 
ly disproving the sacred Hebrew date of 
creation and the main fabric of the early 
biblical chronology; they have shown the 
Suggestive correspondence between ‘the ten 
early dynasties of the Egyptian gods, and 
have placed by the side of these the ten ante- 
diluvian Kings of Chaldean tradition, the 
ten heroes of Armenia, the ten primeval 
Kings of Persian sacred tradition, the ten 
‘fathers’ of Hindu sacred tradition, and 
multitudes* off other tens, throwing much 
light on the manner in which the sacred 
chronicles of ancient nations were generally 
developed.”’ 

According to Prof. White the legends of 
the plagues of Egypt are in the main but 
natural exaggerations of phenomena that 
occur every year. For example, the chang- 
ing of the Nile into blood may be witnessed 
by any one who visits Egypt in summer. 
Maspero and Sayce tell us: ‘‘ About the 
middle of July, in eight or.ten days, the 
river turns from grayish blue to dark red, 
occasionally of so intense a color as to look 
very like newly-shed blood.” 

Modern researches have also shown that 
some of the most important features in the 
legends cannot possibly be reconciled with 
the records of the monuments. If testimony 
engraved on stone has any efficacy the 
Pharaoh of Exodus was certainly not over- 
whelmed in the Red Sea. As for the super- 
natural features the Hebrew relations 
with Egypt, the author remarks that even 
the most devoted apologists have become 
discreetly silent. 


Disclosures of Egyptian Books. 


Much stress is laid on the tell-tale similar- 
ity between the biblical myths and the an- 
client Nile story of “‘ The Two Brothers,” as 
well as of the wonderful ‘“‘ Egyptian Book of 
the Dead,” both of which the Egyptologists 
have translated in recent years. ln “‘ The 
Two Brothers” one of the most striking 
parts of our sacred Joseph legend is found, 
as well as the story of Sargon, which the 
biblical compiler adapted to Jewish use by 
applying it to;Moses, much as it had been 


| applied to various other personages for a 
thousand years previous. 


Some of the most striking features of the 
worship and ceremonial claimed to have been 
revealed especially to the Hebrews may now 
be found in published plan& of ancient 
Egyptian temples and of sculptures on their 
walis, which were already falling tnto ruins 
before Moses was born. 

“ Egyptologists have found in the ‘ Egyp- 
tian Book of the Dead’ and in various in- 
scriptions of the Nile temples and tombs, 
earlier sources of much in the ethics so long 
claimed to have been revealed only to the 
chosen people in the Book of the Covenant, in 
the Ten Commandments, and elsewhere. 
They have given to the world copies of the 
Egyptian texts showing that the theology of 
the Nile was one of the various fruitful 


sources of later ideas, statements, and prac- 
tices regarding the brazen serpent, the go!d- 
en calf, trinities, miraculous concéptions, in- 
carnations, resurrections, ascensions, 
and the hike, and that Keyptian 
sacro-scientific ideas eontributed to 
early Jewish and Christian sacred 
literature statements, beliefs, and even 
phrases regarding the creation, astronomy, 
geography, magic, medicine, diabolical influ- 
ences, and a multitude’of other ideas which 
we also find coming into earlier Jucaism in 
greater or less degree from:Chaidean and 
Persian sources.”’ : 

That Prof. White fs not “ afraid of facts,’ 
and that he sees nothing either to fear or 
to regret in the new light which science has 
thrown upon the Bible, is clearly shown in 
this summing-up paragTaph: 

“But Egyptology, while thus aiding to 
gweep away the former conception of our 
sacred books, has aided biblical criticism in 
making them far more precious; for it has 
shown them to be a part of that living 
growth of sacred literature whose roots are 
in all the great civilizations of the past, and 
through whose trunk and branches are flow- 
ing the currents which are to infuse a higher 
religious and ethical life into the civilizations 
of the future.’’ 

While archeologists were thus influencing 
enlightened opinion another body of scholars 
Was rendering a similar service through 
quite another means. Th® center of this 
work was at thé University of Oxford. The 
work was nothing less than a series of trans- 
lations of the sacred books of the Orient— 
the writings of Zoroaster, Buddha, and the 
other religious leaders of the far East. 
result of giving these books to the English- 
speaking peoples was to “ prove that in the 
religions of the world the ideas which have 
come as the greatest blessing to mankind are 
not of a sudden revelation or creation, but 
of slow evolution out of a remote past.’”’ 

It will be remembered that when Renan 
said: ‘‘ The influence of Persia is the most 
powerful to which Israel was submitted,” 
the statement brought down upon him the 
anathema of the traditionists. The truth 
of the statement seems now to be pretty 
generally conceded. 

Not only was it made clear by study of the 
Zend Avesta that the Old and New Testa- 
ment ideas of satanic and demoniacal modes 
of action were largely due to Persian sources, 
but it was also shown that the idea of im- 
mortality was mainly developed in the 
Hebrew mitrd during the close relations of 
the Jews with the Persians. Nor was this 
all. In the Zend Avesta were found in ear- 
lier form sundry myths and legends which, 
judging from their frequent appearance in 
early religions, grow naturally about the 
history of the adored teachers of our race. 
As typieal among these Prof. White cites the 
story of the temptation of Zoroaster. 


Revelations by Dr. Mills. 


Prof. White regards it as a significant and 
hopeful fact that the first frank and ex- 
plicit revelation regarding the biblical bor- 
rowings from Persian ideas was made in 
1894 by the Rev. Dr. Mills, an eminent 
Christian divine and scholar. Dr. Mills 
frankly and freely acknowledged that some 
of the most important articles in our creed 
came from the Zoroastrians, and through 
them to the Jews and to ourselves. Among 
these beliefs Dr. Mills traced out very con- 
clusively many Jewish doctrines regarding 
God and almost all our present notions of 
satan. 

In these ancient Persian writings he found 
acc@ints of the miraculous conception, the 
virgin birth, and the temptation of Zoro- 
aster. With regard to the last, Dr. Mills 
presented a series of striking coincidences 
with our Christian version of the temptation 
episode. He showed that there had been 


developed among the Persians, many cent-: 


uries before the Christian era, the legend of 
the vain effort of the arch-demon, one seat 
of whose power was the summit of Mount 
Arezura, to tempt Zoroaster to worship him 
—of an argument between tempter and 
tempted—and of Zoroaster’s refusal The 
doctor concludes that no Persian subject 
in the streets of Jerusalem could have failed 
to know this striking myth. 

In regard to the notable absence of any 
statement of the immortality of the soul 
in the Old Testament, Dr. Mills said that, 
among the Jews, “the doctrine of immor- 
tality was scarcely mocted before the later 
Isaiah—that is, before the captivity—while 
Zoroastrian scriptures are one mass of spir- 
itualism, referring all results to the heaven- 
ly or to the infernal worlds.”” He says this 
prior religion positively determined the be- 
lief among the Jewish religious teachers 
in the doctrines of immortality and resur- 
rection. 

Borrowed from Buddhism. 


Many of the narratives and ideas, as well 
as the existent forms and ceremonies, of our 
religion today are traceable to Brahma and 
Buddha. Studies in the sacred books of 
Brahmanism and in the institutions of 
Buddhism, the most widespread of all re- 
ligions, its devotees outnumbering those of 
a'l branches of the Christian church together, 
have proved especially fruitful in facts re- 
lating to gcneral sacred literature and early 
European religious ideas. 

The author dwells especialy upon the 
revelations made by the traveis of Fathers 
Huc and Gabet through Thibet a _ half 
century ago. After making one of the most 
heroic journeys on record, *these travelers 
brought to the notice of the world the amaz- 
ing similarity of the ideas, inetitutions, ob- 
servances, ceremonials, and ritual, and even 
the ecclesiastical costumes of the Buddhists 
to those of the Catholic Church. 

‘Buddhism was thus shown with its 
hierarchy, in which the Grand Llama, an 
infallible representative of the Most High, 
ig surrounded by its minor Llamas, much 
like Cardinals: with its Bishops, wearing 
miters; its celibate priests, with shaven 
crown, cope, dalmatic, and censer; its 
cathedrals, with clergy gathered in the choir; 
its vast monasteries, filled with monks and 
nuns, vowed to poverty, chastity, and 
obedience: its church arrangements, with 
shrines of saints and angels; its use of 
images, pictures, and iNuminated missals; 
its service, with a striking general resem- 
blance to the mass; antiphonal choirs; in- 
toning of prayers; recital of creeds; repeti- 
tion of litanies; processions; mystic rites 
and incense; the offering and adoration of 
bread upon an altar lighted by candles; the 
drinking from a chalice by a priest; prayers 
and offerings for the dead; benediction 
with outstretched hands; fasts, confessions, 
and doctrine of purgatory—all this was now 
clearly revealed.”’ 

The good father was evidently staggered 
by these amazing facts. But he did not 
falter for an explanation. Satan, in an- 
ticipation of Christianity, had revealed to 
Buddhism this divinely constituted order of 
thngs. This nalve explanation, however, 
did not suit the superiors of the Roman 
Church. They put Father Huc’s book under 
the ban, and the ambitious author was sent 
upon no more missions. 

Baddha a Christian Saint. 


A curious fact is recorded by Prof. White, 
It seems that Buddha himself figures today 
on the Catholic calendar of saints. The 
author shows how he got there, and how the 
original error has been perpetuated by the 
infallible sanction of a long line of Popes, 
He relates the story, not only for its bearing 
upon Papal infailibility, but as showing how 
many of thé beliefs of Christendom have 
been developed through the influence of older 
religions. ' 

Early in the seventh century there was 
composed, probably at the Convent of St, 
Saba, near Jerusalem, a pious romance en- 
titled *“‘ Barlaam and Josaphat,” the latter 
personage, the hero of the story, being rep- 
resented as a Hindu Prince converted to 
Christianity by the former. 

This story, having been attributed to St. 
John of Damascus in the following century, 
became amazingly popular, and was soon ac- 
cepted as true. It was translated from the 
Greek original into every important Euro- 
pean language. Thence & came into the 
pious historical encyclopedia of Vincent of 
Beauvais, and, most important of all, into 
the *‘ Lives of the Saints.’’ 

Hence the name of its pious hero found its 
way into the list of saints whose interces- 
sion is to be prayed for, and it passed without 
challenge until 1500, when, the subject of 
canonization coming up at Rome, Pope 
Sixtus V., “ by virtue of his infallibility and

| immunity against error in everything relat- 


ing to faith and morals,’’ set the seal of 
heaven forever upon “ the holy St. Josaphat 
of India, whose wonderful acts St. John 
of Damascus has related.” The 27th of 
November was the day set apart in honor of 
thie saint, and the decree, having been en- 
forced by successive Popes for over 250 years, 
aa again officially approved by Pius IX. in 

4. 

In one of the largest cities of Italy may 
today be found a Christian church dedicated 
to the ** Divo Josafat.’’ Moreover, relics of 
this saint were found; bones alleged to be 
parts of his skeleton, having been presented 

y a Doge of Venice to a King of Portugal, 
are now treasured at Antwerp. 

As early as the sixteenth century the 
Portuguese historian Diego Conto showed 
that this legend was identical with the legend 
of Buddha. Fortunately for him his faith 


Was s0 robust that he saw in this resem- 


blance only a trick of Satan, the life of Budd- 
ha being, in;his opinion, merely a diabolical 
counterfeit of the life of Josaphat centuries 
before the latter lived or was written. 

Here the matter rested until, less than 
forty years ago, Laboulaye in France, Lieb- 
recht in Germany, and others demonstrated 
that the Christian work was drawn almost 
literally from an early biography of Buddha, 
being conformed to it in the most minute 
details, not only of events but of phrase- 
ology. The only immortant changes are 
that Prince Buddha, the hero, instead of be- 
coming a hermit becomes a Christian, and 
that for the appellation of Buddha, or Bodi- 
sat, is substituted the more scriptural name 
Josaphat.

Similarity of Buddhism. 


* Yet these were by no means the most 
pregnant revelations,’”’ continues the au- 
thor. ‘‘As the Buddhist scriptures were 
more fully examined there were disclosed 
interesting anticipations of statements in 
later sacred books. The miraculous concep- 
tion of Buddha and his virgin birth, like 
that of Horus in Egypt and of Krishna in 
India; his previous annuncliation to. his 
mother, Maja; his birth during a journey 
by her; the star appearing in the east, and 
the angels chanting in the heavens at his 
birth; the temptation—all these and a multi- 
tude of other statements were full of sug- 
gestions to larger thought regarding the 
development of sacred literature in general. 

‘“‘Even the eminent Roman Catholic mis- 
Bishop Bigandet, was obliged to 
confess, in his scholarly life of Buddha, 
these striking similarities between the 
Buddhist scriptures and those which it was 
his mission to expound, though by this hon- 
est statement his further promotion was 
rendered impossible. Fausbdll also found 
the story of the judgment of Solomon im- 
bedded in Buddhist folklore; and Sir Edwin 
Arnold, by his poem, ‘The Light of Asia,’ 
spread far and wide a knowledge of the 
anticipation in Buddhism of some ideas 
which, down to a recent period, were con- 
sidered distinctively Christian. 

‘“*Imperfect as the revelations thus made 
of an evolution of religious beliefs, insti- 
tutions, and literature still are, they have 
not been without an important bearing 
upon the newer conception of our own sa- 
cred books. More and more manifest has 
become the interdependence of all human 
development; more and more clear the truth 
that Christtanity, as a great fact In man’s 
history, is not dependent for its life upon 
any parasitic growths of myth and legend, 
no matter how beautiful they may be.” 


Why Pfeachers Are Disturbed. 


All this naturally makes trouble for the 
clergymen who have built up their scheme 
of salvation upon the Biblical theory of the 
fall of man. The discovery that the story 
of Eden an/ the tree “whose fruit brought 
death into the world, and all our woe,” is but 
an adaptation of Chaldean-Babylonian folk- 
lore, must needs throw the orthodox into 
deep perplexity. If the garden of Eden, in- 
stead of being a revelation of fact from God 
through Moses, is a myth that had already 
gathered the mose of ten or twenty centuries 
in Moses’ day, then there was no expulsion 
from Eden,. and “ man’s disobedience,” of 
which Milton sung so mightlly, ceases to be 
a belief upon which to shape our thought 
and fe. This is the course of reasoning 
which the liberal clergymen have been tak- 
ing tp. How are we to reconcile these things 
with the belief of centuries, that *‘ in Adam’s 
fall we sinned all?’’ 

At all events every clergyman of the vari- 
ous sects. should read rof. Andrew D. 
White’s new work, giving a succinct history 
of the warfare between science and theology 
since the days of Greece and Rome down to 
the present time. It will enable them to 
thing intelligently on the best points of de- 
fense of the orthodox beliefs prevailing in 
the world against the steady encroachments 
of the higher criticism under the scientific 
methods of reason and argument.

Preliminary Examination Is Essential.

“Thee time has come when employers 
should never take a young man on the staff 
who does not know the first lessons of news- 
paper responsibility. The question then 
arises: Where are such young men to re- 
ceive their training? AH cannot take a 
course in journalism. The answer is that 
they should be required to undergo a pre- 
liminary examination in various English 
branches. Any good school. teacher 
could be selected to examine the young man 
in these rudiments. 


Pick Pleasant Items at First. 


Under the subhead “‘ General Remarks to | 


the Young Reporter,’’ Mr. Missimer writes: 

** Now to the young employé on the repor- 
torial staff: If you have a section of the 
town or city to cover, observe this rule: 
Never yrite anything in such a way that 
will the pleasure of your visiting that 
sectidn next day. At first pick up the pleas- 
ant items—personals, social news, and busi- 
ness affairs. Be sure you are right.”’ 


Don’t Be Too Enterprising. 


Here is a warning to reporters whoare too 
enterprising: 

w. “‘ Everybody admires an_ enterprising 
newspaper, enterprising in the proper di- 
rection. A reporter is equally well thought 
of who is properly enterprising. But don’t 
be a sneak news thief. Don’t be téo enter- 
prising.

Omit Names in Sunday “ Events.” 


On the general subject of “ Sabbath Des- 
ecration "’ the author writes: .

It is libelous to untruthfully say that a pro- 
fessing Christian gentleman went fishing 
on Sunday, because that might make out 
a professing Christian to be a public hypo- 
crite and would hold him up to public con- 
tempt and ridicule.
